WILLIAM ARTHUR HOOKS 


- Son of a country doctor and one of seven children, William Arthur 
Hooks was born in Smithfield, North Carolina, on a frosty morning 
November 13, 1909, To Thel Hooks, M.D. and Eva Hood Hooks; and-so 
began the career of a diligent and industrious young man. | 


He was educated in the public schools of Smithfield, Oak Ridge 
Military Institute and the University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill. 


He began his business career early in a hardwood saw mill up on 
the Virginia-Tennessee line at the city of Bristol. After two years as 
a lumberman, he returned to Smithfield where he manned-the-pumps 
for the Holt Oil Company, Texaco Distributors, later operating his 
own station (Texaco) until 1942 when he joined the service depart- 
ment of the Wright Aeronautical Corp. in Patterson, New Jersey. 


In 1944, he bought the Holt Oil Company and operated it under 
the name of Hooks & Layne Oil Company, expanding the business to 
include the Hooks & Layne Tire Co. covering a wide area of opera- 
tion centered in Smithfield and Johnston County. 


On November 25, 1935, he married his pretty hometown sweet- 
heart, Nell Morgan Broadhurst. They are blessed with three daugh- 
ters: Nell H. Bradberry and Julie H. Healy of Atlanta, Georgia; 
and Susan H. Poisson, of Miami, Florida, and abundantly blessed 
with a grandson, Quill O. Healey, II of Atlanta, and a granddaugh- 
ter, Susan Doyle Poisson, of Miami. 


It is easy to see that Bill is an integral, or functioning part of 
Smithfield. He is a member of Centenary Methodist Church, served on 
the Board of Stewards, and as Sunday School teacher for a class of 
High School Seniors, and a class of adults. He served six years on 
the Smithfield Board of Commissioners and was President of the 
Smithfield Chamber of Commerce in 1952. 


Intra-state and nationally he received deserved recognition. i. e. 
Chairman of the Consignment Distributors Division of the N. C. Oil 
Jobbers Association—two terms; President of the Carolina Oil Fuel 
Institute for two years; named "Man of the Month" (April 1962) by 
the Fuel Oil News, the national trade magazine. 


In 1962, he received an award from the North Carolina Oil Job- 
bers Association as the person who had contributed most to the ad- 
vancement of the heating oil industry in North Carolina during the 
year of its greatest growth. He was twice elected to the Board of 
Directors and the Executive Committee of the National Fuel Oil 
Institute of New York.

Lodge No. 84 in Smithfield, on March 12, 1940, he was Master in 1952; 
Secretary 1953-1961; Certified Lecturer beginning in 1950; District 
Deputy Grand Master of the 14th District 1953-1954; and of the 49th 
District in 1955, being President of the District Deputy Grand Mas- 
ters; named Mason of the Year in 1956 by Fellowship Lodge No. 84; 
and made a life Member in 1960. 

Member of the Goldsboro Chapter Royal Arch Masons: Fayette- 
ville Council, Royal and Select Masters; made Super-Excellent Master 
in Fayetteville. Member of the Goldsboro Commandery of the Knights 
Templar, and of the St. John of Patmos Conclave, Red Cross of 
Constantine, being Standard Bearer in 1969. Raleigh Scottish Rite 


Bodies. Member of the North Carolina College of Societas Rosicru- 
ciana in Civitatibus Foederatis. Member Sudan Temple A.A.0.N.M.S., 
New Bern. For many years Ambassador for Sudan Temple and for 
the Raleigh Scottish Rite Bodies. mE 


Appointed Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge A. F. & A. M. of 
North Carolina by M.'.W.'.Brother James W. Brewer in 1961, Named 
to the Board of Directors of the Masonie Relief Association of the 
United States and Canada. 


Served as Grand Representative of the Grand Lodge of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, near the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 1957, and 
presently Grand Representative of the Grand Lodge of Utah, near the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


Grand Master of Masons, William Arthur Hooks is a Masonic 
purist. He is for the greater good of Masonry. He lives its finer 
attributes. It is said of him that he is greatest when a great situation 
presents itself. 


We know that he is our Grand Master for three reasons: First, 
because of his high sense of duty to himself, his family, his God and 
his nation; Next, he has been tempered and tested in the quarries, 
on the walls and in the superstructures of the Temple; and, fore- 
most—we who love him put him there.

Most Worshipful Grand Master, Brother Masons, and Friends of 
Masons: Most of those present know exactly what has been going on 
around here but let us review a few of the facts that have lead up to 
this occasion. 


Bingham Lodge, first known as Mebansville Lodge became one 
hundred years old on the fifth day of last December. For a year or two 
prior to that time, our Officers and members had been taking a long 
look at the inadequate facilities of our old building and decided that 
we should celebrate our Centennial Anniversary in a new Temple. We 
got started a little too late to do that in time, but we did do it later. 
Anyway, this building was planned and the Cornerstone was laid on 
the fourteenth day of last October, by Most Worshipful Brother 
Alfred A. Kafer, Jr., then Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. 
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We had already sold our old building to the Mebane Enterprize, 
and prior to that we had some money in Savings, and were appealing 
to every member to make a contribution to the Building Fund. This 
appeal brought in about $12,000.00. That, added to our Savings and 
the proceeds from the sale of our old building, still left us $15,000.00 
Short of being able to pay for this building. The Grand Lodge Service 
Commission permitted us to borrow that amount. 


This was a ten-year loan and we fully expected it to take us that 
long to pay it off, but thanks to the generous heart of Worshipful 
Brother William Guy Crutchfield, he gave us a challenge whereby he 
would pay more than half of the amount owed, if we would raise the 
balance. We made the second appeal to all members and they respond- 
ed beautifully. Besides our main benefactor, we had two other real 
angels; one giving $1,500.00 and the other giving $1,000.00. Almost 
every member of Bingham Lodge gave something, and many gave 
generously. We also received a few gifts from outsiders as Memorials 
to departed Brothers. The total gifts received were considerably more 
than the amount asked for. Now the mortage is paid off; we are 
entirely debt-free, and we have enough cash on hand to buy tables 
and chairs for our dining area downstairs; do a few other things 
around the building that needs to be done, and still be able to operate 
comfortably. 

Our one great regret, is that Brother Crutchfield is no longer 
with us to see his dream come true. He had so much wanted to see 
these papers burned. However, Mrs. Crutchfield has kindly consented 
to help us do that right now. 

Worshipful Brother Lynch, Master of Bingham Lodge will now 
escort Mrs. Crutchfield to the center of the Lodge. 


(At altar before fire) Mrs. Crutchfield, Bingham Lodge is indeed, 
truly grateful to Brother Crutchfield and to you for the most generous 
help you have given us, and for his leadership in showing us, that 
with the cooperation of all our members, ten years of financial strain 
could be reduced to just a few weeks.

The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage presented 
the following report, which was received, entered on the 
record and referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North 
Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage herewith submits 
its report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which includes a 
detailed report of the Superintendent and the Departments of the 
Orphanage. 

The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout 
the year and harmoniously administered all the affairs of the Orphan- 
age. The Executive Committee and the Local Advisory Board held 
their meetings and made full reports to the Board of Directors. 


The year ending September 30, 1968, was another year of devel- 
opment for our beloved institution. Even though expenses continue to 
rise, our benevolent Masonic Family arose to the challenge by meet- 
ing the goals of our plans. The beauty of Masonic Charity in our 
Grand Jurisdiction continues to shine brightly upon our large family 
in Oxford Orphanage. 


The William J. Bundy Cottage and the James E. Shipman Cot- 
tage were completed according to schedule without incurring any 
debts. We find great satisfaction that 180 of our children are residing 
in fireproof comfort. À contract was let on August 28, 1968, for the 
erection of a residence for our Assistant Superintendent. When this 
cottage is completed, the way will be cleared to continue the replace- 
ment of the boys’ cottages. 


During the year our Orphanage was filled to capacity. We closed 
the year with an enrollment of 306 children, and are busy processing 
applieations. The children are enrolled from fifty-two counties.

To the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North 

Carolina: 

The Board of Directors and Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage 
published and circulated its Annual Report to the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1968. Here- 
with we submit a progress report of the six months period between 
our last published report and the annual communication of the Grand 
Lodge. 


The Assistant Superintendent’s Cottage has been completed, 
which will enable us to return to the replacement of the old cottages 
for the protection of our children. In our long range building plans, 
we need to replace seven cottages which have been in use for more 
than seventy years. During this year we plan the replacement of the 
John Neal Cottage with a new fireproof cottage to be the residence 
for twenty teenaged boys. 


At the close of our fiscal year our enrollment was 306 children. 
We now have 317 children enrolled in the Orphanage, and have 7 
children on the approved waiting list and are processing applications 
from children of tragedy who need the services of our institution. 


The generosity of gifts received from the Masons in our Grand 
Jurisdiction is exemplary. It reveals the great love for children and 
is the sustaining power for the program of child care in Oxford 
Orphanage. We are grateful for every gift and sincerely urge our 
brethren to visit our family of children at Oxford. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue the same appro- 
priation for the support of Oxford Orphanage.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INCORPORATED 
(Docket No. 12) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonie and Eastern Star Home, Inc. was received and 
entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 

As President of the Corporation I herewith submit my eighth 
annual report of the Board of Directors to the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. It is with a sense of justifiable 
pride that we appraise the Grand Bodies of the phenomenal progress 
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made by the Home's operation over the past several years in keeping 
with our Expansion Program authorized at the Grand Lodge Com- 
munication in New Bern, North Carolina in 1961. The improvements 
as well as additions are too numerous for me to list them since the 
members of our Fraternity have manifested such an increased and 
continuing interest in the operation of the Home during the years 
mentioned above. However, one significant fact is that our General 
Endowment Fund, which is made up from receipts through wills, 
special bequests, etc., has grown from $225,000 to the present amount 
of $461,000. Of course, the most outstanding achievement is the fact 
that we are now caring for twice as many people as we were during 
the middle fifties. 


We have 140 Guests at the moment and our average enrollment 
for the past year was 1389. This points out the fact that since our 
ceiling is set at 140, little time is lost between the time of the death 
of one of our Guests and the admission of a new Guest from our 
approved waiting list. 

It is of great importance to know that to date we have fewer 
people on our approved waiting list than we have had at any time 
during the past ten years. At this writing (March 18th) there are 
only ten people to be admitted.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 
(Docket No. 13) 


Brother Troy G. Robbins, Superintendent of the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., presented 
the following report which was received and entered on 
the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Six hundred and ninety-five Guests have lived a part of their 
lives at our Home in Greensboro since its beginning. Every person 
admitted has met the same qualifications and entered on the same 
level. There are no separate standards as to social or financial stand- 
ing as related to the Guests of the Home. There are no class distinc- 
tions but each one is as important as the other. 


The cost of operating the Home is of importance to every Mason 
and Eastern Star in our jurisdiction. One can readily see that the 
current per capita cost of $2,107.08 per year is almost double the 
amount for each Guest at the beginning of our Ten-Year Expansion. 
In addition to the effect of inflation we now comply with a minimum 
wage law which has decidedly increased our operating expense. I 
point out this in order to say that the contributions of a decade ago 
would be half enough to meet today's demands. Even so, the Blue 
Lodge contributions during 1968 was $142,056.00 as compared with 
$47,310.00 for 1958. The Grand Lodge appropriation of $16.000.00 in 
1958 was great but the appropriation for 1968 was $50,000.00. While 
we are noting contrasts, it is significant that the Grand Chapter gave 
$30,453.08 during 1958 while its contribution toward the operating 
expense of the Home for last year amounted to $88,283.00. 


The last phase of our Expansion Program which began in 1961 
is now underway. The approximate cost of our Care Center, exclu- 
sive of furnishings is $850,000.00. From our General Endowment 
Fund of $461,000.00 we will borrow $300,000.00 to supplement the 
$552,000.00 we have on hand in our Capital Improvement Fund to 
pay for this construction. Monthly payments of $5,000.00 from the 
Grand Chapter. O.E.S. and $7,500.00 from the Blue Lodge receipts 
will be credited to the General Endowment Fund to replace the bor- 
rowed money. Our Grand Master has scheduled the laying of the 
cornerstone for this building on April 7, 1969. 
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The Greensboro City Planning Department has scheduled the 
widening of Oakland Avenue bordering the East side of our property 
and changed the street name to South Holden Road. Wendover Ave. 
is to be extended along the North boundary of our property rendering 
the Superintendent's home unsuitable for living quarters. For this 
damage along with the acquisition of 2.8 acres of our property from 
the City, the Directors of the Home have accepted $66,000.00. A part 
of this money is being used to build a new Superintendent's home at 
another location on the grounds. 

I consider it a pleasure and signal honor to work with the Ma- 
sons and Eastern Stars in their joint effort to give deserving mem- 
bers of our Fraternal family a good home during their latter days. I 
am unable to adequately express worthy praise which is due each 
member of our capable staff but am grateful to one and all.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION OF THE U. S. 
(Docket No. 14) 


M.'.W.'.Brother Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Representa- 
tive to the Masonic Service Association of the United 
States, presented the following report, which was read and 
entered on the record. The recommendation that the Grand 
Lodge continue its membership in the Masonic Service 
Association of the United States and increase its contribu- 
tion to the Hospital Visitation Program from $3,000.00 to 
$4,000.00 was unanimously adopted and the matter of fi- 
nances referred to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Golden Anniversary meeting of the Masonic Service Asso- 
ciation of the United States was held in the Diplomat Room of the 
Shoreham Hotel on February 25, 1969 beginning at 9:30 o'clock in 
the morning in our Nation's Capital, Washington, D. C. Once again 
our North Carolina Masons—and there was a large delegation of them 
present for the meeting—had a particular interest in this session 
because of the fact that our own Grand Master, Most Worshipful 
Robert N. Bass, Jr., had been selected to serve on the Hospital Visita- 
tion Committee. This is one of the most important committees of the 
Association and selecting our Grand Master to serve on it conferred 
a signal honor upon the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


The meeting was called to order by Most Worshipful George W. 
Toft, P.G.M. (South Dakota), Chairman of the Executive Commis- 
sion and the Invocation was given by the Rev. Brother Edward G. 
Latch, Grand Chaplain of the District of Columbia. 

Perhaps the outstanding phase of the program commemorating 
fifty years of service to the Masons of the Nation by the Masonic 
Service Association was the Anniversary address which was delivered 
by Most Worshipful Brother H. Dwight McAlister, P.G.M. and pres- 
ent Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of South Carolina. The 
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theme of Brother McAlister’s address centered around the Golden Age 
of Masonry. He brought out the fact that the Golden Age of Masonry 
is not in the past but in the future. That future, however, depends 
upon several factors, each of which he emphasized in a very interest- 
ing manner. The first of these was Leadership. The second was Edu- 
cation, the third was Dedication and the fourth was Action. The speak- 
er emphasized the fact that with these four fundamental factors 
operating to their fullest advantage in any individual Mason, or in 
any Masonie Lodge, the individual, or the Lodge itself, could not but 
reap the good fruits of a beautiful golden age. 

It was announced also that the Masonic Service Association has 
now moved into its new quarters with the new address being 724 
Ninth St. N. W., Washington, D. C. 


The membership of the Masonic Service Association continues at 
forty-three Grand Lodges and the Committee on Membership is en- 
couraged to believe that some of the non-member States will give 
serious consideration to supporting the work of this agency of Amer- 
ican Freemasonry. Once again all Grand Lodges were reminded of the 
availability of all printed materials from the MSA with a special 
reference to short talk bulletins, digests, and other related materials. 
The MSA also has a number of talking pictures available to any 
Lodge merely for the filing of a request. As a matter of fact, since 
the release of the first picture in 1956, many prints of pictures now 
available have been in almost constant circulation. There are four 
inspirational addresses which require a 16mm sound projector and 
each of them runs approximately thirty minutes. They continue to be 
a popular source of pragramming material in the constituent lodges 
of member Grand Lodges. 


Throughout the span of nearly a quarter of a century the Hospi- 
tal Visitation Program has carried on its ministrations in veterans 
and service hospitals as one of the member organizations of the Vet- 
erans Administration Voluntary Service. 


Chief Field Agent, William C. Edmunds, and his Deputy Repre- 
sentative, Field Agent Paul F. Murphy of Washington, D. C. continue 
to serve on important committees of the National Committee of the 
VA Voluntary Service. 


The need for the Hospital Visitation Program has not diminished; 
in fact the number of patients in Veterans and Service Hospitals has 
not reached its peak. The wars in which our country has been in- 
volved since 1941 continue to increase the number of veterans who 
have claims upon their Government (and us) for care amd service. 
Masonic Field Agents are stationed in less than half of our VA Hos- 
pitals. 

All Veterans Hospitals in North Carolina are now being served 
either by Active Field Agents or by volunteers with the exception of 
one. This one is the Veterans Hospital in Durham, North Carolina. 


Nevertheless there has been no significant increase in the general 
support in this opportunity for Masonic service to our hospitalized 
veterans. The faithful Grand Lodges have continued faithful in their 
support of the program. The veterans have continued their happy 
encouragement. Decreases in net membership however, reduce Grand 
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Lodge contributions which are made on a per capita basis. Each year 
the Hospital Visitation Committee recommends that all *Grand Lodges 
give consideration to the development of plans for securing necessary 
funds for financing the Hospital Visitation Program". That is still 
a challenge for the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Higher costs are 
becoming a serious factor in maintaining this program of brotherly 
love and relief and it is necessary therefore that we give some earnest 
consideration toward increasing North Carolina's contribution to the 
Visitation Program. 


Accordingly, and in conference with and with the approval of the 
Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, it is hereby recommended 
that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina continue its membership in 
the Association on a per capita basis as heretofore and that it increase 
its contribution to the Hospital Visitation Program from the $3,000.00 
which it has been contributing almost from time immemorial to 
$4,000.00, or an increase of $1,000.00. 


The need becomes greater every day and since North Carolina 
receives so very much more in terms of services from the Masonic Ser- 
vice Association in this Hospital Visitation Program than North Car- 
olina has been contributing, our obligation to increase our contribution 
becomes even greater.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 


(Docket No. 15) 


M.'.W.'.Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Representative to the 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Associa- 
tion, presented the following report, which was adopted. 
The portion of the report having to do with finance was 
referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The George Washington National Memorial Association met on 
Shooter's Hill in Alexandria, Virginia, Saturday morning, February 
22, 1969 at 10:00 o'clock in the beautiful Memorial Auditorium with 
the President, John H. Hessey, Past Grand Master of Maryland, pre- 
siding. The welcome was extended by Most Worshipful Julian C. 
Roden, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the Commonwealth of 
Virginia and the response was delivered by Most Worshipful Brother 
George W. Boyd, Grand Master of West Virginia. Greetings were also 
extended by the Worshipful Master of the Alexandria—Washington 
Lodge. 


Following this, distinguished guests from all over North America 
and a goodly number of foreign countries as well, were introduced. 


President Hessey then made his annual report in which he stated 
that a complete survey of the heating system which is now forty 
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years old had been made and the report set forth the need of a com- 
plete replacement of the furnace system which would involve an ex- 
penditure in excess of one hundred thousand dollars. President Hessey 
then stated however that over a period of years the sum of fifteen 
thousand had been set aside annually to take care of operating ex- 
penses of a tremendously expensive nature and that this fund now 
had a sufficient amount on hand to provide for the cost and installa- 
tion of a new furnace system. 


He reported also that the two elevators in the memorial which 
operate on a slanting track, incidentally the only elevators in the 
world which thus operate, have been surveyed and have been tested in 
every manner possible. He stated that they had met every test suc- 
cessfully and that they are now declared to be in excellent condition. 


He reported also on the availability of a new 16mm sound colored 
motion picture describing the Memorial in all of its beautiful details. 
He stated however that thus far there had been few requests for its 
use by the lodges throughout the country and he made an appeal to 
the Grand Lodges to avail themselves of such an excellent medium 
for relating the story of one of the greatest Masons this country has 
ever produced or that the world has ever known, Brother George 
Washington. Incidentally, the Grand Lodge of North Carolina now 
has a copy of this film on hand which any lodge may obtain merely 
by requesting its use. 


A survey had also been made of the insurance needs and coverage 
of the Memorial and he was pleased to report that the Memorial is 
now covered in the amount of thirteen million dollars. It is felt that 
this provides adequate coverage for all needs of the Memorial. 


The President also informed the Grand Lodges of the availability 
of a new brochure in color which has been prepared by the Memorial 
for use in quantity among the lodges of the nation. 


Most Worshipful Brother Marvin Fowler, Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Association reported that during the past year there were fewer 
than one hundred thirty-five thousand visitors to the Temple which 
was approximately twenty-eight thousand less than the previous year. 
He reported that the reason for this decrease lay in the riots which 
had occurred in the District of Columbia during the preceding year. 
He stated however that there had been no disorders in or around the 
Temple during that strenuous period. 


North Carolina, of course, adopted the Pennsylvania Plan several 
years ago and completed its financial obligation to the Association 
under that plan. As yet however not enough Grand Lodges have con- 
tributed sufficiently to provide the endowment fund with an amount 
which would, with interest derived therefrom, permit the Association 
to operate without the necessity of annual contribution of funds 
from the Grand Lodges. Until such time as this can be brought to 
pass, the Grand Lodge of North Carolina deems it a continuing obli- 
gation on its part to continue its annual contribution to the Associa- 
tion and your representative herewith makes this recommendation.

The following report of the Committee on Masonic Cere- 
monies and Miscellaneous Publieations was read, entered 
on the record and adopted. The portion of the report having 
to do with finance was referred to the Committee on 
Finance. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the year 1968-69 the Committee on Masonic Ceremonies 
and Micellaneous Publications has met several times in an effort to 
make such revisions of ceremonies used by the Grand Lodge as seemed 
advisable and proper. In each of these deliberative sessions the 
committee has been exceedingly fortunate in having the presence of 
our Grand Master, who has had much experience with ceremonies 
and whose judgment was found very helpful. The committee has 
labored long and hard over suggested corrections and revisions and it 
has tried to bring forth a volume of ceremonies that will represent 
the current thinking of Masonry in North Carolina. Additional cere- 
monies to be used in Twenty-five, Fifty and Sixty Year Awards as 
well as a ceremony making provision for Commemorative Stone or 
Slab have been provided and will be included in the new volume of 
ceremonies. 


Those portions of the ceremonies with which the lodges are par- 
ticularly concerned and which they frequently use have been submit- 
ted to the lodges for their suggested corrections and approval. Lodges 
have been invited to notify the committee of any additional correc- 
rections they think should be made. Furthermore, the committee is 
holding a final session during this Annual Communication for the 
purpose of hearing any additional corrections or suggestions that the 
lodges might wish to make. 


The committee feels pleased with its efforts and believes it is 
now ready to issue a new volume of ceremonies in which the member- 
ship of the Grand Lodge can take a justifiable pride. The committee 
is deeply indebted to the Grand Master for his many helpful sugges- 
tions in making the new ceremonies and the requested revisions pos- 
sible. 

As soon as practical, after the close of this Annual Communica- 
tion, the committee would like to assemble all of the revised cere- 
monies in preparation for their publication. The committee now is 
thinking in terms of publishing five thousand copies of the new book 
of ceremonies for which an estimated $6,000.00 will be required. A re- 
quest for this amount, therefore, is herewith made of the Grand Lodge.

THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON

The following report of the Board of Publication of T'he 
North Carolina Mason was presented, entered on the record 
and adopted. The portion involving finance was referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In the report of The Board of Publication of The North Carolina 
Mason submitted to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in April, 1968 
it was stated that it was anticipated that within a very short while 
the entire masonie membership in North Carolina would be on the 
mailing list for “The North Carolina Mason" and that they would 
be receiving it within a short while. The Board also confessed its 
realization that many mistakes no doubt would be made in the initial 
stages of the publication and that much patience would be required 
before these undesirable features could be eliminated. The Board 
pledged its every effort to the Masons of North Carolina to the end 
that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina would have a publication in 
which it could take a justifiable pride. 


The Board of Publication is happy to inform you that every 
Mason in North Carolina is now receiving monthly his copy of The 
North Carolina Mason at no cost to the member. The Board has con- 
stantly been confronted with a number of problems associated with 
such a tremendous enterprise, but it has sought diligently to eliminate 
these problems. Some changes have been made in the publication 
since its first issues and the Board is keeping a watchful eye on the 
publication at all times to the end that every opportunity for improve- 
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ment of the magazine will be taken. The Board is not yet fully satis- 
fied with its product and even now it has some changes in view which 
it hopes to have implemented within the very near future. In this 
connection, let it be said that the Board will continue its close exam- 
ination and scrutiny of the publication and will make such changes as 
it feels advisable. 


A budget for the ensuing year has been prepared and has been 
submitted to the committee on finance. This budget amounts to a total 
expenditure of $33,750.00.

Theodore Roosevelt once said, “If you are going to do 
anything permanent for the average man, you have got to 
begin before he is a man. The chances of success lie in work- 
ing with the boy and not the man.” Brethren, the future of 
America is now being decided by the training we are giving 
our youth today. It is not enough to stand aloof and char- 
acterize our younger generation as “going to the dogs”, for 
if we do, we are simply admitting to our own failings as 
parents and as adults. The Order of DeMolay is a very vital 
part of our Masonic family and is one of the finest charac- 
ter-building youth organizations in the world.

SAINT JOHN’S DAY 


"Let there be Light" is the greatest command God ever 
gave. Of the 365 days of the year St. John the Baptist's Day 
is the one day which contains the utmost possible amount of 
Light. When we hold a festival in honor of it, it is because 
it is a standing symbol or sign to signify that Masons are 
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sons of enlightenment and will continue to be so long as 
dawns appear and suns mount to the meridian. Because of 
the stern integrity of St. John the Baptist, which induced 
him to forego every minor consideration in discharging the 
obligations he owed to God; the unshaken firmness with 
which he met martyrdom rather than betray his duty to his 
Master ; his steady reproval of vice and continued preaching 
of repentance and virtue, he was chosen as a fit patron of 
the Masonic institution. Às your Grand Master, I encour- 
aged, even urged, every Masonic District and Lodge to plan 
a day of celebration in honor of this eminent patron of Ma- 
sonry.

Some of these decisions were not 
easy to make but I hope that they have met with your ap- 
proval. 


UNOFFICIAL OPINION 


The following Unofficial Opinion was written at my re- 
quest by Brother Emery B. Denny, Counsel for the Grand 
Master and the Board of General Purposes: 


“The inquiry referred to me as to whether or not there was possi- 
bly a violation of Regulations 49-08 (11) and 97-02 (31) of THE 
CODE by Hibriten Lodge No. 262 in the conduct of its Golf Tourna- 
ment on May 31, 1968, I beg to advise that the intrinsic value of the 
prizes offered would seem to have been a violation of Regulation 
97-02 (31) of THE CODE. 


"It is my opinion, however, that if the prizes are eliminated or 
their intrinsic value reduced so that no individual participant could 
possibly be able through the element of chance of skill, or by the 
combination of the two, receive a greater intrinsic value than the 
participant paid for the chance, the regulations referred to herein 
would not be violated. 
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"In view of the foregoing conclusion, it is obvious that the offer 
of a year's membership in the Golf Club (I suppose thats means in 


the Tri-County Golf Course, Inc., at Granite Falls) would also have 
to be eliminated. wg 


"I am returning to your office in the Grand Lodge building all 
the papers and letters received by me in connection with this matter. 


ORDERS 


I issued the following Orders during the year for viola- 
tions of specific regulations in THE CODE: 


Order No. 1 


Junaluskee Lodge No. 145 elected Brother Hugh Lee Waskom 
to membership on an Application for Affiliation or transfer of mem- 
bership from Robert Butler Lodge No. 305, of Tallahassee, Florida, 


without the application having been certified by the Grand Secre- 
tary's office. 


The fact that the ballot was taken before the application was 
certified by the Grand Secretary, the election is Illegal and Void 
under the clear and positive language of Regulation 83-15 of THE 
CODE. 

Since the Grand Master is authorized to order another ballot in 
such cases, I issued a dispensation on June 14, 1968 granting per- 
mission to Junaluskee Lodge No. 145 to ballot again on the Applica- 
tion for Affiliation of Brother Hugh Lee Waskom at its next stated 
communication following receipt of the properly certified applica- 
tion, with instructions that the records in the office of the Grand 
Secretary and of Junaluskee Lodge No. 145 be made to conform to 
this Order and the result of the reballot. 


Order No. 2 


Kedron Lodge No. 387 elected Mr. Coy Lenoir Corns to receive 
the degrees in Masonry before the petition had been certified by the 
Grand Secretary. 


The facts presented in this case showed that the petition was 
read at a stated communication held on January 9, 1969, and that 
the petitioner was elected on February 13, 1969 in violation of Regu- 
lation 73-13 of THE CODE. The election was, therefore ILLEGAL. 


In order to fully comply with the regulation mentioned above, 
and with Regulation 76-01, I ORDERED that the Grand Secretary 
make the necessary record of the subject petition and place thereon 
his Certificate, with a proper notation on the said Certificate to 
explain the delay in making it, and I ordered that Kedron Lodge No. 
387 again submit this petition to the secret ballot at their stated 
communication to be held on February 27, 1969, in the same manner 
as if no previous ballot had been taken thereon. 


Order No. 3 
Linville Lodge No. 489 initiated Bobby Lee Aldridge on the same 
night he was elected to receive the degrees in violation of Regulation 
79-30 (1) of THE CODE, following which I issued the following

That it shall be sufficient only to 
reobligate this candidate in the First Degree, in a lodge opened on 
that degree, and that after the candidate has been thus healed, he 
may be advanced when prepared as required in Regulation 80-01. 


2. That this Order shall be read in the lodge at the first stated 
communication following its receipt, and that it shall be made a part 
of the minutes of that meeting so that the members may refer to it 
in the future when candidates are elected to receive the degrees. 


8. That the lodge Secretary shall report to the Grand Secretary 
within five days after the healing ‘of this candidate that this Order 
has been complied with.

Masonic Conference in Atlanta, Georgia, which was held on 
August 8-9, 1968. I believe that conferences such as this 
challenge our interest and direct our attention to the funda- 
mental principles upon which we are founded. We must 
realize that, unless we return to those principles, we will 
not be able to make the progress that must be made if we 
are to continue growing masonically in North Carolina. 


CONFERENCE OF GRAND MASTERS OF MASONS 
IN NORTH AMERICA 

The Grand Masters’ Conference began on February 22, 
1969, at 2 P. M. in the afternoon. The agenda was of much 
interest and featured several group discussions which con- 
sisted of different questions. By dividing our Grand Lodge 
Officers, we were able to cover most of those sessions; and 
in the General Meeting of the Conference, we had the op- 
portunity of exchanging information with other Grand 
Jurisdictions. 


The Grand Master of Pennsylvania, Right Worshipful 
John K. Young, was Chairman of this Conference and pre- 
sided in the most admirable manner. The key-note address, 
which carried a very inspirational Masonic message, was 
delivered by Most Worshipful Milo E. Underhill, Grand 
Master of Michigan. 


The Grand Masters! Banquet was highlighted by the 
address of Brother and Rev. Irvin R. Pusey. We also were 
most fortunate in having all of our Senators and most of 
our Congressmen present for this occasion. 


THE GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 


It was likewise my privilege to head the delegation of 
North Carolina Masons in attendance at the annual meeting 
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of the George Washington Masonic National Memorial As- 
sociation on Shooter's Hill in Alexandria, Va., Saturday 
morning, February 22, 1969 at 10:00 o'clock in the beautiful 
Memorial Auditorium with the President, Illustrious John 
H. Hessey, Past Grand Master of Maryland presiding. Pres- 
ent for this occasion were distinguished Master Masons 
from all over the world. All of them assembled in this beau- 
tiful memorial honoring in a magnificent way the most 
distinguished Mason this country has ever produced, Broth- 
er George Washington. À more complete report on this ses- 
sion of the Association will be made by the representative 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


In this report I wish merely to call your attention to the 
utmost importance of Masons throughout the world to per- 
petuate the heroic ideals which characterized this great 
man. We love to pay tribute to him and in our partriotic 
speeches we laud the heroic qualities as they were exhibited 
in every moment of his life. Yet at the same time, I wonder 
if the lodges of North Carolina are utilizing as much time 
in presenting to their membership some of the wonderful 
testimonials the Memorial Association has made available 
to every lodge merely for the sake of asking. For example, 
they have produced a beautiful 16mm colored sound picture 
which describes the Memorial in detail and which assuredly 
would give our lodges a much better understanding of the 
magnificent. manner in which the Memorial has been ar- 
ranged. There are colored slides available also which would 
make an excellent program for our lodges. 


North Carolina of course has every reason to feel proud 
of its support of the Memorial because our Grand Lodge has 
already made its contribution to the Endowment Fund of 
the Association through its adoption of the Pennsylvania 
Plan which was completed a few years ago. Until the total 
endowment of the Memorial however has reached such a 
point that the interest therefrom will support the Associa- 
tion, it is wise for North Carolina to continue its usual 
annual appropriation and I herewith make this a recom- 
mendation. 


THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
The fiftieth annual meeting of The Masonic Service As- 
sociation of the United States held its Golden Anniversary 
observance on Tuesday, February 25, 1969, in the Diplomat 
Room of the Shoraham Hotel in Washington, D. C. This 
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was one of the most interesting meetings the Association 
had ever held and it was my privilege to head a large dele- 
gation of our North Carolina brethren for the occasion. 
Since this year marked the fiftieth birthday of the Masonic 
Service Association an extra effort had been made to pre- 
pare a program in keeping with the august history of the 
Association. Perhaps the highlight of this program was the 
Anniversary address by one of our distinguished brethren 
from South Carolina, Most Worshipful Dwight McAlister, 
now serving as Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
south Carolina and who at one time was also its Grand 
Master. 


A formal report on the work of the Association will be 
presented by our representative to this organization and I, 
therefore, wish now to emphasize only one particular and 
very important item which was presented during the ses- 
sions of the Association. It was brought out very forcibly 
that the services that are now offered by the Association 
in its Hospital Visitation program are costing more money 
than they did cost in earlier days and that the Association 
is desperately in need of additional funds if this service is 
to be continued. Brethren, I know of no more important 
service that Masonry is rendering anywhere in this country 
than that of taking care of our wounded veterans who are 
confined to the various veterans hospitals in this country. 
This program deserves our support because it certainly has 
our sympathy. I therefore recommend that we not only con- 
tinue our membership in the Association at the usual per 
capita cost but that we increase the amount that we have 
been making available for the Hospital Visitation Program 
by $1,000.00. In other words, our total contribution for the 
hospital program for the incoming year should be $4,000.00. 


It was my happy privilege to serve on the Hospital Visi- 
tation Committee and I therefore had an excellent oppor- 
tunity to observe some of our humanitarian services at 
much closer range. 


The Masonic Service Association functions to the wel- 
fare of Masonry throughout the world and North Carolina 
is happy to play a part in its laudable undertakings. I am 
grateful for the privilege of being a part of this most worth- 
while conference.

The following report of the Committee on Fraternal 
Correspondence was read, entered on the record, adopted 
by sections and then adopted as a whole: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted 
Masons of North Carolina: 


The appointment at the hands of the Most Worshipful Robert 
Norman Bass, Jr., Grand Master, affords us the pleasurable oppor- 
tunity to submit to you for your consideration our second annual 
report as your Fraternal Correspondent. 


The Masonic World, except for the recognized problems which 
confront our Fraternity, has proceeded on an even keel through- 
out the year; no report of disturbing conditions have come to the 
attention of your Committee on Fraternal] Relations.

Venezuela" with which our Grand Lodge entertains fraternal rela- 
tions. An inquiry has disclosed that neither of those three bodies 
entertained any relations with this irregular Grande Loge de Suisse.

Your Correspondent attended the Conference of Grand Masters in 
Washington on February 22-25, 1969, and listened with great interest 
to the Report of the Commission on Information for Recognition which 
was submitted to the Conference on the closing day. This Commission 
is composed of devoted Masons who have contributed many talents 
and much time to the betterment of our Fraternity. Much correspon- 
dence was carried on and much information compiled, the knowledge 
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of which will be helpful to those who are interested in Freemasonry 
in its broader aspects. 


Therefore, the 17th Annual Report of the Commission repro- 
duced here as a part of this report to you—though it is not verbatim 
as delivered to the Conference—is highly instructive; it is our belief 
that all concerned Masons should familiarize themselves with its con- 
tents. 


CUBA

With his report, Brother 
Pineiro furnished a total of 39 original documents received by him 
from the Grand Lodge of Cuba and its constituent Lodges, covering 
many Masonic activities in Cuba for 1968. 


In spite of severe hardships and oppressive actions by the Govern- 
ment of Cuba, according to Brother Pineiro the Grand Lodge and its 
332 constituent Lodges, which had a membership in March of 1968 
of 25,824 Masons, continue to carry on regular Masonic work. The 
report of the Grand Secretary, R.'.W.'.Dr. Jose Alvarez-Rivera Mal- 
donado, shows 1,369 additions to membership: 1,051 by initiation, 
263 by affiliation, and 55 by reinstatement. During 1968, 2,441 were 
dropped from the rolls: 1,054 leaving Cuba (and by Government 
decree required to be dropped), 29 by imprisonment (and also required 
by the Government to be dropped), 5 by expulsion, 946 for nonpay- 
ment of dues, and 407 by death. As Brother Pineiro points ouf, the 
Grand Lodge of Cuba remains, in terms of numbers of Lodges and 
numbers of Masons, the equal or superior of any Grand Lodge in 
Latin America. 


The Grand Lodge held three Communications in 1968: the regular 
Annual Communication on March 24, a special called Communication 
on May 19, and its regular semiannual Communication on September 
22. In addition, the Grand Lodge sponsored public activities com- 
memorating the birthdays of Jose Marti, Master Mason and Father 
of Cuba, and Ignacio Agramonte, Master Mason and military hero 
of Cuba, and the carrying by runners of the Mystic Fraternity 
Torch throughout Cuba. Various original documents, programs and 
notices in connection with the Communications and celebrations of 
the Grand Lodge were supplied to this Commission by Brother 
Pineiro. The documents relating to the Annual Communication in- 
cluded notice to the constituent Lodges, the annual address of the 
Grand Master, M..W.'.Esteban Valdes-Castillo, the report of the 
Grand Secretary, acts adopted by the Grand Lodge, and the Pro- 
ceedings. Annual Communication (more than 60% of the Lodges). 


The documents relating to the Special Communication held on 
May 19, 1968, included notice to the Lodges, acts adopted and the 
Proceedings of the Special Communication. This Special Communi- 
cation was called by the Grand Master to consider an appeal to the 
Cuban Government to rescind the resolution which limited the acti- 
vities of Masonry in extending help to Masons who had been impris- 
oned for political activities and their families. This appeal is appro- 
priately characterized by Brother Pineiro as being very important 
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and very courageous. The Grand Lodge, as a result of this Communi- 
cation, notified the Government that if this resolution was enforced 
the Grand Master was authorized to completely recess the Grand 
Lodge and all of the constituent Lodges in Cuba. Brother Pineiro's 
comment is “due to this firm attitude of the Grand Lodge, Fidel 
Castro's Government did not apply this resolution . . . Masonry in 
Cuba continues their Fraternal work." 


The Grand Master, M.'.W.'.Esteban Valdes-Castillo was elected 
for a two-year term in 1967, but became ill in early summer, and on 
the advice of his doctors submitted his resignation as Grand Master 
on July 10th. Brother Pineiro reports that he is now living in Atlanta, 
Georgia, recuperating from his illness. Pursuant to the provisions 
of the Grand Lodge Constitution and Laws, he was succeeded in the 
office of Grand Master by Brother Roberto L. Ferrer Rodriquez, the 
Deputy Grand Master, whom Brother Pineiro characterizes as a 
young man of great courage and democratic spirit. 


Among the many documents furnished by Brother Pineiro, are 
announcements of the deaths of the Grand Treasurer, R.'.W.'.Nicasio 
Rodriquez-Vasquez, Past Grand Master Jose C. Palomino, and Past 
Grand Treasurer and Sovereign Grand Inspector General of the 
Scottish Rite, Ill. Brother Waldo Bacallao Amill. He has also fur- 
nished some 10 items relating to activities of various constituent 
Lodges: The Cuban Veteran Masons Association, Masonic Builders 
Order, and National Masonic Home. 

It is difficult to read of all of the various activities of the 
Grand Lodge of Cuba and its constituent Lodge and not be im- 
pressed with the courage and devotion of the Masons in Cuba, and 
particularly their leaders. 

(Note: The Grand Lodge of North Carolina* does not now recog- 
nize as regular the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba or the Grand Lodge 
of Cuba in Exile (Florida). Nor is it the purpose of your committee 
to recommend recognition at this annual communication. For further 
information regarding the Grand Lodge of Cuba, please see the 
Report of the Fraternal Correspondent printed in the Proceedings 
of the 1967 Annual Communication.

IRAN 


Information has been received through Ill. Brother Luther A. 
Smith, Sovereign Grand Commander of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry (SJ.) that the Iranian Government, 
which is known to favor Freemasonry, decided that a National Grand 
Lodge of Iran should be organized. This action appears to be at 
least partly the result of the strong nationalistic feeling now pre- 
valent around the world. At the present time, there are constituent 
Lodges in Iran under the jurisdiction of the Grande Loge Nationale 
Francaise, the Grand Lodge of Scotland and the United Grand Lodge 
of Germany. Most of these Lodges are located in Teheran. It is pro- 
posed that these Lodges unite to form a Grand Lodge of Iran, and 
the date set is March lst. It is reported that the Shah has chosen a 
Grand ‘Master from a list of names presented to him. His choice is 
Brother Charif (Sharif) Emami (Ememi) President of the Senate 
of Iran and a member of a Lodge under the jurisdiction of the United 
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Grand Lodge of Germany. The quality of the Masonic membership in 
Iran has always been of the highest quality, and includes the out- 
Standing personalities in that country. The Shah has always looked 
most favorably upon Masonry, although he is not a Mason. It has been 
suggested that after the establishment of the Grand Lodge of Iran 
on March 1, the Government will require all Lodges operating under 
a foreign jurisdiction to cease. Assuming that the Grand Lodge of 
Iran is organized by the uniting of constituent Lodges from the Grand 
Jurisdictions of France, Scotland and Germany, its origin would 
obviously be considered regular and its method of organization proper, 
in spite of the governmental action. 


Note: The Grand Lodge of North Carolina has NOT been re- 
quested to extend recognition to a National Grand Lodge of Iran. 


INTER-AMERICAN MASONIC CONFEDERATION 


A recent communication from the Inter-American Masonic Con- 
federation states that the Confederation urges recognition for the 
Grand Lodge of the Republic of Venezuela in Caracas, whose Grand 
Master is Luis Eladio Urbina; the Grand Lodge of Peru, whose 
Grand Master is Luis E. Haysen; and the Grand Lodge of Cuba, 
whose Grand ‘Master is Roberto Ferrer Rodriguez; and urges the 
Grand Lodges of Florida and New Jersey to continue the recognition 
of the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Havana. The communication also 
furnishes a list of the members of the Confederation. The Executive 
Secretary, M.".W.'.Eduardo Rincon Gallardo, has also announced a 
meeting of the Confederation in March, 1970. 


Note: The Grand Lodge of North Carolina recognizes as regular 
the Grand Lodge of the Republic of Venezuela and the Symbolic 
Grand Lodge of Peru. 


UNIVERSAL LEAGUE OF FREEMASONS 


We are informed that edicts and resolutions against membership» 
in this organization have been issued by the Grand Lodges of Penn- 
sylvania, Georgia and Massachusetts. 


BRAZIL 


Communieations have been received from one or more of the 
State Grand Lodges in Brazil complaining of the Grand Orient of 
Brazil and the treaty between the Grand Lodge of England and the 
Grand Orient. There are now 19 State Grand Lodges in Brazil. 

The nineteen State Grand Lodges are associated in a loose “Con- 
federation of the Brazilian Symbolic Craft" which appears to be 
much like the Conference of Grand Masters of North America. An 
excellent history of Masonry in Brazil will be found in Chapter 3, 
beginning at page 12, of the book published by this Commission 
entitled “Information for Recognition.” Since the writing of that 
report, an additional 4 State Grand Lodges have been organized. 

The Grand Lodge of England entered into its treaty with the 
Grand Orient in 1927, and it provides in substance that the Grand 
Lodge of England will continue to operate its District Grand Lodge 
in Brazil with its various constituent Lodges in the various parts of 
Brazil. As a result of this treaty, the Grand Lodge of England does 
not recognize any of the State Grand Lodges. 

This matter has been a subject of argument and discussion since 
shortly after the signing of the treaty between the Grand Orient and 
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the Grand Lodge of England in 1927, and many papers and articles 
have been written about the Masonic situation in Brazil. It has always 
been the position of the Commission that the State Grand Lodges are 
regular and are entitled to recognition. 

Note: The Grand Lodge of North Carolina recognizes as regular, 
and exchanges Grand Representatives with, 10 state Grand Lodges 
of Brazil.

Special Committee on Grand Lodge Library 


REPORT OF THE CODE COMMISSION 
(Docket No. 30) 


The following report of the Code Commission was re- 
ceived, entered on the record and referred to the Committee 
on Masonic Jurisprudence: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Proposals to amend THE CODE of 1948, as revised and amended 
in 1967, were presented to the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge in April, 1968, for consideration at the Annual Communication 
in 1969. 

A notice listing all these proposals, plus an additional proposed 
amendment to Regulation 85-03, subsection (1) was sent out by the 
Code Commission under date of October 29, 1968, as follows: 


Amend Regulation 21-01 by adding subsection (3) and (3A) to read 
as follows: 

3. No subordinate lodge shall hold a stated or emergent communi- 
cation on a day that the Grand Lodge is in session during its 
annual communication; except for the purpose of conducting a 
Masonic funeral. 

A. Should a stated communication of a subordinate lodge fall 
on any of the days Grand Lodge is holding its annual com- 
munication, the lodge may hold the said stated communica- 
tion on the night of the day immediately following the close 
of Grand Lodge. 


Amend Regulation 35-08 by adding subsections (5); (5A); (5B, 1, 2, 
3, 4, 5, 6, 7,) to read as follows: 

5. To appoint from the Certified Lecturers, upon nomination by 
the Grand Lecturer, such Area Lecturers as the Board may 
deem necessary; provided an Area Lecturer shall not become a 
member or an officer of the Grand Lodge by virtue of his ap- 
pointment hereunder; and provided, no appointment shall ex- 
tend beyond the next annual communication of the Grand 
Lodge. No such Area Lecturer shall be installed or compensated 
for his services as such; but his actual and necessary travel ex- 
penses shall be paid by the Grand Lodge when approved by the 
Grand Lecturer; the rate shall not exceed ten cents per mile 
traveled, via the shortest route of travel. 

A. The territorial jurisdiction of an Area Lecturer shall be 
as determined by the Board, and he must reside in the area 
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assigned to him. During his tenure, he shall remain quali- 
fied as set forth in Regulation 33-07, and in addition he 
shall be and remain a Certified Lecturer. 


B. The duties of an Area Lecturer shall be: 


1. To assist the Grand Lecturer in promoting and coordi- 
nating the Lecture Service and the educational work in 
his area. 

2. To attend district schools of instruction in his area; to 
advise, correct and otherwise instruct at such schools. 

8. To work with and assist the District Deputy Grand 
Lecturers in their district when requested by them or 
directed to do so by the Grand Lecturer. 

4. To file a written report with the Grand Lecturer on the 
ritualistic work in his area with such recommendations 
as he may consider proper. The report shall contain a 
recommendation for a Distriet Deputy Grand Lecturer 
for each district in his respective area and shall be filed 
before January 15, of each year. 

5. To perform such other duties as may be assigned to him 
by the Grand Master, the Board of Custodians, or the 
Grand Lecturer. 

6. A brother who has served three years as Area Lecturer 
or who has not faithfully performed his duties in the 
current appointment shall not be eligible to succeed 
himself. 

7. Upon a proposal by the Board of Custodians, approved 
by the Grand Master; the Grand Lodge, by majority 
vote, may grant the honorary title of Past Area Lecturer 
to a brother who may serve three appointments as Area 
Lecturer. 


Repeal Regulation 35-09 in its entirety and substitute a new Regula- 
tion 35-09 to read as follows: 


REG. 35-09. Each subordinate lodge shall engage the services of a 
Certified Lecturer for instruction in the ritualistic work for one 
week or the equivalent thereof every three years. 


1. At least thirty consecutive calendar months must elapse before 
the lodge will be eligible to receive reimbursement from the 
Grand Lodge and the Lecture Service must be completed with- 
in thirty-six months from the date of the last Lecture Service; 
however, on recommendation of the District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer and certified by the District Deputy Grand Master 
during the thirty month period, the Board of Custodians may 
direct the lodge to be lectured and the Grand Lodge shall 
reimburse the lodge for this Lecture Service. 

2. The Board of Custodians in its discretion, and for good reason, 
and upon application of the lodge, may excuse a lodge from 
this requirement for not more than one year from the date of 
expiration of the last Lecture Service. 

3. A lodge that has been excused shall obtain the required instruc- 
tion in the ritualistic work through the Lecture Service within 
one year after the last day of the period for which it was ex- 
cused. 


120 PROCEEDINGS OF THE 


4. À lodge that has not been lectured within four years shall not 
be excused. 


Amend Regulation 51-01 (1) and add subsections (3 and 3A) to read 
as follows: 


1. The stated communications shall be held at such time as the 
lodge prescribes in its by-laws and shall be held at a definite 
hour on a particular week day of the calendar month. This 
subdivision cannot be dispensed with, except as provided in 
Regulations 51-01 (3) and 51-02. [62-04; 91-01 (1) ]. 

3. No subordinate lodge shall hold a stated or emergent commun- 
ication on a day that the Grand Master has scheduled a dis- 
trict meeting in or for its own district; except for the purpose 
of acting as host lodge for the said district meeting or for the 
purpose of conducting a Masonic funeral. 

A. Should a stated communication of a subordinate lodge fall 
on a night that a district meeting is held in or for its own 
district, the lodge may hold the said stated communication 
on the night of the day immediately following the district 
meeting. 


Amend Regulation 54-01 (1) by adding subsection (A) to read as 
follows: 


A. A lodge shall be exempt from the payment of dues and assess- 
ments to the Grand Lodge on all members who have received 
the Fifty-Year and/or Sixty-Year Service Awards. 

Amend Regulation 69-01 to read as follows: 


REG. 69-01. There shall be seven standing committees in each sub- 
ordinate lodge as follows: a Committee on Charity, a Committee on 
Finance and Budget, a Reference Committee, a Committee on Oxford 
Orphanage, a Committee on the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, a 
Committee on Masonic Education and a Committee on DeMolay. 


Change Regulation 69-10 to Regulation 69-11 and add a new Regula- 
tion 69-10 to read as follows: 


REG. 69-10. The Committee on DeMolay shall consist of not less than 
three members who shall be appointed annually by the Master. It 
shall be the duty of this Committee to assist in the formation of 
DeMolay Chapters in their communities and to assist in the super- 
vision of the said chapters. The committee shall report to the lodge 
from time to time as to the progress of the chapter and to present 
to the lodge the needs of the chapter and solicit the support of the 
lodge for the chapter. 


Amend Regulation 72-01 to read as follows: 


REG. 72-01. No lodge in this state shall confer any of the Symbolic 
degrees in Masonry for less than fifty dollars. [2-06 (10); 5-02 (1); 
57-24]. 

Amend Regulation 85-01 to read as follows: 

REG. 85-01. Each lodge shall fix in its by-laws and shall collect such 
annual dues from its membership as may be necessary to enable it to 
maintain itself and discharge all of its duties and obligations; pro- 


vided, that no lodge shall fix such annual dues at less than seven 
dollars and fifty cents. [2-06 (10); 5-02 (2)]. 
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Repeal Regulation 87-01 in its entirety and substitute a new Regula- 
tion 87-01 to read as follows: 


REG. 87-01. No lodge shall hereafter create a life member merely for 
continuous membership in Masonry for any number of years or for 
the payment of a sum of money. A lodge may make a member a life 
member only for outstanding and meritorious service to Masonry and 
the lodge shall not be exempt from the payment of dues and assess- 
ments to the Grand Lodge on life members. (85-19). 


Amend Regulation 88-04 and 88-04 (1) to read as follows: 
REG. 88-04. The following procedure shall be observed before the 
awards provided for in Regulation 88-02, 88-03 and 88-06 shall be 
made: 
1. The lodge will make its own arrangements for the presentation 
of the awards provided in Regulation 88-02, 88-03 and 88-06. 


Amend Regulation 88-06 to read as follows: 


REG. 88-06. The Grand Lodge hereby establishes a Medal or Emblem 
to be known as the Grand Lodge of North Carolina Diamond Jubilee 
Veteran's Emblem to be presented to Master Masons, members of 
lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, who have been 
Master Masons in good standing for a total of at least sixty years or 
more preceding the date of the award. This medal, together with a 
suitable certificate to be presented in the name of the Grand Lodge 
and the cost thereof to be borne by the Grand Lodge. The Emblem 
to be of the same design as the North Carolina Veteran's Emblem, 
except that the Emblem shall be platinum and if that metal is not 
available, white gold may be used, and the figures shall be 60 instead 
of 50. (16-02; 95-33; 95-38). 

Amend Regulation 95-15 and add subsection (1) to read as follows: 
REG. 95-15. The Colors of the United States shall be displayed on a 
suitable standard in the East at the right hand of the Master, at 
every communication of each lodge. 


1. A pledge of allegiance to the flag shall be given at the opening 
of every communication of a lodge. 


The following proposal to revise and amend THE CODE of 1948 as 
revised and amended 1967 was received by the Code Commission after 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge in 1968, and we in- 
clude it for your consideration. 


Amend Regulation 85:03 by adding subsection (1) to read as follows: 


1. The pro rata amount of dues charged a new member shall not 
be less than the amount of per capita dues levied by the Grand 
Lodge. [54:01 (1)].

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REPORT OF THE GRAND CHAPLAIN 
(Docket No. 31) 


The following report of the Grand Chaplain was pre- 
sented by W.'.Brother Richard D. Shinkle, Grand Chaplain, 
received, adopted and entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In addition to the usual duties of the Grand Chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, there is a project in its second year 
of trying to do a job for Masonry. Assistance is needed from the 
subordinate lodges in North Carolina and we appeal at this time for 
that cooperation. 

When your Grand Chaplain was appointed to this office in the 
Grand Lodge by the then Most Worshipful Grand Master, Alfred A. 
Kafer, Jr., he made an effort to ascertain what, if any, duties he had, 
except to attend the Altar for devotions at the opening and the 
closing of Grand Lodge sessions. He found very little else. He did 
recall, though, that upon being installed as Grand Chaplain he was 
instructed by the installing officer to teach the brethren from the 
pages of the Great Light in Masonry, the Holy Bible. In reading 
from the pages of this Great light, he learned that one should be 
compassionate, understanding and have loving kindness and forgive- 
ness. He thought this good teaching which should be put into practice. 

During last year, the Grand Chaplain attempted to set up a 
program whereby every widow or next of kin of a brother Master 
Mason dying during the current year would receive a letter of 
condolence and sympathy from the Grand Chaplain's office, as soon 
as possible after notification of death. This would be the least the 
Grand Lodge could do for the widows and orphans in a time of 
. Stress and grief. 

The first step was to secure the names of the deceased brethren, 
the names and addresses of the widows or next of kin, and mailing 
address. Each District Deputy Grand Master was written and asked 
to pass this information on to the subordinate lodges in his district, 
especially to the Secretaries, and ask them to report this information 
to the Grand Chaplain's office as soon as they had been notified of 
the death of one of their brethren. This was followed up by making 
an announcement at each District Meeting held this year. We were 
only able to write less than 50% of the newly made widows because 
the subordinate lodges did not report these deaths. 

This Grand Lodge year the Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
Robert N. Bass, Jr., appointed the same Grand Chaplain and urged 
him to continue this project and promised support. Announcements 
were made again at each District Meeting. The columns of The North 
Carolina. Mason were employed to urge the reporting of the needed 
information to the Grand Chaplain and, likewise, letters were again 
written by the Grand Chaplain to each District Deputy Grand Master 
encouraging them to call this to the attention of the subordinate 
lodges in their district. This year it appears that we will reach the 
50% mark or slightly over. This is progress but more is needed. 

Thus far during this Grand Lodge year we have mailed letters 
of condolence in excess of 600 but we are still failing to reach some 
of the widows and orphans. The problem is the reporting of the deaths, 
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names and mailing addresses to the Grand Chaplain's office. It 
appears that this work of offering condolence to the widows of our 
fallen brethren is proof enough of Masonic character in that this 
project is the means of lighting the fires in cold rooms for some 
shivering loneliness and wretchedness caused by bereavement. 


The Grand Chaplain appeals to the Grand Lodge to set up some 
system whereby the needed information is had to complete this project 
and that it will be made available at the time or as soon thereafter as 
possible. Secretaries of subordinate lodges should be furnished report- 
ing forms, enclosing self-addressed, post paid envelopes and a letter 
of instruction from the Grand Lodge should be mailed to each Secre- 
tary and Master appealing to them to cooperate in this most worth- 
while project and the setting-up of this project as a continous program 
of the Grand Lodge. 

A biographer once said of a statesman “He lit so many fires in 
cold rooms". Surely this project would do at least that much if not 
more. Thank you very much.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On Saturday, March 29, 1969, in company with Brother Troy G. 
Robbins, Superintendent of The Masonic & Eastern Star Home at 
Greensboro, an inspection was made of the entire plant and it was 
found to be in a most excellent condition, clean, sunny, airy, and 
safe, as far as possible, especially from fire. One could tell it was 
kept with pride. Brother Robbins and his staff are to be complimented 
on their efficiency. 

Bro. Robbins has been Superintendent of the Home since 1958, 
eleven years, when there were 72 guests and a few buildings, now 
there are 140 guests and many buildings, old and new, with construc- 
tion under way on building a Care Center and Superintendents resi- 
dence. The plant has more than doubled in size with buildings as well 
as with guests during his eleven years at its head. Troy has well 
advertised the Home to the Masons of North Carolina and the Lodges 
in his travels over the State and is in a great measure responsible 
for the orderly growth of the institution itself. 


Due to inflation in recent years salaries, food, and the cost of 
other items necessary for the maintenance of the Home have con- 
tinued to rise rapidly and at this time there seems no way to stem 
the tide of this inflation. This, of course, causes the per capita cost 
of caring for the buildings and the guests to rise. The Masons in the 
Lodges of North Carolina can show Brother Robbins that they appre- 
ciate the fine job he is doing by increasing their contributions to the 
Home. A serious study should be made by The Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge to see if more money cannot be given to help offset the con- 
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tinued rise in the cost of maintaining the Home in the manner re- 
quired for such an institution. 

The audits of the Home's accounts have been made and found 
correct. These have been given to the proper committees of The Grand 
Lodge for their review, along with financial statements. These will 
be printed in the proceedings. 

A Chapel is available for the religious needs of the guests, where 
SE ees are held every Sunday by Lodges or Chapters of the Eastern 

tar. 

The old dining room is used for daily devotions in the mornings 
and sound is piped into 25 rooms for guests who are not attending. 

All bed rooms are well furnished, comfortable, and have a home- 
like appearance and warm feeling. They are truly homes away from 
homes. Several visiting rooms are on the first floor of the main 
building, and are well furnished, cheery, and enjoyed by all using 
them. There is a color television in the larger room given by a friend 
of the Home and kept in repair by a new replacement by the friend 
when needed. 

The dining room and the kitchen are clean and in good condition. 
They are both cared for with pride. The dining room is well used by 
the guests as it is homelike and a home away from home for eating. 
The dining room is air conditioned. 

The boiler room supplies all the heat for the buildings, and is 
inspected at regular times by the Labor Department of North Caro- 
lina and certified safe. There is an emergency electric generator 
to supply current for the boilers during a power failure. 

The mechanical room is well kept and safe. It contains the heat 
distributing valves for the building, the air conditioning for the 
dining room, and the main electrical service switches and fuses. There 
is also an emergency electrical generator to supply eurrent for 
the infirmary, dining room, kitchen, and some light cooking during 
power failure. 

The infirmary is clean and well kept with all 31 beds being filled 
at the present time. Hot meals are served from special rolling equip- 
ment to the infirmary from the kitchen. Constant care is maintained 
at all times by the 22 nurses and attendants, sixteen of which live 
on the grounds in the nurses home. 


The laundry takes care of all the linens, towels and other needed 
household items. The ironing is also done in the Home. There are 
washers and driers for use by the staff for their personal use. 

À larder and storage room contain the staple and canned foods 
used. There is always a large supply on hand and replenished every 
thirty days. Meats and other perishable items are purchased and 
delivered weekly. 

The Masons of North Carolina should avail themselves of the 
opportunity of visiting the Home at 3200 Oakland Avenue, Greens- 
boro, to show their appreciation of the fine plant and the work being 
done by Brother Robbins and his staff. They are most welcome and 
will be graciously received by the guests at the home and the staff.

The past year I have been privileged to serve as Grand Lecturer 
has been one of the most enjoyable experiences of my life. It has 
been rewarding, exciting, enjoyable, and, at times, difficult. I cannot 
adequately express my appreciation to Most Worshipful Brother 
Robert N. Bass, Jr. for bestowing upon me this great honor and to 
the Board of Custodians for their recommendation.

The Board of Custodians held five meetings since the last Annual 
Communicaton of the Grand Lodge: June 15, 1968, September 14, 
1968, January 11, 1969, March 15, 1969, and April 14, 1969. 


MEETING JUNE 15, 1968 


Quorum present. William K. Price elected Chairman and R. Gage 
Smith elected Secretary. Proficiency examinations scheduled for Sep- 
tember were discussed. It was unanimously agreed that the Grand 
Lecturer, Chairman of the Board and Secretary should attend all 
examinations. It was agreed that the Oxford Orphanage should print 
the booklet *Important Information Concerning the Lecture Service." 


MEETING SEPTEMBER 14, 1968 


All Board members present. Dates for 1969 examinations set for 
September 15, 16, 17, 18 and 19 for the five respective areas. All 
Certificates issued in 1969 to expire September 19, 1974. 


One instance of improper use of Official Standard of the Work 
by a brother who had borrowed it from a Certified Lecturer was 
reported in detail. The Secretary was instructed to write the Certified 
Lecturer and instruct him to immediately pick up the O.S.W. from the 
brother, and to instruct him about its proper use. 


MEETING JANUARY 11, 1969 


All Board members present. Request of Charles M. Setzer Lodge 
No. 693 for permission to use robes by their uniformed degree team 
was approved. The Grand Lecturer reported he had approved requests 
for extension of Certified Lecturers James G. Johnston and Hubert 
L. Gibbs. 


After considerable discussion concerning reports and rumors of 
improper use of the Official Standard of the Work in a number of 
areas, the Secretary was instructed to prepare a draft of letter to 
go to all lodges, etc., concerning this matter. 


The Grand Lecturer reported the list of lodges delinquent in 
Lecture Service requirements was being rapidly reduced. 


MEETING MARCH 15, 1969 


All Board members present, with Deputy Grand Master, R,.',W.'. 
Brother William A. Hooks, presiding in the absence of the M,'.W,', 
Grand Master. The Secretary submitted draft of the letter discussed 
at the January meeting concerning rumors of improper use of the 
Official Standard of the Work. After discussion and minor changes, 
the Board ordered it sent out over the signatures of the Chairman and 
the Secretary, to all members of the Grand Lodge, Masters all lodges, 
Certified Lecturers and District Deputy Grand Masters. 


As provided in Regulation 20-05 (2) and 35-06 (1), the Board 
of Custodians unanimously nominated W.'.Brother Charles T. Potter, 
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P.M., C.L, St. John's Lodge No. 3, New Bern, North Carolina, as 
Grand Lecturer to succeed himself. This nomination will be laid before 
the incoming Grand Master for his consideration. 


MEETING APRIL 14, 1969 


Quorum present, Brother J. Earl Watson only Board member 
absent. Much favorable comment heard from all over state about 
recent letter of instruction proper handling and use of Official Stan- 
dard of the Work. Board approved Chairman's reply to one brother 
who questioned certain parts of above letter. 


Several ideas regarding proposed changes in Lecture Service 
requirements were discussed, with decision to consider in detail at a 
later meeting. Grand Lecturer reported list of lodges delinquent in 
Lecture Service requirements now is in best condition (at lowest 
point) since his first appointment as Grand Lecturer. 


The Grand Lecturer approved extension for Certified Lecturer 
Brother Marion T. Ross. 


We recommend the adoption of the following Resolution authoriz- 
ing the reimbursement to the subordinate lodges for compensation 
for Lecture Service paid out by them: 


“BE IT RESOLVED, That the Grand Lodge continue to reim- 
burse subordinate lodges for the compensation for Lecture Service 
paid out by them (but not including the expenses of the Lecturers), 
on such basis of compensation as may be determined by the Board 
of Custodians under the provisions of Regulation 35-08 (3), and 
20-05 (5)."

Statistically: During the past year: 17 new Class A Certified 
Lecturers, 8 new Class B Certified Instructors successfully passed 
examinations, and 4 Class B Certified Instructors raised their 
Certificates to Class A Certified Lecturers. 26 Certified Lecturers 
allowed their Certificates to lapse. 28 Laudamus Certificates covering 
15 years of Continuous Certification were issued.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 35) 


The following report of the Committee on Oxford Or- 
phanage was presented, entered on the record and referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Oxford Orphanage met in Oxford March 26, 
1969. The Committee enjoyed an extensive tour of the Orphanage 
during which the children were joined in the central dining room for 
a delicious luncheon. The Committee visited the new facilities which 
have been erected in the great building program of recent years and 
also examined the old cottages for children which are scheduled to 
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be replaced in the long range building program. We then convened 
for a discussion concerning the life of activities in Oxford Orphanage 
and are pleased to submit the following report. 


We find that the Orphanage is very capably administered 
through the leadership of Superintendent, Worshipful Brother A. D. 
Leon Gray, Assistant Superintendent, Worshipful Brother Eli Troy 
Regan, and Business Manager, Brother Maurice E. Parham. The co- 
operation of these administrators is providing efficient operation 
and harmonious living. 


The Committee was greatly impressed by the immaculate pre- 
sentation of all facilities seen, even the oldest cottages which are 
maintained at maximum beauty under the circumstance. We found 
our children expressing & happy participation in a relaxed atmos- 
phere and were greatly inspired by the opportunity to share moments 
of happiness with them. We met many members of the staff and, 
without exception, found them to be most understanding and sym- 
pathetic with their opportunity of training children. 


We report that there are 319 children in the Home, 4% from 
Masonic parents and 30% who have Masonic relatives. There are 7 
approved applicants on the waiting list and it is reported that 
numerous applications are being processed by the lodges. 


The Senior Class this year consists of four boys and six girls 
and adequate planning is being made for their post graduate ex- 
periences, wherein the majority will receive advanced training beyond 
high school. 


We inspected the Assistant Superintendent's cottage which is in 
the final stages of completion and will be ready for occupancy during 
the month of April. We found it to be well planned, beautifully con- 
structed, and will add greatly to the services of our institution. We 
understand that the erection of this cottage will make it possible to 
resume the long range cottage building plan and that the John Neal 
Cottage is expected to be replaced during the coming year. 


We find great joy in realizing that the Masons in North Carolina 
have achieved such a high plateau in their gifts to Oxford Orphanage 
so that the Directors and Administrators can carry on the program 
and keep on schedule with their long range building plans without 
incurring any debt. 


We feel we must compliment our Board of Directors for the 
policies it has maintained in the administration of Oxford Orphanage. 
We recommend that the Grand Lodge appropriate the same amount 
for the support of Oxford Orphanage and that every lodge attempt 
to secure the visit of every Mason in North Carolina to share the 
joy of a visit to Oxford Orphanage.

The following report of the Grand Master's Committee 
on DeMolay was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


At the beginning of this year the North Carolina State Associa- 
tion was ranked No. 10 among all other jurisdictions in expansion 
of new Chapters. However, at this time it is ranked No. 2 in this 
category. We have reached our goal of new Chapters with some 
having received Letters Temporary and others who are in the process. 
A most important factor in this growth has been the untiring efforts 
of our Grand Master, Most Worshipful Robert N. Bass, Jr., who has 
gone ‘‘all out" to stress the. program at each of his district meetings 
and elsewhere. Also, the DeMolays and leaders of some of our 
Chapters have expended much time and effort in this promotion. To 
our Grand Master and all these others who have so wholeheartedly 
supported the program, your Committee expresses heartfelt gratitude 
and thanks. 


This is the 50th Anniversary of the founding of the Order of 
DeMolay and activities have been many and varied in celebration of 
that Anniversary. On February 19, 1969 we were privileged to have 
an official visit from Most Worshipful Albert P. Ruerat, Grand 
Master of the International Supreme Council, at a meeting held in 
Charlotte. Recently, at the Annual Meeting of the International 
Supreme Council in Kansas City, Mo., your Chairman had the honor 
of taking part in the Dedication of the fountain in memory of Frank 
S. Land, founder of the Order. A four-day International Congress 
of DeMolays will be held on July 1st thru 4th in Kansas City and a 
delegation from North Carolina will be participating. A North Caro- 
lina Flag has been sent to Kansas City to be carried in the official 
parade. 

In order to bring the Chapters of DeMolay in N. C. more in keeping 
with the principles and procedures of the Grand Lodge, the Com- 
mittee at its last meeting felt that the following step should be taken. 
No Lodge in N. C. can be a lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons without being a member in good standing of the Grand Lodge 
of Masons. As the North Carolina State Association of the Order of 
DeMolay is the officially recognized Body for DeMolay in the State, 
it was agreed that the following proclamation should be issued over 
the signature of the International Supreme Councils Executive 
Officer. 


*By virtue of the authority vested in me as Executive Officer of 
the International Supreme Council, Order of DeMolay, and by ap- 
proval of the Grand Lodge Committee on DeMolay Work, I hereby 
proclaim that as of this date every Chapter receiving or holding a 
Charter from the International Supreme Council will be automatically 
a member of the N. C. State Association of the Order of DeMolay, 
the only recognized official Body of the Order of DeMolay in N. C. 
Those receiving 'Letters Temporary' will be under the guidance of 
the State Association until such time as a Charter is granted." 
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Everything possible is being done to make it easy for those 
Chapters not now members of the State Association to make the tran- 
sition. Steps have been taken to remove objections that some Chapters 
have had toward being members and each Chapter will be informed 
of these steps. I am sure that the Master Masons who are serving as 
Chapter Advisors will be pleased that this first move has been made 
to bring the principles and procedures of the State Association more 
in keeping with those of the Grand Lodge and will give it their hearty 
support. 

This is YOUR organization for building Youth into a stronger 
manhood and a higher citizenship in a day and age when they are 
very much in need of help and guidance. Your committee appreciates 
all that you have done and will be doing in the future to help build 
better and more patriotic Americans. In doing this you probably, also, 
will be inspiring some young men to join the ranks of Masonry when 
they become of age. Who knows? You may be training a future Wor- 
shipful Master! Or even a Grand Master! Fanciful? No! for it has 
already happened in many States! Why not more of them in North 
Carolina? 

The possibilities of this organization are unlimited, and this 
committee solicits your continued support and counsel.

THOMAS JOSHUA HARKINS 


Truly, a great Cedar of Lebanon has fallen. 


Thomas Joshua Harkins was born at Asheville, North Carolina, 
on January 15, 1879, the son of Herschel S. and Sarah Jane Jones 
Harkins, and a descendant of the earliest pioneers of western North 
Carolina. Our distinguished and beloved brother passed away at 
Asheville, N. C., on November 22, 1968, two short months before his 
ninetieth birthday anniversary. 


Most Worshipful Brother Harkins was known and loved by 
thousands of his fellow citizens, Mason and non-Mason alike. He was 
an eloquent speaker and moved the courts, the juries and the audiences 
before whom he spoke. He was a tall, dignified man, courageous, 
strong and determined. At all times and in all places he was highly 
respected and looked upon as a great Masonic leader of great integrity. 


THOMAS JOSHUA HARKINS 
Asheville, North Carolina 


Born: January 15, 1879 — Died: November 22, 1966 
Grand Master, 1940 
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Brother Harkins was educated in the public schools of Asheville 
and studied law at the University of North Carolina which he attend- 
ed from 1897 to 1901. He was admitted to the Oklahoma Bar in 1901 
and moved to that State the same year where he practiced his 
profession and was also engaged in commercial banking in Weather- 
ford until 1907 when he returned to Asheville to continue his career 
in his chosen field as a member of the law firm of Harkins, Van 
Winkle and Walton. 


Brother Harkins was appointed special assistant to the United 
States Attorney for the Western District of North Carolina in which 
capacity he served from 1922 to 1926. He became United States 
Attorney for the same district in 1927 and again served the govern- 
ment in this capacity until 1931 when he was made special assistant 
to the Attorney General of the United States. 


Judge and Brother Harkins was a member of the American Bar 
Association, North Carolina State Bar Association, Buncombe County 
Bar Association, of which he was an ex-president, and the American 
Academy of Political Science. 


In 1945, Cumberland University, Lebanon, Tennessee, conferred 
upon this outstanding citizen and attorney the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws. 


In December 1904, he married the former Miss Roxy Seevers of 
Oceola, Missouri, to whom he always affectionately referred as “Miss 
Roxy" and who, with one son, Herschel, survives him. 


From his first introduction to Freemasonry, our Illustrious and 
Most Worshipful Brother pursued it with all his vigor. Never falter- 
ing in his course, never doubting his purpose, he aspired to understand 
all the mysteries of the Fraternity, to seek all of its obtainable 
degrees, and enjoy all of its honors. He revered and loved the juris- 
prudence of Freemasonry and labored for it. He held firmly to the 
belief that Masonry is not a theory, but practice; not history, but life; 
not organization, but helpfulness; not mere resolution, but practical 
sympathy; not just a fraternity, but a moral force which should 
pervade all human conduct. 


Our fallen brother was Initiated, Passed and Raised to the Sub- 
lime Degree of Master Mason in Western Star Lodge No. 138, A. F. & 
A. M. at Weatherford, Oklahoma in 1904, from which he demitted in 
1911 and affiliated with Mt. Hermon Lodge No. 118, in Asheville. In 
1926 he was elected Worshipful Master of that Lodge. On April 17, 
1940 he was elected and served with distinction as the 87th Grand 
Master of Masons in North Carolina. In the same year he received 
the Joseph Montfort Medal for Meritorious Service to the Fraternity. 


Most Worshipful Brother Harkins received the Degrees of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry in Guthrie, 
Oklahoma in 1904 and later, upon removing his residence to Asheville, 
affiliated with the Coordinate Bodies of the Rite in the Valley of 
Asheville. He was honored by the Supreme Council, 33?, with the 
rank and decoration of Knight Commander of the Court of Honour 
in 1911 and was Coroneted an Inspector General Honorary of the 
Thirty-Third Degree in 1915, appointed Deputy of the Supreme Coun- 
eil in 1918 and on October 22, 1921 he was Crowned an Active Mem- 
ber of the Supreme Council. As Sovereign Grand Inspector General 
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in North Carolina, Illustrious and Most Worshipful Brother Harkins 
occupied several stations in the Supreme Council, including those of 
Lieutenant Grand Commander and Sovereign Grand Commander, the 
latter of which he held from October 1952 until October 1955 when 
failing eye sight caused his resignation. He remained an Active 
Member of the Supreme Council until January 1964 when because of 
the deteriorating condition of his eyes he resigned active membership 
and became an Emeritus Member. 


In the York Rite, Brother Harkins was a member of Asheville 
Chapter No. 25, Royal Arch Masons, Ionic Council No. 9, Royal and 
Select Masters, and Cyrene Commandery No. 5, Knights Templar. 


He was also a member of the Red Cross of Constantine, The 
Ancient Arabic Order Nobles of the Mystie Shrine and other Appen- 
dant Bodies of Freemasonry. 


Religious services were conducted at Central Methodist Church 
in Asheville, N. C. on November 24, 1968. 


Our friend and brother is no longer among us, but his memory 
lingers. His many acts of kindness, love and benevolence remain to 
influence mankind throughout eternity. 


Born of honored parents, he set himself to work early, resolutely 
and successfully to prepare himself for a career of honorable use- 
fulness. Voicing the sentiment of all who knew him best, I pronounce 
this tribute to his worth: He was a loving and dutiful son, an affec- 
tionate husband, a devoted father, a true friend, a good citizen, a 
fine Mason. 


Passing out of the shadow into a purer light, 

Stepping behind the curtain, getting a clearer sight, 
Laying aside the burden of this weary, mortal coil, 

Done with the world’s vexations, done with tears and toil, 
Passing out of the shadow into eternal day, 

Why do we call it dying, this sweet going away? 


MEMORIAL TO DECEASED NORTH CAROLINA MASONS 
(Delivered by W.'.Berl M. Kahn) 


My Brethren, we are assembled to pay tribute to those of our 
brethren who are no longer with us. It is appointed unto all men once 
to die and, after death cometh the resurrection. By faith we are 
taught to believe that the dust shall return to the earth as it was and 
the spirit shall return unto God who gave it. In the grave all men 
are equal. The good deeds, the lofty thoughts, the heroic sacrifices 
alone survive and will bear fruit in the lives of those who strive to 
emulate them. While nature will have its way, and our tears will 
fall upon the graves of our departed brethren, let us be reminded by 
the evergreen, the symbol of our faith in immortal life that the dead 
are but sleeping and be comforted by the reflection that their mem- 
ories will not be forgotten and that in our archives their names are 
written and that in our hearts there is still a place for them. And 
So trusting in the infinite love and tender mercy of Him, without 
whose knowledge not even a sparrow falls, let us prepare to meet them 
where there is no parting and where with them we shall enjoy eternal 
rest. 
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In the midst of life we are in death and the wisest cannot know 
what a day may bring forth. We live but to see those we love passing 
away into the silent land. Think of the brethren who but a few days 
since were among us in all the pride and power of life. Bring to 
your mind the remembrance of their wisdom, their strength, and 
their beauty. Man's life is like a flower which blooms today and 
tomorrow is faded, cast aside, and tried and trodden underfoot. Most 
of us, my brethren, are approaching or have already passed the 
meridian of life. Our sun is setting in the west and, oh, how much 
more swift is the passage of our declining years than when we started 
upon the journey of life, and believed as the young are apt to believe, 
that the bright rays of the rising sun of existence were always to 
be continued. When we reflect upon the happy days of childhood, 
when the dawning intellect first began to exercise its power of thought, 
it seems as but yesterday and that by simple effort of the will we 
could put aside our manhood and once again seek the loving caresses 
of a mother or be happy in the possession of a trinket.

And 
from this, my brethren, let us learn humility. 


Finally, when God sends his angel with the scroll of our death, 
let us receive it with fortitude and with firm faith in our belief in 
the immortality of the soul, that we may learn to bear grief tem- 
perately and to die willingly and nobly. These are the attributes of a 
good and a true Mason.

We pray as we walk through life that we may have 
thy divine assistance to live each day as if it were the last and 
to look forward to that eternal triumph, to go from this earthly 
lodge to that Celestial Lodge Above, to live in that house not made by 
hands eterna] in the Heavens. So mote it be. Amen. 


ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 39) 


The Grand Master recognized and presented W.'.Bro. 
H. Patrick Taylor, Jr., Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


One of my father's favorite stories during his lifetime was of 
the farmer out in Kentucky who paid $1,000.00 to enter a plow horse 
of which he was very fond, in the Kentucky Derby. One of his 
friends said to him, “John you are the biggest fool in the United 
States. That horse hasn't got a chance in a million of winning that 
race and you have just thrown your money away." And John said, “I 
know it, but it is worth $1,000.00 to me to have my horse in such good 
company as he will be in." Well I haven't got any more business here 
this morning that that horse had in the Kentucky Derby, but I 
would say to you that it is one of the great honors of my life to have 
been appointed to this position. They told me there wasn't going to be 
anything much to it, but right now I am regretting I accepted. 
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I generally speak to uneducated audiences and politicians and I 
am right much concerned about fulfilling my responsibility here today. 
As a matter of fact, I normally speak on political subjects. I am 
somewhat like the college professor who it didn't make any difference 
who invited him to speak or on what occasion, he always talked on 
Patrick Henry, who was his great hero. People got tired of hearing 
him talk about Patrick Henry and some of his students got together 
one day and decided to try to pick a subject on which he couldn't 
possibly get off on Patrick Henry. Well they finally decided to ask 
him to speak on “Horse Colic”, and he agreed to do it. When he got 
up to speak, he said *Now before I can speak on this subject, I've got 
to define it. What is horse colic? Why, it's nothing more than a ball 
of air roaming around in the stomach of a horse, crying 'Give me 
Liberty or give me death'" And with that, he was off on Patrick 
Henry again. So I am going to try to stay off political affairs today, 
but if I get on it I hope you will exeuse me. 


In these days, when there are so many sharply controversial 
issues disturbing people, Masons frequently ask themselves whether 
Masonry should take an active part in seeking answers, especially 
regarding social, political and economic problems. 


Insofar as Masons acting in a body or discussing political ques- 
tions in their meetings, the answer should be “No”. Masonry adheres 
to no one political group or party. As regards the individual Mason, 
the answer should be “Yes”. 


We must carry out of the Lodge those great principles which we 
have learned within its tyled doors. We, as individual Masons, must 
take a definite stand for those things that are right. We have failed 
our obligations as Masons if we fail to work for the betterment of 
our schools, churches, community and government. 


While Masonry as a Fraternity discourages organized partici- 
pation in religious, political and civic affairs, at the same time it 
does seek to inculeate into the minds and hearts of its individual mem- 
bers those moral truths which should guide them in the performance 
of their civic duties and in rendering helpful service to their brethren 
and fellowmen. 

While we as Masons, of course, believe in the Fatherhood of 
God and we all entertain the hope of a glorious immortality, do we 
as Masons give the proper recognition to that other important Land- 
mark of Masonry—the Brotherhood of Man? 


Rarely has there been a time when the world so needed a prac- 
tical application of this belief. During the Middle Ages, in the time 
of the Crusaders, everybody fought and talked about religion and 
religious affairs; during the period of the Renaissance man's mind 
was absorbed in the Arts and in Literature; during the past and 
present generation humanity to an alarming extent seems to have 
lost its sense of appreciation of the higher and finers things of 
life, and has been giving its best thought and best talents to the pro- 
motion of material things. 

This era which has ushered in the age of Materialism has been 
attended by upheavals in our social and economic life, and the chal- 
lenge comes to us as individual Masons to employ our time and talents 
to the task of helping to heal the cancerous sores which have crept 
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into and which are undermining the life of our social and economic 
structure. | 


If your conception of Masonic activities is confined to the Lodge 
room, to the Ritualistic work of the Lodge, to attendance upon Lodge 
meetings, communications, conventions and ceremonials, you have 
failed to catch a vision of the true Mission of Masonry. 


Important as they may be, cherished as they unquestionably are, 
the glory of Masonry is not to be found in its signs and symbols, nor 
is it to be found in its magnificent temples and edifices, nor in its 
roster of distinguished and illustrious Craftsmen; but the glory of 
Masonry is to be found instilled and imbedded in the hearts of men 
by reason of the helpful service which it has rendered throughout 
the years in a spirit of brotherly love to those in need and in distress. 


We live in a State blessed by the Almighty with unequalled 
natural advantages, and with the exception of a few periods of tem- 
porary depression, we have been blessed with a prosperity such as 
few sections have ever enjoyed. 


Thomas A. Edison was credited with making the statement just 
before his death in the early 1930's, at a time of depression in this 
land, that the material prosperity of our Nation had so for out- 
stripped our spiritual growth that God in His wisdom had seen fit 
to call a temporary halt in our material prosperity in order that our 
spiritual development might have an opportunity to catch up. 


The clarion call to service comes to us today as individual Masons 
to translate our symbolisms, our ritual and the oral traditions of 
Masonry into dynamic forces which shall accelerate the spiritual and 
cultural advancement of our Commonwealth. Paraphrasing the lan- 
guage of Newton in his Masonic Masterpiece, *The Builders", we, 
as Speculative Masons, are no longer engaged in building churches, 
but we are engaged in building the spiritual temple of humanity; we 
no longer use the square to measure right angles of blocks of stone, 
but for evening the inequalities of human character; we no longer 
use the compass to inscribe circles on the tracing board, but to draw 
a circle of goodwill around all mankind. 


Henry Drummond has said that “the words which all of us shall 
one day hear shall sound not of theology, but of life; not of creeds and 
doctrine, but of the hungry and the poor; not of churches and the 
saints, but of shelter and raiment; not of Bibles and prayer books, 
but of cups of cold water given in His name." 


When we have completed the tasks which have been assigned 
us on the trestle board of life may we, as individual Masons, be able 
to lay down our working tools with the consciousness that we have 
helped to smooth over some of the rough places along the pathway 
of life for our brethren and fellowmen, and have been able to render 
to them some measure of helpful service in their daily lives, for this, 
my Brethren, is what is meant by Applied Masonry. 

In the glorious history of American greatness, Freemasonry has 
recorded many chapters of brilliant achievement. 

The list of outstanding patriots, statesmen, and leaders who have 
been prominent in the work of the Masonie fraternity is long and 
impressive. 
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Masons had places of leadership in the struggle for American 
independence. They helped build the foundation of these United 
States, They upheld the principles of social, political, and religious 
liberty. They have fought and sacrificed in every generation to pre- 
serve the American heritage of freedom of the individual and equal 
opportunity in the pursuit of happiness. 


We have every reason to be proud of the part they played in 
religion, charity, moral, social, and cultural uplift, and in the cause 
of good government. 

In every crisis Masonic brethren have served God and our country 
with courage and humility and with loyal devotion to the sacred 
ideals of the American Republic. 

Today we are in another crisis. We are in a time of confusion 
and danger, a time when evil men who deny God conspire behind an 
iron curtain to destroy freedom and to enslave mankind. 

Their hope is to weaken America, to break down our moral and 
spiritual strength, to bring us to economic collapse, and thus gain 
mastery over our country and the world. 

Today our priceless heritage of freedom is under relentless 
attack both at home and abroad. In the jungles and rice fields of 
Southeast Asia, Americans in uniform maintain a constant vigil 
against the Communist hordes of a modern-day Ghengis Khan, to 
whom no commodity is cheaper than human life. 

At home everyone seems to be angry with everyone else. This is 
a day of divisiveness. There used to be only a few chronically angry 
people in America. Today we all seem to be caught up in mutual 
recriminations, Negro and white; rich and poor; conservative and 
liberal; hawk and dove; Democrat and Republican; labor and manage- 
ment; North and South; young and old. 


The danger that we face is that these angry people might be 
successful in tearing our society apart and if they do, we may not 
know how to put it back together again. 

The people of 200 years ago were concerned that each individual 
have the opportunity to grow to his full stature and be what he had 
it in him to be. They knew that the chief requirement to achieve that 
goal was freedom from political oppression. 


Today many people believe that there are other and more subtle 
tyrants than kings or dictators. Ignorance may be such a tyrant; 
poverty another; racial discrimination another; physical illness. or 
incapacity another; mental illness still another. We cannot solve these 
problems by hate. We will not build a better tomorrow by violence, 
disorder, disrespect for law and order or established institutions. 


As someone recently said, “despair in the ghettos cannot be 
cured by savagery in the streets”. Violence begets violence and it is 
time for all of us to speak out against those on either side who 
through words or actions contribute to conflagrations of bitterness 
or race. They may reap more havoc than they know. They may 
create runious grievances and paralyzing hatreds that make it im- 
possible for us to function as a society. 

We have people today right here in America who are blissfully 
ignorant of the incredible effort men have put forth to build political 
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economies that provide people with abundant material goods and 
orderly freedom with which to enjoy them. These people sometimes 
spout hatred for an economy and a government that lavishes on them 
more comforts than earlier societies bestowed on their kings. They 
are endowed with a social conscience far more acute (or they think 
far more acute) than that of ordinary mortals and are armed with a 
radical analysis from learned texts by social critics who, themselves, 


never personally experienced the inner workings of the system they 
attack. 


They sally forth to tear down this rotten system although they 
could not write one page on how to replace it. I believe and have 
been saying that the America of tomorrow is going to have to be 
built brick by brick in the heat of the day by people who have taken 
the trouble to learn how Society runs and how it can be changed. I 
mean average, ordinary, understanding, educated, American citizens 
who want to build up and not tear down, people who believe that 
their religion and their government are both founded on the same 
cornerstone, the dignity of the human being and the brotherhood of 
man, people who believe that the responsibility of everyone rests in 
some measure on all. A nation, a state, a community is never finished. 
You can't build it and then leave it standing as the Pharoahs did 
the pyramids. It has to be built and rebuilt. It has to be recreated in 
each generation by believing, caring men and women. Masons through- 


out history have assumed the responsibility to the problems of their 
time. 


We have little control over the problems that history will put 
in the lap of each generation. Sometimes we might wish that we had 
the problems of 200 years ago or 100 years ago, but we can't turn 
back history. The real question is are you and I going to meet the 
problems of our time, and instead of being part of those problems, be 
a part of the solution. 


We as Master Masons have the greatest challenge, yes even 
the greatest responsibility, for spreading the light of truth and 
knowledge. For helping to stem this tide of complacency, this decay 
of individual responsibility and apathy that exists among our citizens 
today; and by thus responding to the lessons of history, help keep 
this great America free for future generations to behold and enjoy. 


So I say to you, my brethren, take your candle of Freemasonry 
and light it. Take it with you into the world of which you are a part, 
into the body of politics of which it is your privilege to be an identi- 
fiable entity. Take with you the obligations of your degrees in Ma- 
sonry and your understanding of the great principle of Freemasonry, 
and put them into action at all points where the zone of your influence 
may be felt; and thereby become an active and participating force 
for the light of knowledge and truth. In doing these things as our 
duty, we will fulfill our Masonic heritage. Then Freemasonry will 
become, indeed, “The Light of the World". 


DISPENSED WITH LABOR 


Labor was dispensed with in the Grand Lodge and the 
Grand Master directed the Grand Marshal to retire and 
present Dan Killian, State Master Councilor of the Order 
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of DeMolay. Mr. Killian expressed the appreciation of the 
DeMolays in North Carolina for the interest and help of the 
Grand Master and the Masons in North Carolina during the 
past year. The Grand Master thanked Mr. Killian for his 
efforts on behalf of the Order of DeMolay and wished for 
the DeMolay success in all their future endeavors. 


LABOR RESUMED 


Mr. Killian was escorted out of the Grand Lodge and 
Labor was resumed.

: We recommend the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Adopted) 


DISPENSATIONS 


We approve the action of the Grand Master in granting the dis- 
pensations as reported by him under this title. We recommend that 
the Grand Lodge approve each of them as reported by him.

OFFICIAL OPINIONS 


Received too late for publishing in the Grand Master's Report 
was an Official Opinion rendered by the Grand Master on April 11, 
1969, reading as follows: 


“Your letter of February 25, 1969, addressed to the Grand 
Secretary, was forwarded to me promptly, and in reply to your 
question about the ‘DeMolay Uncle’ letter received by your lodge, 
I wish to say that I believe it was not the intention of the Order 
of DeMolay to ask the lodges as such to contribute to this fund. 
Rather, it was their intention to ask the individual members to 
help in this campaign. I regret that the letter was so worded as to 
cause some confusion among the brethren." 


"It is my opinion that it is most commendable for a Master 
Mason to give his encouragement and financial assistance to the 
Order of DeMolay, but until such time as THE CODE is clarified 
or amended on this subject the lodges should not contribute 
lodge funds for such a purpose. If the individual members wish 
to contribute as individuals, there is no reason why they should 
not do so." 


Your committee has carefully considered this opinion and we 
recommend the approval of it by Grand Lodge. (Adopted) 


UNOFFICIAL OPINIONS 


The Grand Master issued one Unofficial Opinion during the year. 
This committee is not required to act on this opinion, but we do 
concur in the opinion. 


ORDERS 


On pages 16 and 17 of the Report of the Grand Master are found 
Orders Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, each of which met with the unanimous 
approval of the Committee and we recommend approval by Grand 
Lodge. (Adopted) 

Order No. 5 which does not appear in the Report of the Grand 
Master was also approved by the committee. The Order No. 5 reads 
as follows: 


“On investigating your objection to the receiving of the petitions 
for the degrees of two profanes by New Lebanon Lodge No. 314, 
South Mills, North Carolina, I have found the area in which 
these two petitioners live has always been a source of contention 
between Eureka Lodge No. 317 and New Lebanon Lodge No. 314. 
After carefully considering all aspects of the territorial jurisdic- 
tion in question, I am issuing the following order: 
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"The division line of territorial jurisdiction between Eureka 
-Lodge No. 317 and New Lebanon Lodge No. 314 shall be N. 
C. State Road 1338 and N. C. State Road 1351. All profanes 
living north of these two state roads shall be within the 
jurisdiction of New Lebanon Lodge No. 314 and all profanes 
living south of these two state roads shall be within the 
jurisdiction of Eureka Lodge No. 317.’ 


“Given under my hand and seal at Raleigh, North Carolina on 
April 11, 1969.” 


We recommend approval of this portion. of the report.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


The following proposals were submitted by the Code Commission: 


Regulation 38-01. The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence shall 
consist of fifteen members, each of whom shall be a Past Master and 
shall be well informed in Masonic law. (33-07). 


1. The following officers of the Grand Lodge for the time being and 
during their respective terms of office shall be ex-officio members 
of the Committee with the right to vote: 

The Deputy Grand Master 
The Senior Grand Warden 
The Junior Grand Warden . 


2. In addition to the ex-officio members, there shall be twelve quali- 
fied members to be nominated by the Grand Master and confirm- 
ed by the Grand Lodge. 


A. The members of this committee first nominated and confirmed 
shall serve as follows: three members to serve for one year, 
three members to serve for two years, three members to serve 
for three years, three members to serve for four years. There- 
after, three members of this committee shall be nominated by 
the Grand Master for confirmation at each annual communication 
to serve for four years. 


B. A vancancy in the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence 
oecurring when the Grand Lodge is in recess shall be filled by 
the Grand Master until the next succeeding annual communication 
of the Grand Lodge when it shall be filled for the unexpired 
term as hereinbefore provided. 

(renumber subsection 1 to 3; 2 to 4; 3 to 5). 


Regulation 38-02. The Committee on Finance shall consist of 

thirteen members, each of whom shall be a Past Master. (33-07). 

1. The following officers of the Grand Lodge for the time being and 
during their respective terms of office shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers of the Committee, with right to vote: 

The Deputy Grand Master 
The Senior Grand Warden 
The Junior Grand Warden 
2. In addition to the ex-officio members there shall be ten qualified 


members to be nominated by the Grand Master and confirmed by 
the Grand Lodge. 
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A. The first members of this committe shall be named to serve 
as follows: two for five years, two for four years, two for three 
years, two for two years and two for one year. Thereafter, two 
members of this committee shall be nominated by the Grand 
Master for confirmation of the Grand Lodge at each annual 
communieation to serve for five years. 


B. A vaeancy in the Committee on Finance occurring when the 

Grand Lodge is in recess shall be filled by the Grand Master 

until the next succeeding annual communication when it shall 

be filled for the unexpired term as hereinbefore provided. 
(renumber subsections 1 to 3; and 2 to 4). 


It was the unanimous feeling of the committee that these propo- 
sals probably represent continued improvement in our procedure; 
nevertheless, due to the substantial changes involved therein it is the 
recommendation of this committee that they be read at this Grand 
Lodge; that proper notification be made; and that they be presented 
and acted on at the Annual Communication in 1970. (Adopted) 


The following amendments to The Code having been submitted 
at the Annual Communication in 1968, have now been considered by 
your committee who recommend the following: (These regulations 
appear in Reports and Rosters booklet on page 29). 


That sub-section 3 and 3A of Regulation 21-01 for obvious reasons 
be adopted. (Substitute motion made, duly seconded and adopted 
that this proposed amendment be referred to the Code Commission 
for study and presented and acted on at the Annual Communication 
in 1970). 


That Regulation 35-08 involving the proposed area Grand Lec- 
turers be referred to the Board of Custodians for further considera- 
tion as per their request. (Adopted) 


The committee unanimously approves and recommends the adop- 
tion by Grand Lodge of amending Regulation 51-01 and adding 
sub-section 3 and 3A (Substitute motion made, duly seconded and 
adopted that this proposed amendment be referred to the Code Com- 
mission for study and presented and acted on at the Annual Communi- 
cation in 1970). 


The committee unanimously approves the changes recommended 
by the Board of Custodians in connection with Regulation 35-09 and 


recommends its adoption. (Adopted) 
The Committee unanimously approves and recommends adoption 
by Grand Lodge of Regulations 54-01 and 87-01. (Adopted) 


The proposed amendments to Regulations 69-01 and 69-10 by 
unanimous vote were referred to the Board of General Purposes. The 
full Board of General Purposes, after careful and full consideration, 
unanimously recommends the adoption of these amendments, which 
now in turn are recommended to you for adoption by your Committee 
on Masonic Jurisprudence. (Adopted) 

The committee unanimously recommended the approval by Grand 
Lodge of Regulation 72-01 as follows: 

Regulation 72-01. No lodge in this state shall confer any of the 

Symbolic degrees in Masonry for less than fifty dollars on or 

after January 1, 1970. [2-06(10) ; 5-02(1); 57-24]. (Adopted) 
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The Committee unanimously recommends the approval by Grand 
Lodge of Regulation 85-01 as follows: 


Regulation 85-01. Each lodge shall fix in its by-laws and shall 
collect such annual dues from its membership as may be necessary 
to enable it to maintain itself and discharge all of its duties and 
obligations; provided, that no lodge shall fix such annual dues 
at less than seven dollars and fifty cents, to be effective for all 
annual dues accruing from January 1, 1970. [2-06 (10) ; 5-02(2) ]. 


(Adopted) 
Unanimously, the committee recommends the adoption by Grand 
Lodge of the suggested Regulations 88-04 and 88-06. (Adopted) 


The committee approves and recommends adoption by Grand 

Lodge of Regulation 95-15 as follows: 
Regulation 95-15. The Colors of the United States shall be dis- 
played on a suitable standard in the East at the right hand of 
of the Master, at every communication of each lodge. 


1. The Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag shall be given at the 
opening of every communication of a lodge. (Adopted) 
The Committee recommends the adoption by Grand Lodge of the 
following amendment to Regulation 85-03 by adding sub-section 1: 
1. The amount of dues charged a new member for the current 
year shall be the whole annual dues or pro rata of annual dues, 

the amount to be charged to be the option of the lodge. 
(Adopted) 
On April 15, 1968 a proposal was made by two brethren to repeal 
and make obsolete Regulation 74-01(8). This matter has not been 
pursued by the offering brethren; however, the committee carefully 
considered the matter and unanimously recommends the rejection of 
this proposal by Grand Lodge. (Adopted) 


The same two brethren on April 15, 1968 also recommended the 
amending of Regulations 49-03 and 97-02(34) relative to the holding 
of private dances in Masonic Temples. The matter has not been 
pursued by the offering brethren; however, the committee carefully 
considered the matter and unanimously recommends the rejection of 
this by Grand Lodge. (Adopted)

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON APPEALS 
(Docket No. 43) 


The Committee on Appeals presented the following 
report, which was read, and upon motion duly seconded, 
was adopted by sections and then adopted as a whole: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Appeals respectfully submits the following 
report: 


APPLICATIONS FOR RESTORATION 


1. In the Matter of the Application for Restoration of Charles 
Winfield Clevenger to Masonic Rights and Privileges. All require- 
ments as to filing with the Grand Secretary and service on Black 
Mountain Lodge No. 663, A. F. & A. M., from which the defendant 
was dismembered on April 14, 1962, (Trial Docket No. 188), have 
been strictly complied with. At a stated Communication of Black 
Mountain Lodge No. 663 held on February 7, 1969, the Lodge unani- 
mously voted favorable action on this Petition. After carefully 
examining the record in this matter, and taking into consideration 
all factors involved, this Committee recommends that the Grand Lodge 
restore Charles Winfield Clevenger to all the rights and privileges of 
a non-affiliated Mason. 


2. In the Matter of the Application for Restoration of W. A. J. 
to Masonic Rights and Privileges. This applicant was dismembered 
October 14, 1967, (Trial Docket No. 237), all requirements of THE 
CODE have been complied with by the applicant as respects his 
Petition. His former Lodge, Berne No. 724, A. F. & A. M., has 
officially made no recommendation for approval or disapproval of 
this restoration. However, all of the Past Masters of this Lodge, the 
District Deputy Grand Master of the Seventh Masonic District, and 
the Chief of Police of the City of New Bern have recommended in 
writing that favorable action be taken by the Grand Lodge. Attention 
is called to the fact that the petitioner’s trial and expulsion occurred 
on October 14, 1967, which action was approved by the Grand Lodge 
in April, 1968, only one year ago. Due to the comparatively short 
time that has transpired since the petitioner was dismembered, and 
due to to the seriousness of this matter, the Committee is of the 
opinion that it is too soon to give serious consideration to the restor- 
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ation of the petitioner, and it therefore recommends that his petition 
for restoration to the rights and privileges of a non-affiliated Mason 
be denied at this time. 


3. In the Matter of the Application for Restoration of J. Lewis 
Snuggs to Masonic Rights and Privileges, All requirements in con- 
nection with filing and serving Petition for Restoration have been 
complied with as required by THE CODE. The applicant was 
dismembered on June 9, 1958, (Trial Docket No. 136), a copy of the 
application was served on Gastonia Lodge No. 369, A. F. & A. M., as 
required by law. His former Lodge has made no recommendation 
either in favor of or against the petition. The petition discloses that 
the applicant left Gastonia shortly after his expulsion and has been 
moving from place to place and from state to state since that time. 
He is now settled in Smyrna, Tennessee, and he has purchased a home. 
He offers no recommendation from the community where he now lives, 
giving his reasons he does not wish the fact of his expulsion known, 
and does not wish his son to find out about it. Although this can be 
considered a good reason, it does not give the Committee any informa- 
tion. 

The Committee is, therefore, unable to vote intelligently upon 
this application, and to make any recommendation to the Grand Lodge. 
We recommend that action on the application for restoration be 
deferred until the next Grand Lodge. 


APPEALS 


Trial Docket No. 238, John Thomas Biggers. The accused was 
tried before a duly constituted Trial Commission composed of experi- 
enced Trial Commissioners, on the charge that the accused, while 
serving as County Superintendent of Education of Perquimans 
County, *made unlawful use of state materials and county property, 
applied county funds for his use and bemefit, violated the spirit of 
the state contraet and purchasing regulations by purchasing automo- 
bile tires for his personal use on said contract and not paying for 
them until later, altered public records, failed to account for county 
funds which came into his hands, and failed to keep records as re- 
quired by the State Board of Education and in accordance with 
modern accounting methods." 


The accused was found not guilty by the Trial Commission, com- 
posed of Masons learned and experienced in Masonic trials, immediate- 
ly following the trial and before the evidence had ever been trans- 
cribed, which is unusual. After a careful study of the record, including 
the transcript of the evidence, adduced at the trial, and after reading 
briefs and hearing the argument of learned counsel on both sides, 
the Committee finds no prejudicial error in the Trial and is in full 
and complete agreement with the decision of the Trial Commission. 
The Commission is of the unanimous opinion that the trial and 
decision of the Trial Commission be affirmed, and we so recommend 
to the Grand Lodge.

The Budget for the year ending April 30, 1969 has been carefully 
examined and we are happy to report that the expenditures are in 
keeping with our budget. However, an audit has not been made as of 
this time, since our year ends on April 30, 1969, and a copy of the 
audit will be printed in the Proceedings for your information. 


We have consulted with the Board of Directors of the North 
Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc., and are pleased to report that they 
have transferred to the Oxford Orphanage and Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home $35,000.00 each during this past fiscal year. We recommend 
that the income from the Foundation continue to be contributed 
directly to the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern 
Home. We have budgeted enough money from the General Fund of 
the Grand Lodge to insure that each institution shall receive a mini- 
mum of $50,000.00 during the next fiscal year. 


We recommend that the Grand Master and the Chairman of the 
Committee on Finance scrutinize the General Fund in May and 
authorize the surplus funds, in their discretion, be transferred to the 
capital investment of the Foundation. 


We recommend that the Grand Master have authority, when he 
deems it advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend 
the allotment made to any committee, activity, or agency of the Grand 
Lodge. 


We recommend further that when it shall appear for the best 
interest of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be authorized to give 
written authorization for this budget to be exceeded by any depart- 
ment, agency or office to incur out-of-ordinary expenses not herein 
provided for, within availability of funds.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The committee on Ceremonies met as was announced yesterday 
afternoon to hear any additional suggestions or recommendations for 
further changes. There are two that appear to be worthy of major 
attention. One of those dealt with the funeral or burial service and in 
explanation of this, there are a number of brethren throughout the 
state who have for years and years been memorizing and using the 
old funeral service and would like to continue to do so. The committee 
is thoroughly in agreement with that request. It has agreed, therefore, 
that the revised book of Ceremonies will include both of the funeral 
services that have been used. There will be Funeral Service No. 1 and 
Funeral Service No. 2 and you may choose whichever one you desire 
to use. 


Another major change that was suggested is the one dealing with 
the reception of the District Deputy Grand Lecturer. Item No. 10 
stated that a District Deputy Grand Lecturer is not entitled to 
be received but the committee is in agreement that this item should be 
stricken out and it is, therefore, so recommended. There were a few 
other changes which are very minor and involve only a substitution 
of a word here and there or a phrase which are of no significance. 
With these changes in mind, I move that the committee be authorized 
to proceed with the publication of the Masonic Ceremonies book, as 
was included in its report yesterday.

INSTALLATION REMARKS OF 
M.’.W.’.BROTHER WILLIAM ARTHUR HOOKS 


Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 


Most Worshipful Brother Bundy, ladies, brethren, friends. I am 
highly honored tonight, being installed Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina. It is a real privilege to be able to stand before you 
tonight as Grand Master. 


I am also honored—along with the other Grand Lodge Officers— 
because of your presence here tonight; because so many of you have 
taken the time and the trouble to come here to witness this installa- 
tion. I appreciate it more than I can say. 
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I cannot let this oceasion pass without also expressing my appre- 
ciation to the brother who made it possible for me to reach this high 
station in Masonry: Brother James W. Brewer, who appointed me 
to the line eight years ago; and to Brother Robert L. Pugh, who 
appointed him; and Brother William J. Bundy, who appointed Brother 
Pugh. I am grateful to them for the confidence they have expressed 
in me, and I am grateful to the members of the Grand Lodge for the 
confidence they expressed this morning at the election. I repeat what 
I told them earlier today, that I will do my best in the next twelve 
months to justify that confidence. 


There are so many people who have done so much that I can't 
possibly name them all, but I do want to say thanks to those brethren 
who have installed the Grand Lodge Officers tonight: Brothers Bundy 
and Pugh, whom I have already mentioned, my brother, Cullen Hooks 
and my cousin, Tom Hood. Also, to Brother Brewer again, for present- 
ing me the Past Grand Master's Apron; to the local committees from 
Raleigh and the three districts in this area, and to those who provided 
the music this evening and througout this annual meeting. 


My thanks also to our Grand Secretary, Brother Charles A. 
Harris and his assistant, Brother Pete Dudley for their advice and 
counsel through the years, and especially for all they have done to 
help me get ready for the duties and responsibilities of this office; 
and to the Past Grand Masters for the same reason. I hate to think 
of the position I would be in now without their help. 


And last, but not least by any means, I want to thank the Masons 
in the 27th District and the members of the Smithfield Chapter of the 
Eastern Star, who have always worked hand in hand with us and who 
go out of their way to be of help to the Masons in our area. 


My special thanks go to the members of Fellowship Lodge No. 84, 
for all they have meant to me since I became a Master Mason more 
than 29 years ago, and particularly for the support they have given 
me since I became a part of the Grand Lodge family. 


At this point, I am going to tell you very much what I said in 
Grand Lodge this morning. Since there aren't very many here who 
were here then, I hope the few of you who are won't have any objec- 
tion. Plans for this year include a continuation of Bro. Bob Bass' pro- 
gram: Support of Oxford Orphanage; support of the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home; support of the Order of DeMolay for Boys; 
and celebration of St. John's Day. In addition, there will be emphasis 
on Masonic Education on the Blue Lodge level. 


The committee on Masonic Research and Education will be asked 
to apply themselves to several specific projects. A couple of special 
committees have been appointed. One, to arrange for what I prefer 
to call a Blue Lodge Assembly, patterned after the annual Grand 
Masters! Conference and the annual Southeastern Masonic Conference. 
At this assembly all Masons who are interested in improving them- 
selves in Masonry will be invited to come for a full day of down-to- 
earth diseussions on the subject of Masonry. It is my hope that three 
such assemblies ean be arranged; one in the eastern part of the state, 
one in the piedmont, and one in the west so that every Mason in the 
state will have opportunity to attend one of them. 
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The other committee will be directed to develop a program for 
the specific purpose of training Wardens. I am only one of many 
Masons in N. C.—and elsewhere—who feel that too often a lodge elects 
a man to the office of Master who is not qualified for this job. And 
it’s my opinion that in many cases it is not the fault of the new 
Master. Some of the blame can be put on his lodge, but it seems to me 
that the Grand Lodge of N. C. bears a lot of the responsibility. I 
have high hopes for what this committee may be able to accomplish— 
maybe not this year, but certainly in the years to come. 


Two or three years ago, some of your Grand Lodge Officers 
expressed the opinion that the Line Officers should get together 
occasionally to discuss Masonry, exchange ideas, and develop plams 
for the future. Since then we have met together several times from 
my office through the Junior Grand Deacon. We are not trying to 
make ourselves a Board of Directors, because we already have that in 
the Board of General Purposes, and that Board is doing an outstand- 
ing job conducting the business of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 
What we are trying to do is to develop & continuity of planning 
among those who will one day become Grand Master. We have 
discussed many things that one or more of us have felt would benefit 
Masonry in North Carolina. Some will be used, others will be discarded 
as impractical. Those considered important will be seriously studied. 
The upcoming officers have expressed a desire to continue this 
program from year to year, bringing in the new Junior Grand Deacon 
each year, and we feel it will mean much to Masonry in North Caro- 
lina in the years ahead. 


Again Brethren, thank you for your support, and as I said before 
I am going to do all I ean to justify the confidence that you people 
have placed in me today. But I want to say again that it is going to 
take the cooperative efforts of all of us to assure the kind of year we 
want—I know, brethren, that I can count on you. 


Finally, I want to express my real, honest-to-goodness apprecia- 
tion to you people for being here. There is a great crowd here from 
Smithfield and Johnston County and, folks, you don't know how good 
it makes me feel to have you here. There are many others here, 
including some out-of-state people, who came to Grand Lodge and are 
still here for this Installation and I think it's great that you would 
stay over for it. I want you to know that I appreciate it more than I 
can say. Thank you!

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FOREWORD 


The pleasurable opportunity of visiting a great many of our 
sister Grand Lodges through the pages of their printed Proceedings 
has been a gratifying and beneficial experience, for the state of the 
Craft in some of our Grand Jurisdictions, as reflected in the Reports 
of their Grand Masters, indicates continued well-being, and it is a 
real joy to reflect upon their successes and their progress. 


On the other hand, as we scanned the pages which recorded the 
actions of many Grand Lodges, the thought appeared and reappeared 
with agonizing regularity that Freemasonry, as viewed by Masonic 
leaders in many of these Grand Jurisdictions, has reached a point in 
its existence which spells doom. The attitude assumed by many of our 
leaders seems to be one of lamentation rather than that of a positive 
approach to the problems which admittedly face our society and con- 
sequently our Fraternity. 


The primary concern of some seems to be the continuing decline 
in membership in their constituent lodges. It would be sophomoric, 
indeed, to maintain that this, in itself, is all that is wrong in our 
Fraternity. Unfortunately little has been done to right the wrongs 
committed by the Fraternity or those imposed upon it by a changing 
society, other than to institute questionable educational programs, 
questionable simply because they do not reach lodge members most 
in need of such undertakings. One is reminded of the minister preach- 
ing the gospel to the faithful on Sunday morning from his pulpit; 
the ones most in need of his message are not present to hear it or to 
be influenced by it. So it is with any attempt to take the philosophy 
of Freemasonry to the uncomprehending, the disinterested, the curi- 
osity seekers who eventually become the dropouts. 


Masonic education and educational programs are good to the point 
that they improve moral growth and progress among those who are 
capable of, and eager in, the learning process. Masonry always has 
had, and presumably will forever have, those not qualified for mem- 
bership, either intellectually, spiritually or morally. Every individual 
is given by the Creator talents in varying degree. In the words of the 
Master: 

"A sower went out to sow his seed; and as he sowed, 
some fell along the path, and was trodden under foot, and 

the birds of the air devoured it. And some fell on the rock; 

and as it grew up, it withered away because it had no mois- 

ture. And some fell among thorns; and the thorns grew with 

it and choked it. And some fell into good soil and grew, and 

yielded a hundredfold.” 


We, then, must ask ourselves if Masonry is not its own worst 
enemy. Much of the blame for our ills today belongs to the system of 
selection, depending as we do on the incompetent member as recom- 
mender, coupled with inadequate indoctrination or full explanation 
of Masonry’s purposes and aims prior to the time the petition is filed, 
received and acted upon by the lodge. How much better it would be 
to have all would-be petitioners appear before competent committees 
prior to their petitioning for the Degrees. Moral blemish prevents 
few petitioners from being accepted today. Many petitioners are 
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aecepted and present themselves only to find that what they have 
voluntarily asked for to be not to their liking or that it is beyond 
their comprehension, and they never return for Advancement or Rais- 
ing. Others, lacking the fortitude to face this embarrassment, or who 
are unwilling to acknowledge this incompetence, complete the Degrees 
only to fall by the wayside to be engulfed and choked by the weeds of 
indifference; thus Masonry has accepted and is accepting unqualified 
men, and we are now paying the penalty for our laxness during the 
great growth in membership experienced during and since World 
War II, for truly a large body in Masonry is more interested in 
promoting itself and in advancing its cause than it is with practicing 
morality and/or serving its fellowman. Masonry is not theory, but 
practice; not history, but life; not organization, but helpfulness; not 
mere resolution, but practical sympathy. The glory of Masonry lies 
not in numerical strenrth, but in quality of life and service; but the 
Masonry, as expressed by a growing number of its members, has 
become complacent and unaware of its purpose—anemic on a watered- 
down or perverted morality and which all too often occupies itself 
with the puerilities of life, or with the so-called appendant orders cf 
the body itself. Social activists are yet in the minority, albeit many 
among us would socialize the body of Masonry to the detriment of 
the Ancient Art. 


It is still a truism that any society, any fraternity, or any group 
of human beings banded together derives its characteristics from the 
individuals by it embraced. The beliefs, thoughts and/or actions of 
those who are the body of that society or fraternity determine whether 
or not that society or fraternity will endure to pursue its avowed 
course or to fulfill its intended mission. 


The answer is not a simple one. . 


We must also acknowledge that through degeneration able leader- 
ship at the constituent lodge level is all too frequently lacking or is 
entirely absent. Many capable men have strayed from activity in 
Symbolic Lodges for devoted service in many non-Masonic appendages 
(we do not here refer to the recognized Co-ordinate Bodies of Free- 
masonry) in which Masonic membership is a prerequisite to member- 
ship. Without the Masonic crutch upon which they lean many of them 
would die deaths of strangulation in short order. Complete divorce- 
ments from them would release for leadership in and service to 
Ancient Craft Masonry many able men who no longer identify them- 
selves actively with their Blue Lodges. 

No pat answer presents itself as to- why so many good and capable 
leaders forsake their Blue Lodges for activity in those orders which 
require Masonic affiliation for one to be eligible for membership in 
them, but one can imagine with some legitimacy that the lack of 
opportunity for service in our Blue Lodges drives many able leaders 
from their Masonic Temples and Lodge Halls. This Reviewer has long 
held that numerically large lodges are enemies of progress and he has 
over the years been a staunch advocate of more and smaller lodges. 
The interest of many qualified Blue Lodge members will remain alive 
and can be retained for useful purpose if the opportunity to be identi- 
fied actively in the affairs of the lodge is present. Large lodges which 
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appoint only one officer each year are denying excellent officer 
material the right to and the privilege of service to the Craft. In the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, as an example, there are 51 consti- 
tuent lodges which have membership rolls in excess of 300 members 
for a total of 24,876 members, bracketed thus:

Thus 13.5% of the 376 lodges have 37.2% of the 66,823 members 
If the vast potential of Masonic leadership contained in this great 
concentration of members were released for activity in young and 
aggressive lodges wondrous things would result through a broadening 
of the Masonic image in many of our cities and communities. Con- 
ceivably the seed could fall upon good soil and bring forth fruit an 
hundredfold. 


Despite its many ills Freemasonry has successfully faced dark 
hours throughout the ages and it has on every occasion survived the 
ordeal to become a much stronger force for good in the lives of men. 
The apparent darkness of this day is but the shadow of the excesses 
practiced during and in the post World War II years, and of the 
worldwide trend toward rapine and murder, avarice, and the insatiab!e 
desire for economic—as opposed to moral—wealth. The hope for 
tomorrow lies in our refusal to lament our losses of today and in our 
resolve now to restore the Ancient Art to its proper place in the 
hearts and lives of our fellowmen. When the tides of socialism and 
change are on the rampage and strange ideological notions of all kinds 
occupy the minds of men, resolute we should stand. Resolute we shall 
move forward as Masonry always has. 


ALABAMA—1968 


Chartered & U.D. (1) Lodges, 486. Members, 74,482. Net Loss, 87. 


Prior to the opening of the Grand Lodge for its One Hundred and 
Forty-Eighth Annual Communication the Traditional Grand Lodge 
Banquet was held on Monday evening, November 18, in the Davis 
Room of the Jefferson Davis Hotel, at which R.'.W.'.and Reverend R. 
Bruce Brannon, Past Grand Master of Texas, delivered a challenging 
and inspiring address. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge was opened on its One Hun- 
dred and Forty-Eighth Annual Communication in the Jefferson Davis 
Hotel, Montgomery, in Ample Form by M.'.W.'-W. Hale Armistead, 
Grand Master, at 9:00 o’clock on the morning of November 19, 1968. 
All Grand Lodge Officers were present and 15 Past Grand Masters 
also were in attendance who were welcomed, accorded Grand Honors 
and invited to the East. 

Eight other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by Grand Offi- 
cers, past or present, or their personal representatives. The Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina was represented by M.'.W.'.Charles A. Har- 
ris, Past Grand Master and Grand Secretary. 
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Welcome address was given by Jack B. Rucker, City Commis- 
sioner, representing the Mayor and the City. The response was given 
by M.'.W.'.Fred W. Vaughn, P.G.M. 


Brother Thomas A. Wall, 99, and a seventy-five year Master 
Mason, was presented from the East and received greetings and ac- 
clamations. 


The Grand Lodge was called into 10 Emergent Communications 
during the year—one to constitute Apollo Lodge under Charter, seven 
for dedications and/or the laying of corner stones, and one each on 
February 12 and May 24 for the purpose of conducting the last rites 
of the Fraternity for M.'.W.'.Brothers W. Lipsey Legg, Sr. and Wil- 
liam E. James, Past Grand Masters. 


Fifty-Year Gold Awards were presented to 245 Venerable 
Brethren during the year. Six others were presented as a courtesy 
to other Grand Jurisdictions. 


Two lodges were consolidated or merged—King Solsmon No. 460 
and Five Points No. 897, all properties and assets of King Solomon 
Lodge to inure to and be vested in the surviving lodge, King Solomon 
Five Points Lodge No. 897. 


Grand Master Armistead issued 31 Dispensations to Ballot, Hold 
Election and/or Install specially, 11 Dispensations to confer Degrees 
on maimed candidates, 2 Dispensations to continue work, 5 Dispensa- 
tions for Alabama Lodges to Exemplify Work in other Grand Juris- 
dictions and 10 Dispensations for Lodges in other Grand Jurisdictions 
to Exemplify Work in Alabama—and many other Dispensations to 
change meeting places, execute leases, mortgage and sell property. 
He ruled on the required length of residence of military men, holding 
that Edict 129 of the Masonic Code of Alabama clearly and decisively 
removed military men from the statutory length of residence of 12 
months, provided they are stationed in the jurisdiction of the receiving 
lodge. 


Total assets of $3,715,628 were reported as of September 30, 1968. 
Revenues (Combined—from all sources) of $419,065 exceeded operat- 
ing expenses by $58,321. 


Fraternal recognition was given to the Grand Lodge of Para, 
Brazil, with an exchange of representatives. 


Residents at the Masonic Home at September 30, 1968, were 86 
in number, of whom 29 were men and 57 were women. Seventeen, 8 
men and 9 women, were admitted. Seventeen residents died during the 
year, three resigned and one was transferred to Bryce Hospital. Tota! 
revenues were $261,177 and operating expenses were $277,819—a 
deficit of $16,642 for the year. 


R.'.W.'.Deputy Grand Master, Howard E. Blackwell was elected 
Grand Master and he and his officers were installed and the Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge closed in Ample Form at 2:08 o'clock P.M. 
on Wednesday, November 20, 1968. 


The 1969 Annual Communication will again be held in Mont- 
gomery on Tuesday after the third Monday in November. 
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ARIZONA—1968 


Eighty-Sixth Annual Communication, Tucson, April 22 and 23, 
1968. 


M. -W.'.Kenneth D. Anderson, Grand Master, presiding. All offi- 
cers and 18 Past Grand Masters were present. Two Emergent and 
four Special Communications were held during the year. The Emer- 
gent Communications were held for the purpose of conducting the last 
rites for Past Grand Masters, Clark C. Ford and Lloyd C. Henning. 
The Special Communications were held in various sections of the 
State for the purpose of introducing the Grand Lodge to the lodges 
in the areas in which the Special Communications were held and io 
afford the Grand Lecturer an opportunity to get better acquainted 
with lodge officers and to present his program of ritualistic and edu- 
cational instruction. 


At the opening ceremonies of the Annual Communication W.. 
Claude A. Atwater, Master of Epes Randolph Lodge No. 32, delivered 
the welcoming address during which he said in part: 

*Although we meet at a time of conflict and indecision within 
this great nation, we thank God for the principles of our Fraternity 
which enable men to meet confidently in peace and harmony and to 
work as brothers for the betterment of Masonry and Mankind 
throughout the world." 


In his response M.'.W.'.Barnett E. Marks, P.G.M. had as his 
keynote, Morality and Patriotism thus: 


“Freemasonry cannot—and should not—stand aloof from the 
problems that confront our Nation. They concern us as they do 
all our countrymen. Let there be no question where Free Masons 
stand on any of these issues. Our fundamental slogan is: a firm 
belief in the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of Man. On 
that platform we teach and practice love for our fellowman, 
tolerance for their opinions and beliefs, sympathy for their aims 
and aspirations. On that platform, we can do much to restore 
faith and confidence among men in our own Nation and through- 
out the world. We believe in the moral standards embodied in the 
Ten Commandments of the Mosaic Law—that standard common 
to every religion. Patriotism and loyalty, love and devotion to 
our Country and our flag are deep-rooted in our Masonic tradi- 
tion. Let us, individually and collectively, show to the world that 
on becoming a Master Mason, we have truly become better men.” 
In his address, Grand Master Anderson in reporting on the 

Condition of the Craft, told the brethren of Arizona: 

“It is my considered opinion, not only from my own exper- 
iences but also those of the Grand Wardens and the Deputy 
Grand Master, that Arizona Masonry is meeting the changing 

_ times in a satisfactory manner. It's true we have our bad spots 
as well as our good ones. But there is nothing that cannot be 
corrected by more enlightened, energetic leadership and follower- 
ship or be maintained by continued dedication to Masonic prin- 
ciples. I am not worried about the Masonry I see displayed by 
our members, for that is in their hearts. I am, however, troubled 
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by the temporal and physieal situations of some of our lodge 

groups as such. These will require long-term actions on their part 

to show permanent improvement." 

Grand Master Anderson included only one decision as having 
been rendered during the year. No orders or rulings are recorded. 

The Grand Secretary's report shows that at December 31,. 1967, 
Arizona had 61 chartered lodges, and five lodges Under Dispensation, 
all of which were granted charters at this Annual Communication. 
Membership was 13,945, a gain of 209 during the year. Sixty-three 
lodges were represented at this Annual Communication; three were 
not represented. 


M.'.W.'.G. Melvin Reese, Grand Master, and his officers were 
installed at 7:00 P.M. on April 23, 1968, and the Grand Lodge closed. 


CONNECTICU T—1968 


One Hundred Eightieth Annual Communication held in Hartford, 
April 3 and 4, 1968. M.'.W..Harry E. Bellini, Grand Master, pre- 
siding. 136 Chartered Lodges. 44,229 Primary Members. Loss during 
Year, 513. 

Emergent Communications (2) were held for the purpose of 
laying the cornerstones of the New Britian and Thomaston Masonic 
Temples. 

All Officers and 16 Past Grand Masters were present. Fifteen 
Grand Jurisdictions were represented by Grand Officers, Past or 
Present. 


Grand Master Bellini granted 20 Dispensations and denied one. 
Decisions were reported to be of routine nature and those rendered 
were not detailed in the Grand Master's address to the Grand Lodge; 
no orders, rulings, opinions or edicts were reported in detail. 

Of the twenty Dispensations granted, one authorized the election 
of a Treasurer of a subordinate lodge; one authorized the Manager 
of Members Affairs to conduct Masonic funeral services for all de- 
ceased members at the Masonic Home and Hospital at Wallingford, 
otherwise entitled to the same. “This dispensation to be effective until 
my successor as Grand Master is elected and installed, and unless 
otherwise revoked by me, as Grand Master." 

The remaining dispensations authorized Special and Emergent 
Communications of subordinate lodges for various purposes, one of 
which, for Memorial Day, May 30, 1967, authorized the members of 
Lodge No. 116 to participate as Masons in Masonic Aprons and 
Regalia, with the Knights of Columbus, in such manner as will be 
to the credit of the Fraternity.” All Dispensations were approved 
and adopted. 

Concerning his Decisions, the Grand Master reported, “Many of 
the decisions requested this year were by telephone and were of a 
routine nature, requiring no special comment at this time." Approved 
by the Grand Lodge. 

The report of the Deputy Grand Master to the Grand Lodge 
indicates that that office in the Grand Jurisdiction of Connecticut is 
a working office. The Deputy Grand Master's report is summarized

Grand Master-elect, Gail L. Smith and all elective and appointive 
Grand Officers, except the Grand Treasurer, were installed and the 
Grand Lodge was closed. 


FLORIDA—1968 


Lodges, 308. 304 were represented. Members on Roll, 74,971, 
excluding dual members. Net gain, 669. 


The Grand Lodge of F. & A. M. of Florida was opened in Ample 
Form on its One Hundred and Thirty-Ninth Annual Communication 
by M.'.W.'John Thomas Rouse, Jr., Grand Master, in the Auditorium 
of the George Washington Hotel, Jacksonville, on Tuesday, April 23, 
1968 at 9:00 o'clock A.M. 

Invocation was offered by the Right Reverend H. Maurice Felton, 
Grand Chaplain. 

The Pledge of Allegiance to our Flag was followed by the recep- 
tion of Past Grand Masters (19 in number) who were appropriately 
introduced, recognized and escorted to seats in the East. 

Nine other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by 17 Grand 
Officers, past and/or present. 

Brother Bill Yearty, 91, received the Degrees in Masonry in 1900, 
served as Master of his lodge in 1905 and held that office at the time 
he was recognized at this Annual Communication. 

Address of welcome was given by Brother Hans G. Tanzler, 
Mayor of the City of Jacksonville. 

M.'.W..Rouse gave a detailed report of a very active year. Few 
Grand Masters are called upon for as many official acts as was 
Grand Master Rouse during his year as Grand Master. There were:

95 Dispensations Granted 

10 Cornerstones Laid (5 in publice buildings and 5 in Masonic 

Halls and Temples) 
30 Official Visits 
75 Other Visitations and Appearances 
7 Dedications 
1 Groundbreaking Ceremony 
5 Lodges Consecrated and Officers Installed 
5 Directives were issued. 
1 Proclamation was issued. 
39 Lodges’ By-Laws approved 
4 Lodges U.D. set to work 
17 Executive Orders issued (Practically all affected transfer of 
funds from one budgeted account to another) 
4 Edicts issued 
1 Supplemental Edict issued 
4 Lodges formed under Dispensation 
164 Fifty-Year Certificates and Lapel Emblems were issued. 
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All official acts were approved by appropriate Committees and 
their resolutions were adopted. 


While most Grand Jurisdictions in the Masonic World are rightly 
concerned about the year-to-year decline in membership, the Grand 
Lodge of Florida, which customarily reports annual increases in 
membership, has set in motion a study of the problem of a decrease 
of attendance at lodge meetings and the decline in the Brethren 
raised as well as the increase of suspensions for non-payment of dues. 
Indifference and apathy prevail universally, it appears. 


Hearts of Masons throughout the Masonic World were saddened 
by the sudden passing of esteemed and beloved M.'.W.'.Frank Howard 
Thompson, Past Grand Master and Sovereign Grand Inspector General 
in Florida of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. 


Financially, the Grand Lodge is in excellent condition, also. Con- 
solidated Balance Sheet at March 31, 1967, reported Total Assets at 
$8,634,807.89. Of this amount, $4,609,119.41 was vested in the Masonic 
Home Endowment Fund. 

There were 159 guests at the Masonic Home on April 1, 1967. 
Admitted during the year, 33. Discharged-Deceased 33. Enrolled at 
March 31, 1968, 159. Average age, 82 years. Operating costs were 
$479,323.89 for an average per month and per resident guest of 
$39,943.66 and $249.65. 


There was no change between the Grand Lodge of Florida and 
the Grand Lodge of Cuba. The Cuban Relief and Avouchment Com- 
mittee reported that there were 80 identification cards issued to 
Cuban Brothers in Florida, some for the first time and some were 
renewals. The Committee was also requested and issued 36 Special 
Grand Lodge Certificates for the purpose of affiliating with a Florida 
Lodge. Others were issued for the purpose of affiliating with Lodges 
in other Grand Jurisdictions. 


Grand Master-Elect and his officers were installed and the Grand 
Lodge closed. 


INDIANA—1968 


The Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of the State of 
Indiana met in its Jubilee Annual Communication commemorating 
150 years of existence, at Indianapolis, May 21-22, 1968, M.'.W.'.John 
L. Bloxsome, presiding. Number of Lodges, 549. Members at Decem- 
ber 31, 1967, 175,962. Decrease, 1,445. 


The entire Annual Meeting was devoted to a fitting observance 
of the sesquicentennial of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of 
Indiana. The distinguished guests included 21 Grand Masters (M.°. 
W.’.Robert N. Bass, Jr. represented the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina), 18 Grand Secretaries, 2 Deputy Grand Masters, 10 Past Grand 
Masters, and 2 other Grand Lodge officers. 

The theme around which the Jubilee Year Annual Communication 
revolved was “Freemasonry Looks Forward"; accordingly Grand 
Master Bloxsome gave an abbreviated report which he explained thus: 

"My report will be different this year from most previous 
reports. It will be shorter. This will enable us to properly devote 
time to our noble past and to emphasize this, the last of our 
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official Jubilee Year events celebrating the Sesquicentennial of 

the Grand Lodge of Indiana. In order to shorten his report, your 

Grand Master has omitted many duplications and material whien 

is repeated in other parts of the complete Proceedings. Nothing 

of importance, however, will be left out." 

Grand Master Bloxsome closed his report with eleven recommen- 
dations all of which were adopted. They were: 

1. That the Study Commission to determine what changes would 
have to be made in the installation ceremony to permit the installation 
of the officers of more than one Lodge at a time be continued. 

2. That the Study Commission to re-evaluate the Actual Past 
Master degree and conduct hearings to determine to what extent it 
has deteriorated into a “having session" be continued. 

3. That the Study Commission to consider whether the ritual of 
the three degrees is adequate in the present day be continued. 

4. That the Study Commission to consider whether State-wide 
concurrent jurisdiction should be adopted for a trial period of one 
year be continued. 


5. That the Ten-for-Ten program be continued. 

6. That the Lodge Development program be continued. 

7. That the Founders’ Day Conference be continued. 

8. That the Masonic Education Forums be continued. 

9. That this Grand Lodge make a gift of $5,000 to the Indiana 
DeMolay Foundation. 

10. That this Grand Lodge make a gift of $10,000 to the Masonic 
Service Association, Hospital Visitation Program. 

11. That this Grand Lodge make a gift of $5,000 to the George 
Washington Masonic National Memorial Association. 

Fraternal recognition was granted the Grand Lodges of Southern 
Africa and Benito Juarez, State of Coahuila, Mexico. 

A Committee on Lodge Development, of which R.'.W.'.Robert P. 
Joyce, Deputy Grand Master, was Chairman, and consisting of 75 
members in 13 areas around the State, was reported by the Chairman 
to be actively engaged in the creation of new lodges in Indiana where 
prospective members justified such creation. 

Grand Master Bloxsome's Decisions, Interpretations, Opinions and 
Statements reaffirming Masonic Law (10 in number) were approved 
by his Committee on Jurisprudence. One opinion or Decision, relating 
to the conferral of the Past Master Degree, was not approved by this 
Committee; the report of the Committee was adopted by the Graad 
Lodge. 


IOWA—1968 


Number of Lodges, 533. Members, 85,181. Net Loss, 1,255. 


The Grand Lodge of Iowa, A.F. & A.M. was opened in Ample 
Form at Des Moines on Wednesday, September 18, 1968, for its One 
Hundred Twenty-Fourth Annual Communication with Grand Master, 
R. Kenneth Miller presiding. All elective and appointive Grand Offi- 
cers and thirteen Past Grand Masters answered the roll call. 
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Twelve other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by Grand 
Officers, past or present. 

The Grand Lodge was opened in Emergent Communications 9 
times for Instituting, Constituting and Dedicating new lodges and 
Masonic temples, the laying of cornerstones of Masonic and public 
buildings, and for conducting the funeral rites of M.'.W:Wilbur F.. 
Earhart, Past Grand Master—1954-1955. 

During the year, 1,925 deaths separated devoted friends and 
brethren from our midst, including M.'.W.'.Wilbur F. Earhart and 
M..W..Realff Attesen, Past Grand Master—1938-1939. We extend 
our sympathy. 

Grand Master Miller, reflectingly observed: 

"The time has arrived when we must realize that it is of 
much greater importance to put more Masonry in men than more 
men in Masonry. I would hasten to state, however, that we should 
not be complacent of the fact that our Masonic membership is, 
and has been, in a decline in numbers for the past several years. 


“Too many times, I am afraid, we give courteous attention 
as the three degrees are conferred and express to the newly 
raised brother our congratulations at his reaching the sublime 
degree—then he is quickly forgotten as we turn to greet another 
candidate. Very little, if any, concern is given to versing our new 
brother in our Masonic law, our eustoms, our purpose or reason 
for existing, in the meaning of our ritual, in Masonic philosophy, 
or in fact in anything other than the memorization of our posting 
lecture. Increased use of some form of intender system would do 
much to enlighten our new members and further the best interests 
of our fraternity." 

Thirty-nine Dispensations were granted and one denied by Grand 
Master Miller; he issued 7 Official and 1 Unofficial Opinions and 
rendered no Decisions. All Opinions were approved and adopted. 

Seventeen Articles and Sections of the Masonic Code were amend- 
ed and three cancelled by action of the Grand Lodge. 

Grand Master-elect, Edwin A. Hamilton, and his officers were in- 
stalled and the Grand Lodge closed in Ample Form on September 19, 
1968. 


JAPAN—1968 


Chartered Lodges, 20. Members, 4,482. Net Gain, 109. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of F. & A.M. of Japan was 
convened for its eleventh Annual Communication at the Masonic Tem- 
ple, Tokyo, on Friday, March 15, 1968, at 9:20 o'clock A.M., M.W... 
Masaji Matsumoto, Grand Master, presiding. 

Five Past Grand Masters were present. 

Prayer was offered by the Reverend Brother Gordon J. Thompson, 
Grand Chaplain. 

W.'.Myron George Bettencourt, District Grand Architect of the 
District Grand Lodge of Scotland for the Far East, was conducted 
before the Altar where the Grand Master extended Masonic greeting 
and a warm welcome, and invited him to a seat in the Grand East. 


210 PROCEEDINGS OF THE 


The Brethren stood at attention at the entrance of the national 
flags of Japan and the United States. The flags were placed in their 
respective stands in the East. 

The Grand Lodge of Parana, Brazil, was given recognition, 
bring to 103 the Grand Lodges so recognized, and the Grand Lodge 
of New South Wales, the largest in the Australian Complex of Grand 
Lodges, complied with Japan's request for recognition, the 104th with 
which Japan now enj oys fraternal relations. 


The Grand Master granted 49 special Dispensations. All were cf 
a routine nature and were issued in conformance with the Grand 
Lodge Constitution. 


The Grand Lodge conducted its first Masonic Education Work- 
shop. The Grand Master reported that he was most pleased on the 
excellent manner in which it was conducted and the wholehearted 
support given it by the Brethren. 

Grand Master Matsumoto issued 15 Decisions and Rulings, which 
he considered within the prerogatives inherent in the office of Grand 
Master. None contravenes Masonic Law. 


One Edict was issued concerning the reinstatement of E.A. or 
F.C. Masons after having been dropped for non-advancement. 


Grand Master Matsumoto, in closing his address, made 11 Recom- 
mendations, all of which were approved. 


The Grand Secretary, in his report to the Grand Lodge, requested 
that he not be re-elected, due to the press of his professional duties. 
Accordingly, the election of officers resulted in the advancement of 
R.'.W.'.Chester O. Nielsen, Deputy Grand Master and the election of 
M.'.W.'.Nohea O. A. Peck, Past Grand Master, Grand Secretary. 

Officers were installed and the Grand Lodge closed at 3:20 P.M. 
on Saturday, March 16, 1968. 


The traditional banquet was held at 7:00 o’clock P.M. at the 
Sanno Hotel, Tokyo. Two hundred Masons and their ladies attended. 


LOUISIANA—1968 


One Hundred and Fifty-Seventh Annual Grand Communication 
held in the Masonic Temple, New Orleans, February 5 and 6, 1968. 
A. J. Lewis, Grand Master, presiding. Number of Lodges, 285. Mem- 
bers December 31, 1967, 51,102. Net loss during 1967, 74. 

Grand Master Lewis’ report to the Grand Lodge indicated a most 
active year, his Decisions, Opinions and Rulings were sound and 
expressed profound knowledge of Masonic jurisprudence, and his 
Directives, in like manner, approached each problem with clarity and 
dispatch. 

In that portion of Grand Master Lewis’ address which dealt with 
the State of the Order, the Grand Master Said: 

“I am pleased to report that Masonry in Louisiana is healthy. 
Your Grand Lodge Officers have been very busy this year, and the 
Craft in most parts of the State have shown much activity. We have 
dedicated 4 Lodge halls, laid 8 Cornerstones, approved plans and 
finance programs for 10 new Lodge halls and renovations, and held 
15 Emergent Communications. 
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“On each visit, I have been graciously received and welcomed by 
overflowing crowds in attendance for which I am most grateful. I 
have not confined my visits to the northern part of the State, but 
have spent more than half of my allotted time with the brethren in 
the southern part of our State. I have noted with interest the good 
effect that our Educational Program is having with most of our 
Lodges. I feel that we have really ‘Launched Out’ in this direction. 
The wonderful attendance I believe has been a direct result of our 
Edueational program with reference to Lodge planning of special 
meetings which allows family participation. 

"We have 'Launched Out' in our Memorials Program for our 
Masonic Home Educational Foundation by making it possible for any 
brother in this Grand Jurisdiction to contribute through Memorials 
and according to his conscience and the dictates of his heart. This 
part of our Program has been most encouraging and well accepted 
The number of people who have participated by sending Memorials 
has been heartening. 

“The brethren of this Grand Jurisdiction have awakened to our 
plea one year ago with reference to ‘Launch Out’ in our efforts to 
better the Masonic image by building new Lodge halls, renovation 
programs of old halls, laying Cornerstones and conducting Masonic 
funerals. Evidence can be seen by the number of Lodges that have 
requested permission to build or renovate. We have laid Cornerstones 
for Lodges, churches, courthouses and Civic buildings. Later in this 
report you will see evidence of the fine manner in which Masonic 
funerals are being conducted by dedicated brethren. 


“One of the problems of any Grand Lodge is communication with 
its members. This year we have been most fortunate in receiving good 
Masonic news coverage in newspapers all over our State." 

In its report to the Grand Lodge the Committee on the State of 
the Order, the Committee said in part (adopted) : 


"Our Grand Master has been exceptionally busy. He was blessed 
by the Supreme Architect with good health, which enabled him to 
iravel over 70,000 miles in performing his duties. He is to be com- 
mended on his request to the brethren to renew their allegiance to the 
Constitution, and to this great country of ours. He has fulfilled his 
obligations as Grand Master by the number of visits at home, the 
various Jurisdictions of other States and foreign countries. He has 
lived up to his motto ‘Launch Out.’ 

"He has brought honor to our Great Fraternity as evidenced by 
the proclamation of the Mayor of Bossier City in proclaiming ‘A. J. 
Lewis Day’. He has made an imprint as a Mason in his City. He has 
been fortunate in being blessed with District Deputies who have 
performed their work in a creditable manner. 

“We were gratified to read the Grand Master’s references to the 
Masonic Home for Children, it’s activities and new facilities, as well 
as the Masonic Home Educational Foundation, Inc., and the fine 
support it received through the Memorial Program. Acknowledgement 
of a healthy trend in our Charity is extended by the Relief Lodges 
and the Board of Charities and Benevolence is noted. The praise of 
the Ministers and Rabbis and the general public is noted and compli- 
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mented. We observed a continuance of the upswing in the activities 
of the Craft by the number of Cornerstones laid and the dedications 
of Lodge Halls. We heartily recommend adoption of Recommendation 
No. 1. 


“The Grand Master's approach to problems, his decisions and 
actions meet the approval of this Committee. His dedication to his 
duties merits the praise of the Committee and all the brethren. He 
is to be highly commended for his faithful labors and fine accom- 
plishments." 

The committee went on to make certain observations it thought 
pertinent and made two recommendations relating to the investment 
of Grand Lodge funds and the election and/or appointment to mem- 
bership on Grand Lodge standing committees. Neither was adopted. 


MAINE—1968 


One Hundred and Forty-Ninth Annual Communication held in 
the city of Portland on May 7 and 8, 1968, M.'.W.'.M. Donald Gardner, 
Grand Master, presiding. Lodges, 208. Members, 45,672. Net Loss, 
423. 

Two Special Communications, one on September 23, 1967 for the 
purpose of laying a corner stone and dedicating a new Masonic Tem- 
ple, and the other on October 28, 1967 held for the same purpose. 

M..W..Robert Norman Bass, Jr., Grand Master, represented 
our Grand Lodge at this Annual Communieation. 


M.'.W.'.Brother Gardner, in the welcoming words of his address 
to the Grand Lodge said, 


“T greet you well as we open our One Hundred and Forty-Ninth 
Annual Communication of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of 
Maine. To those respected Masons who are visiting us from other 
Grand Jurisdictions on this occasion, I express a sincere and cordial 
welcome. 

«While we are met here in peace, harmony and good fellowship, 
we cannot be insensitive to the restless, disquieting disturbances and 
protestations in the world about us. In this kind of world, Free- 
masonry has an important role, even though our teachings appear to 
many, to be a bit old fashioned. Deficiencies in human relations which 
have brought about our problems are a challenge to our Ancient 
Craft, dedicated as it is, to the improvement of man's relationship to 
his fellow man. Promoting the principles of brotherly love, relief and 
truth, and standing firmly for an unswerving belief in God, loyalty 
to country and abiding faith in the dignity and worth of the individual, 
the message of Masonry is timeless. 

“The late Roscoe Pound wrote, ‘The Grand Master of the Uni- 
verse has entrusted to us the principles of Masonry as working tools. 
They, too, are not ours, they belong to the Lodge of the World.’ 

«In this spirit, and with a renewed dedication to these principles, 
let us carry out our deliberations." 

Grand Master Gardner rendered six Decisions; he granted 39 
Dispensations and denied 4. All were referred to the Committee on 
Jurisprudence, which reported: 
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“The Committee on Jurisprudence has given careful consideration 
to the dispensations granted, and decisions made, by the Grand Master. 


“The Grand Master appears to have exercised a prudent and 
discriminating judgement in the granting and denial of dispensations, 
and all dispensations issued are within his constitutional powers and 
discretion. We especially commend the Grand Master for his refusal 
to grant dispensations in cases where the exigency requiring such 
special treatment, and deviation from established customs and prac- 
tices, had not been clearly and adequately demonstrated. 


“The decisions reported by the Grand Master are clearly in har- 
mony with the Masonic law and practices in this jurisdiction and are 
accordingly approved." 

Recognition was extended to the Grand Lodge of Southern Africa 
and recognition of the Grand Lodge of Para in Brazil was withheld 
with this observation and recommendation: 


“Unfortunately, this body not only shares in the jurisdictional 
problem common to all Brazilian applicants, but is admittedly in 
fraternal relationship with the clandestine and unmasonie Grand 
Orient of France, Grand Orient of Belgium, Grand Lodge of France, 
and Grand Lodge of Uruguay. Even if no jurisdictional problem 
existed, such relationships would make a favorable recommendation 
by this Committee impossible. We must, therefore, recommend that 
recognition be withheld." 


Recognition was also extended to the Grand Lodge of China, 
presently domiciled on the Island of Taiwan, “but with the distant 
understanding that when and if Freemasonry shall return to the 
Chinese Mainland such recognition shall be without prejudice to the 
interests of those senior Masonic powers which maintained lodges in 
China before the present Grand Lodge of China was established. We 
further recommend that the usual exchange of Representatives be 
arranged." 


YORK GRAND LODGE OF MEXICO—1968 


Lodges, 9. Members, 587. Net Loss, 35. (The Grand Secretary's 
report disclosed that two lodges, having 19 and 81 members respec- 
tively, surrendered their charters, 36 members of which affiliated 
with other constituent lodges of York Grand Lodge of Mexico. Hence, 
the remaining lodges increased their membership by 29 members.) 


Preceding the opening of the York Grand Lodge of Mexico, a 
Special Communication was held on March 8 at 6:20 o'clock p.m. in 
the Masonic Temple for the purpose of welcoming “in a due and . 
adequate manner" the distinguished visitors from Sister J urisdictions. 
These were:

..W.°.W. Norman Penn, Grand Master, Maryland

There were also Brethren visiting from California, England, 
Ohio and Texas. 
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Nine Past Grand Masters were present, recognized and invited 
to sit in the Grand East. 


The Special Communieation was closed at 7:45 p.m. and the 
Grand Master's banquet began at 8:30 at the University Club. 


The 106th Annual Communication was opened in ample form at 
10:00 o'clock a.m. on Saturday, March 9, 1968, at the Masonic Tempie. 
M.'.W.'.J. Weldon Thomas, Grand Master, presiding. Eleven Past 
Grand Masters answered roll call. All constituent lodges were 
represented. 

Seven deaths occurred during the year, including that of M.'.W.'. 
J. B. MacMillan, Past Grand Master—1930 & 1931. We extend our 
sympathy. 

The Grand Master, in closing his address, made 3 recommend- 
ations: (1) The adoption of Standard By-Laws for constituent lodges, 
(2) Further consideration of the “Penalty Problem” in the Work and 
Ritual, and (3) The establishment of a York Grand Lodge of Mexico 
Endowment Fund. 


Fifty new initiations and affiliations were made during the year. 

The Grand Lodge of Southern Africa was recognized, bringing 
to 100 the Grand Lodges with which the York Grand Lodge of Mexico 
is now in amity. 

M..W..Archibald H. Seabrosk, Past Grand Master, Grand 
Orator, closed a magnificent oration in this manner: 


“If you want to do something good and great, helpful and impor- 
tant in this shoddy world to help, aid and assist your Brethren and 
all mankind, first humble yourself. Remember that no man should 
ever enter upon any great and important undertaking without first 
invoking the blessing of God. That familiar passage has still a ring of 
hope for us all. And if we continue to work industriously upon the 
Temple, persueing our principles of our beloved institution, we shall 
reap a harvest of that happiness which tends to permeate us with a 
sense of well-being, and encourages us to live in peace and harmony 
with all God’s creatures. 


“Above all, we must strive towards perfection so that when the 
time comes we shall be enabled to pass the record on to others as 
unsullied as we have received it. 


“Truly, the spirit of service and sacrifice must prevail if we are 
to fulfill our Masonic destiny. In this connection these words again 
come to mind: 

“In the good old days men planted avenues of trees that they 
would never live to see in their full richness; they laid down in their 
cellars bottles of good wine that they would never live to drink: these 
things they did for their sons because they had faith in the future 
and a belief in the permanence of things. So this is a year to plant 
sapling oaks, and to bottle new wines, and to rejoice that we live in 
an age resplendent with opportunity.” 

“So mote it be” 

Prior to the closing of the Grand Lodge, resolutions were intro- 
duced dealing with recommendations (2) and (3) made by the Grand 
Master. The “Penalty Problem” was discussed under one of such 
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resolutions and no action was taken. As to recommendation No. 3, the 
creation of a York Grand Lodge Endowment Fund was authorized. 
Ultimately all income from the fund, above 2596 thereof which is to 
be held for capital increment, is to be paid over to the Grand 
Treasurer for his use in defraying those normal administrative 
expenses of Grand Lodge as approved by the Grand Lodge in the 
Annual Budget. 

R..W.'James L. D'Acosta, Deputy Grand Master, was elected 
Grand Master and Reginald E. Dobson, Past Grand Master, was 
elected Grand Secretary. 


MISSISSIPPI—1968 


One Hundred Fiftieth Annual Grand Communication held at 
Jackson February 13-14, 1968, M.'.W.'.A. Doty Bailey, Grand Master, 
presiding. Number of Lodges, 311. Members on Roll, 49,937. Net Loss 
for the Year, 46. 

Five Special Communications were held—three for the purpose 
of conducting the funeral services of deceased brethren, one to lay 
a corner stone, and one to dedicate a lodge hall. 

M..W..Alfred A. Kafer, Jr., Grand Master, represented our 
Grand Lodge at this Annual Communication. 

Grand Master Bailey granted 35 Dispensations. No denials are 
reported. 

The Grand Lodge adopted a retirement plan for all full-time 
salaried employees of ten or more consecutive years of service with 
the Grand Lodge upon reaching age sixty-five years. 


MONTANA—1968 


Chartered Lodges, 142. 106 were represented. Members, 22,910. 
Net Loss, 619. 


One Hundred and Second Annual Communication held in Miles 
City, June 28 and 29, 1968. M.'.W.'.Harry D. Loucks, Jr. presided. 


At 9:00 a.m., June 28th, 1968, a Color Guard, composed of three 
boys from the Pine Hills Schools at Miles City, presented and posted 
the American Flag. All stood, sang the National Anthem and gave 
the Pledge of Allegiance. The flag of Canada was posted, follow- 
ing which the Canadian National Anthem, “O Canada" was sung. 
The Montana state flag was then posted, following which the state 
song “Montana,” was sung. 

The 102nd Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Mon- 
tana was opened in form at 9:05 a.m. 

There followed a magnificent Masonic address by M.'.W.'.James 
T. Harrison, Past Grand Master and Chief Justice of Montana. 

There were 18 Grand Lodge Officers, 17 Past Grand Masters, 51 
Grand Representatives, and 16 Distinguished Guests from other Grand 
Jurisdictions present. 

Harry D. Loucks, Sr., father of the Grand Master and the proud 
wearer of a 50-year pin, was present. The 102nd Annual Communi- 
cation was dedicated to him and to other veteran Masons of the Grand 
Jurisdiction, “because I have always had great admiration of these 
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men who so diligently watched over the affairs of Masonry from the 
time of the horse and buggy, the Model T, the great depression, and 
two World Wars." There were 183. Fifty-Year Certificates and gold 
-lapel buttons issued during the year. There were 879 Fifty-Year 
-members on the rolls at 12-31-67. 

Grand Master Loucks rendered three Decisions, issued 13 Dis- 
pensations and 3 Proclamations, called 1 Special Communication of 
ihe Grand Lodge and granted 4 special permissions. All of these were 
referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence with the following 
results: Approved all Dispensations except No. 13 issued authoriz- 
.ing the election of a new Junior Warden because of the health of the 
installed Junior Warden which was disapproved. The Committee held 
that it is the unwritten law of the Fraternity that once an officer is 
installed he cannot resign or be replaced because of ill health. AIl 
Decisions were approved and the reports of the Committee adopted. 

Grand Master Loucks placed 10 recommendations before the 
'Grand Lodge. Numbers 1 through 5 dealt with finances of the Grand 
Lodge and were approved and adopted. Number 6, to make the Ameri- 
-canism Program of the Grand Lodge a part of the Code was approved 
-and adopted. Number 7, to make the Grand Lodge Public Schools 
Program a part of the Code was approved and adopted. Number 8 to. 
amend and clarify the Code at Sections No. 138 and 171 (demits) 
was rejected. Number 9, to charge a registration fee upon each Mon- 
tana Master Mason who attends Grand Lodge was disapproved, and 
Number 10 to appoint a Committee to make a digest of approved and 
‘disapproved Decisions of the preceding Grand Masters and of all 
approved Resolutions was approved and adopted. 

There were six resolutions introduced to amend the Code: (1) 
"Time and name of St. John the Evangelist Day, (2) Fifty-Year Mem- 
bership card of copper, bronze or brass, (3) Time of meeting of Grand 
Lodge from January to June, (4) Rewrite Section 104 to include 
Lodge Instructor, (5) Time of residence from 1 year to 6 months, 
and (6) A suitable badge or apron for Lodge Instructor. Numbers 1 
5 and 6 were adopted. Numbers 2, 3 and 5 were rejected. 

During the year 573 members were taken by death. 

The following-named Grand Lodges were given fraternal recog- 
nition: 

Nuevo Leon and Valle de Mexico, Southern Africa. 
Logia Occidental de Columbia, Estado de Ceara, Brazil. 
Grand Lodge “Cosmos” the State of Chihuahua, Mexico. 

The Roster of Guests at the Masonic Home for the year showed 
51 Guests at the beginning, eight were removed by death and seven 
were admitted for a year-end total of 50 Guests, of whom 42 were 
women and 8 were men. Average age of all guests was approximately 
86 years. Total assets were shown by the balance sheet to be 
$775,150.81 at April 30, 1968, and increase of $21,827.41 over the 
previous year end, arising from income of $206,282.42 against 
expenses of $184,455.01. Securities carried in the balance sheet at 
cost of $719,372.27 were reported to have a market value of 
$1,055,132.68. 
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A Grand Lodge budget of $68,196.00 was adopted for the year 
1968-69 against anticipated receipts of $63,620.00. 


R.'.W.'.Emil K. Eliason, Deputy Grand Master was elected Grand 
Master and he and his officers were installed, the Samuel Word 
Signet Ring presented to the new Grand Master by Past Grand 
Master Loucks and the Grand Lodge closed in Ample Form at 4:30 
p.m. on June 29, 1968. 

The 103rd Annual Communication will be held at Havre, begin- 
ning at 9:00 a.m. on June 27, 1969. 


NEW BRUNSWICK—1968 


Chartered Lodges, 48. Members, 8,383. Decrease, 35. 


The One Hundred and First Annual Communieation cf "The 
Grand Lodge of the Ancient and Honourable Fraternity of Free 
and Accepted Masons of New Brunswick" was held in the Masonic 
Temple in Saint John, on the 10th and 11th days of May 1968. The 
Most Worshipful Grand Master, William John Summerville, assumed 
the Throne and Grand Lodge was opened in Ample Form at 8:00 p.m. 
Prayer was offered by V.'.W.'.Kenneth Legassick, Grand Chaplain. 

Five other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by nine Grand 
officers, past and/or present. 


Following the report of the Credentials Committee, a very im- 
pressive Service of Worship and Thanksgiving was held during which 
the Reverend and Brother Kenneth Legassick delivered an inspiring 
address which he titled “Our Masonic Commission", The Grand 
Chaplain’s message was built around the scripture taken from Isaiah, 
“In quietness and confidence shall be your strength.” He lamented 
the continual losses in membership but proclaimed that the strength 
of Masonry does not lie in numbers. In maintaining this position he 
closed his address with these words: 


“When we can show the world that because we are Masons 
we are better workmen of the human race; when the world sees 
that the honest values are more important to the mason in 
business than the non-mason; when a man can see that of all 
his friends and associates, the mason is the one he most admires, 
the one on which he feels that he can most assuredly rely, then 
we need have no fear of decline in Masonry. In the meantime, 
let us remember that we are the salt of the earth, and being the 
salt, must let our light so shine before man that they may see 
our good works." 

Grand Master Summerville granted 115 Dispensations, of which 
52 involved funeral services and 35 Divine services. The remainder 
were routine. 

Twenty 50-year Certificates and pins and one 75-year Certificate 
and pin were presented. 


Grand Master William John Summerville was re-elected. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE—1968 


Semiannual Communication (109th) held November 18, 1967 - A. 
L. 5967 Annual Commination (179th) held May 18, 1968 - A.L. 5968 
Emergent Communications held December 31, 1967, February 19, 1968, 
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March 16, 1968. M.".W.'.Carl A. Buswell, Grand Master, presiding. 
Lodges, 82; Members, December 31, 1967, 16,633; Net loss during the 
year, 149. 

The Emergent Communication of December 7, 1967, was held 
at the Masonic Temple, North Conway at the stated Communication 
of Mount Washington Lodge No. 87, and those of February 19 and 
March 16, 1968, were held for the purpose of conducting the funeral 
services of Past Grand Master Robert C. Laing and Honorary Past 
Grand Master and Grand Steward Sherman Dupont Parsons. At the 
Semiannual Communication of the Grand Lodge held on November 18, 
1967, M.'.W.'.Brother Parsons had been presented at the Altar where 
Grand Master Buswell was pleased to introduce M.'.W.'.Brother 
Parsons to the brethren and announced that the day was the 82nd 
Anniversary of the raising of Brother Parsons in Morning Star Lodge 
No. 17 at Wolfeboro. He was born at Wolfeboro Falls, N.H., January 
13, 1862, and laid aside the working Tools of Life on March 13, 1968. 
Brother Parsons, for three years prior to his death, had the distinc- 
tion of being the oldest living Freemason in the world, as far as 
has been known. 

 M..W.-.Charles A. Harris, Past Grand Master and Grand Sec- 
retary, represented the Grand Lodge of North Carolina at the 179th 
Annual Communication. 

Grand Master Buswell granted 13 Dispensations to hold Table 
Lodges and 27 Dispensations for other purposes, principally for the 
conferral of the Degrees by or as visiting teams. 

Grand Master Buswell recommended that the 50¢-per-member 
assessment be continued. Of each 504, ten cents would be appropriated 
for the use of the Committee on Masonic Education; ten cents for the 
use of the Committee on DeMolay; and thirty cents would be remitted 
to the Masonic Service Association for its Hospitalization Program. 

The Grand Lodge of New Hampshire extended recognition to the 
Grand Lodge of Southern Africa while an application for recognition 
from the Grand Lodge of Pernambuco, Brazil, was held for further 
study. 


NEW JERSEY—1968 


One Hundred and Eighty-First Annual Communication held in 
Atlantic City on Wednesday and Thursday, April 24 and 25, 1968. 
Chartered Lodges, 285. Members (Regular) 97,424, Net Loss, 1,849. 
Excluding Dual Members. 

The Grand Lodge of the Most Ancient and Honorable Society 
of Free and Accepted Masons of the State of New Jersey met in 
Annual Communication in Convention Hall, Atlantic City, on April 
24, 1968. M.'.W.'.Morgan T. Morris, Grand Master, presided. 

All Grand Lodge officers were present, except R.'.W.'.Harvey 
C. Whildey, Grand Secretary, who was ill, and all 285 Lodges were 
represented. 

Fifteen Past Grand Masters were present to answer roll call, 
and fifteen other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by 23 Grand 
Officers, past or present. 
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Prayer was offered by R.'.W. Joseph J. LeBow, Grand Chaplain. 


Distinguished guest appropriately received and given a hearty 
round of applause: W.'.George F. Nuttall, Past Grand Deacon of the 
United Grand Lodge of England. 


Two Emergent Communications were held—one on August 26, 
1967, for the purpose of dedicating the Ambrose E. Vanderpoel 
Pavilion at the Masonic Home, Burlington, and the other at Chatham 
on November 15, 1967, for the purpose of performing the last rites 
of the Fraternity for the late M..W.'.Walter W. Smith, Past Grand 
Master (1965-1966). 

For the fourth time in the history of the Grand Lodge a member 
was entitled to receive a Seventy-Five Year Diamond Token, and on 
April 28, 1967, Grand Master Morris presented this Token to Ven- 
erable Brother Herbert K. Salmon, 99, who was spry and active, and 
replied to remarks made during the evening. The venerable recipient 
of this Token passed away on February 8, 1968, just one month short 
of his 100th Birthday Anniversary. 

Grand Master Morris made 13 recommendations to the Grand 
Lodge, 11 of which were adopted, 1 deferred until the 1969 Annual 
Communication and 1 was rejected. Of those adopted 3 recommended 
appropriations to M.S.A., DeMolay and Rainbow, 2 provided pensions 
for retiring Grand Secretary R.'.W.'.Brother Whildey, and a 26-year 
employee of the Grand Lodge, Mrs. Dora H. Gabel; 2 directed the 
appointment of a committee to study and propose amendments to the 
present pension plan of Grand Lodge long-term employees; 2 asked 
approval of mergers of subordinate lodges; 1 would appoint a com- 
mittee to study the feasibility of the Grand Lodge constructing its 
own office building on ground secured from the Masonic Home and 
Charity Foundation at Burlington; and 1 amended the Code concern- 
ing expenses of Trial Panels. 


Grand Master Morris, with the assistance of, and at times accom- 
panied by, his officers, made in-state and out-of-state official visi- 
tations too numerous to mention in detail. There were 227 such visi- 
tations. 

During the Masonic year 2,584 members of New Jersey sub- 
ordinate lodges journeyed into that undiscovered country from whose 
bourne no traveler returns. The Supreme Grand Master's will has 
been done. 

The Grand Lodge operated well within its budget of $152,231.39 
by realizing a budgetary surplus of $19,308.64 which was transfered 
to the Budget Reserve Fund. (Our Federal and state agencies should 
take notice.) Total receipts from all sources for the period May 1, 
1967 to April 30, 1968, was $530,813.50 


The report of the Board of Trustees of the Masonic Home and 
Charity Foundation stated, 


"During 1967 a total of 56 guests were admitted into the Home, 
of whom 24 were women and 32 were men. Of the 56 guests admitted, 
34 were admitted directly to the Infimary, and 22 to the domiciliary 
section of the Home. Thirty-six guests were called to their eterna! 
rest by the Grand Architect of the Universe. As of December 31, 1967, 
there were 133 women and 85 men, or a total of 218 guests at the 
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Home, of whom 125 were in the Infirmary. At the end of the year 
the average age of guests was 82 years, and 44 were 90 or over." 


“There is, at the present time, no waiting list for admission to 
the domiciliary section of the Home but there is a small waiting list 
for admission into the Infirmary section.” 


“The cost of operating the Home in 1967, including Infirmary 
care, was $840,715.00, or a per capita cost of $3,910.30 per annum, 
and a per capita cost of $10.71 per day, based on an average daily 
number of 215 guests." 


Grand Master-elect Loral W. Pancake was installed and the 
Grand Lodge closed in Ample Form. In his closing remarks, Grand 
Master Pancake admonished the Brethren thus: 


“Although the past cannot be relived, it must not be ignored. 
Much of our history and many of the names of our heroes, unfamiliar 
to the minds of our members, could throw valuable light upon and 
give important insights into our being and prospect. Each Lodge and 
District, as well as the Grand Lodge, has here a duty and a responsi- 
bility to assume.” 


“In the present Freemasonry must face the living issues of 
civilization. We cannot afford to be driftwood caught in an eddy; we 
must brave the freedom and hazards of an open stream. Our own 
house is in need of probing examination, and the image we are casting 
upon society deserves careful appraisal. The concepts we profess 
must not be permitted to remain mere phrases in a book or explana- 
tions in a Degree. Do the Trestleboards of our Lodges suggest the 
aim and purpose we hold? Does the fact that in many of our Lodges 
there are no complete records, no adequate library, if any, and no 
program of Masonic education, mean anything? There is much work 
to be done in the present.” 


NEW MEXICO—1968 


The Ninety-First Annual Communication of the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Lodge of New Mexico was held at Albuquerque on March 
18 and 19, 1968. Number of Chartered Lodges, 65. Members at De- 
cember 31, 1967, 14,839. Net Loss for the Year, 105. 


Sixty-two Lodges were represented at the Ninety-First Annual 
Communication. 


After the Grand Master, M.'.W.'.Oscar E. L. Newman, ascertain- 
ed there were a constitutional number of Lodges represented, the 
Grand Lodge was duly opened. All officers were present, except the 
Senior Grand Steward. 


The Grand Lodges of Arizona, Colorado, Texas, and Nevada were 
represented. Seventeen Past Grand Masters were present. 


Grand Master Newman reported the passing of 294 members 
during 1967, among which were two Past Grand Masters, M.'.W.'.E. 
Turner Hensley, Jr., Grand Master 1950-51, and M.'.W.'.William M. 
Bickel, Grand Master 1937-1938. 


Concerning the state of Masonry, the Grand Master in his report 
stated: 
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“Brethren, it would seem that I am able to bring to you a report 
of a happier state of Masonry this year. Though we are still among 
those that are showing a loss in membership, it seems to be tapering 
off. Also some of our smaller lodges during the latter part of the 
past year are receiving petitions and making Masons. The interest 
developed with this activity is indeed heart warming. The happier 
complexion in these lodges is most gratifying. It should be an 
inducement to do better work. Certainly we owe it to our candidates. 
It should also be an inducement to have those who saw little in 
coming to lodge to return and to give to our new members a feeling 
that Masonry is a vital thing, a force in the community.” 


Grand Master Newman rendered eight Decisions, granted 64 
Dispensations, all of which were approved, and recommended, among 
other things, that the Board of Directors be authorized to select a 
site and proceed with erection of a Grand Lodge office building which 
recommendation was also approved. 


A resolution, sponsored and seconded by the Masters of seven 
Lodges, was introduced and accepted, “to effect a change in the 
Grand Lodge line of ascension". If approved, the resolution would 
by law established the following-named elected and appointed officers 
as the Grand Lodge Line of Ascension leading up to the office of 
Grand Master: Deputy Grand Master, Senior and Junior Grand 
Wardens, Senior and Junior Grand Deacons. The resolution will be 
held over to the next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge 
for final action. 


The next Annual Communication, the ninety-second, will be held 
in Santa Fe, New Mexico, on March 17 and 18, 1969. 


NOVA SCOTIA— 1968 


Chartered Lodges, 117. Members on roll, 13,072. Net Loss, 275. 

The One Hundred and Third Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of Nova Scotia 
was opened in Halifax on Friday, June 7, 1968, at 7:00 o'clock in the 
evening. The Grand Master, M.'.W.'.Frederic Charles Morrison, pre- 
sided. 

Six Past Grand Masters were present, were received and seated 
in the Grand East. 

Seven other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by eleven 
Grand Officers, past or present. 

The minutes of the 102nd Annual Communication, having been 
printed and distributed to all lodges, were confirmed. 

During the year 43 Brethren were awarded The Fifty-Year 
Jewel (total awarded to date—1,087), 11 Brethren received the 
Sixty-Year Bar (total awarded to date—124), and one Venerable 
Brother was awarded the Seventy-Five Year Bar (totaled to date—3). 


R.'.W.'J. J. Creighton, Senior Grand Warden and M.'.W.'.A. H. 
MacMillan, Past Grand Master, died during the year. 


Grand Master Morrison stated that inflation and attendant 
increases in the cost of operating the Grand Lodge, coupled with 
declining membership and requests for additional services by con- 
stituent lodges made it necessary that the motion to increase the per 
capita by $1.00 (from $2.00) be introduced for consideration. 
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The Grand Master also reported the tragic death in an automo- 
bile accident of the mother and father of 10 minor children, who 
expressed the wish to remain together as a family. Cape Breton 
Masons set up a trust fund to provide for them and their education, 
although the only Masonic connection was that the deceased mother's 
father and brother were members of the Craft. The Grand Master 
reported that $17,491.24 had been contributed by individual Masons, 
s expressed the hope that the fund would reach $20,000 before it 
is closed, 


The Grand Master granted 87 Dispensations, all of which were 
approved. 


A Masonic Workshop (the first) was held at Yarmouth on 
March 28 & 29, 1968, for Masons in the Yarmouth District. It began 
with a meeting of the Grand Master and Grand Secretary with the 
Masters, Wardens and Secretaries of the District on a Friday even- 
ing. Following an introduction of the aims and purposes, the subjects 
discussed were the Lodge and the Grand Master, Esoteric Matters, 
Lodge Etiquette and the Lodge and the Grand Secretary. This 
session was well attended and a lively discussion followed. Saturday 
afternoon the workshop was open to all Masons and again a good 
attendance registered. The Grand Master and Junior Grand Wardem 
led the discussion groups with the topics “Laying the Cornerstone" 
and "What Masonry Means". At the banquet which followed the 
speaker was M.'.W.'.Bro. Judge R. C. Levy, P.G.M., who spoke on the 
“Dos and Don'ts of Freemasonry”. In the evening discussion leaders 
were Bro. M. H. Mitchell and R.'.W.'.Bro. E. L. Eaton, D.G.M., who 
spoke on the subjects “Is Masonry Relevant Today?" and “Our Home". 
The workshop was completed with a well attended Church Parade to 
Beacon United Church. This meeting proved to your chairman that 
further workshops should be held in other Districts and is recom- 
mended. 

The Brethren assembled in front of the Hotel Nova Scotia on 
Saturday, June 8, and marched to Fort Massey United Church to 
attend divine service—conducted by the pastor, the Reverend and 
M.'.W..Brother D. M. Sinclair—and heard a beautiful Masonic 
sermon, the text of which was from 1 Cor. 13:13—“And now abideth 
faith, hope, love, these three; but the greatest of these is love.” 

A memorial service was held for deceased brethren, among them 
M.'.W.'.R. S. Longley, Grand Master. 

M.'.W.'.Frederie Charles Morrison was re-elected Grand Master. 

Next Annual Communication will be held at Cape Breton Centre 
on June 18 and 14, 1969. 


OKLAHOMA—1968 


Shawnee, Oklahoma, February 13, 14, 15, 1968. Chartered Lodges, 
366. Members at 12-31-67, 78,559. Net Loss, 1,619, Six Special Com- 
munications. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accep- 
ted Masons of the State of Oklahoma was convened in its Sixtieth 
Annual Communication by R.'.W..J. Clay Thrash, Deputy Grand 
Master, immediately following the welcome address by the Hon. 
Pierre Taron, Mayor of Shawnee, who is a non-Mason. Promptly at 
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7:45 p.m. the gavel was sounded, M.'.W.'.J. Quimby Wilson, Grand 
Master, was escorted to the Altar where he knelt for prayer by the 
Grand Chaplain, then escorted to the Grand East. 

All Grand Lodge officers and 15 Past Grand Masters were pres- 
ent. 

The Grand Lodges of California, Kentucky, New Mexico, and 
Texas were represented by officers, past and present, of those Grand 
Lodges. The opening ceremonies included a magnificent tribute to 
our flag by W.'.Bill L. Anderson, Grand Flag Bearer. 

Grand Master Wilson eloquently described Freemasonry in his 
address when he said: 

“Masonry is a wonderful institution. While nations have appeared 
upon the political horizon like a comet flashing its golden glories 
across the sky, dazzling all the world by the bright flashing brilliancy 
of their institutions in the height of their power and glory, and while 
they have existed, and while they have declined and gone down in 
the tomb of nations, Masonry has preserved intact the grand and 
time-honored principles of this glorious brotherhood. 

*With the extension of time Masonry wins new laurels to deck 
her brow and wins greater and more lasting achievements which add 
to the glowing tint and luster of its history. Keeping pace with the 
onward march of time she has shook from her the dust of centuries, 
which has buried the ancient nations, and she stands forth crowned 
with the vast and marvelous achievements of past ages and the new 
ones which are added almost daily.” 

There were 1,868 deaths among the members during the year, 
among which was M.'.W.'.Robert W. Osborne, Grand Master in 1963. 

Grand Master Wilson granted 31 Dispensations, of which 29 
were for the conferral of the Degrees upon candidates in less that 
the statutory time, 1 was to change the date of the annual election 
of officers in the Oklahoma Lodge of Research, and 1 was for a 
one-day change in a regular business meeting of a subordinate lodge. 
All were approved. Concerning his Decisions, Grand Master Wilson 
said: 

“The Grand Master is asked scores of questions each year and 
most of these questions could be eliminated if the brethren would 
read the Constitution, Uniform Code, and By-Laws. I was able to 
answer all such questions this past year by simply referring the 
brethren to the appropriate sections, and therefore did not have to 
make any new decisions. It is a shame that a Grand Master in the 
1960’s has to answer questions that were asked of Grand Master 
McPherson in 1874." 

J. Clay Thrash was elected, and installed Grand Master in publie 
ceremony. 

The 70th Annual Communieation will be held in Guthrie on 
February 11, 12 and 13, 1969. 


OREGON—1968 


One Hundred and Eighteenth Annual Communication, Portland, 
June 14, 15 and 16, 1968. Chartered Lodges, 192. 178 were represented. 
Members, 40,117. Net Loss, 651. 
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This Annual Communication was opened in Ample Form at 10:00 
o'clock a.m. by M.'.W.'.Alfred B. Holmes, Grand Master. All Grand 
Lodge Officers were present and answered roll call, as were 16 Past 
Grand Masters. Five other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by 
nine Grand Officers, past and/or present. 


Invocation was offered R.. R..George A. Milne, Grand Chap- 
lain, which was followed by presentation of the Colors and the pledge 
of allegiance given. The R.'.W..Deputy Grand Commander wel- 
comed the Delegates with appropriate words. 

The Report of Grand Lodge Trustees was read. Twelve regular 
meetings and one special meeting were held during the year. Finances 
were reported as being in sound condition (the Grand Secretary 
reported total assets of the Grand Lodge as of April 30, 1968, as being 
$6,893,091.08), investments well chosen and diversified. The Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home was reported to have been efficiently 
operated, the physical plant under constant study to maintain it at 
maximum efficiency, the waiting list for admission not diminished. 
An improved program of eye care for the guests of the Home was 
instituted during the year. An Edueational Assistance Fund for the 
benefit of children of deceased or ineapacitated Brethren who wish 
to continue their education without handicap was reported at $700,000. 
Begun in 1854 with an initial sum of $150.00, this Fund has aided 
many children. 

The Grand Lodge was called from labor to refreshment at 12:00 
o'clock noon and called on again at 1:00 p.m. The report of the Necro- 
logy Committee followed and the Eulogy for M.'.W.'.Shalor C. El- 
dridge, Past Grand Master (1949-1950) was delivered by M.'.W.'.E. 
J. Bolliger, P.G.M. There were 990 deaths in the Grand Jurisdiction 
during the Masonic year, including the Grand Pursuivant, W.'.Ray- 
mond Harris. 

Grand Master Holmes reported a busy and satisfying year, and 
raised some pertinent questions, made sound observations and came 
to a logical conclusion in that portion of his report dealing with Dis- 
trict Meeting. We will quote a portion of his report dealing with this 
matter for experience tells us that Grand Master Holmes has traveled 
a road common to many of us. He said this: 

*Do we want our Grand Master to be a ceremonial figure, sym- 
bolizing the pomp, ceremony and ritual of the Lodge traveling over 
the state expending his time and efforts in meeting with a compara- 
tively few members of the various lodges? Or, do we want him to 
be an exeeutive and administrator implementing the policies, pro- 
cedure and operation of the Jurisdiction. Each Past Grand Master 
has experienced the impossible task of arranging a calendar for 
various ceremonies and for the executive duties of his office. The 
membership of our Grand Jurisdiction has increased more than 40% 
in the past twenty-five years and the Grand Master's job of wearing 
both the hat of the ceremonial Master and the hat of an executive 
has become impractieal, particularly if he has the obligation of the 
duties of his profession. No business or church or organization will 
exist unless those in charge of administration have the vision and 
ability of progressive thinking. I believe that we should give some 
progressive thinking to the office of Grand Master. 
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“I have, from the first District meeting on September 22, 1967, 
to our last meeting on March 18, 1968, made an actual count and tabu- 
lation of the attendance at all District meeings. The total cold, unemo- 
tional figures of these District meetings are as follows: 


80 District meetings of 39 Districts 

191 Lodges represented 

40,117 total membership 

1,993 total attendance 

4.92% attendance 

142 Worshipful Masters in attendance 
74.5% attendance of Worshipful Masters 


“We could rationalize these figures in many ways, but the fact 
remains that if only the officers of the 191 Lodges had attended the 
meetings, the percentage of the attendance would have been 5.7% 
instead of 4.92%. How can we however, expect the officers to attend 
if 25.5% of the Worshipful Masters did not allocate the time for one 
meeting a year with the Grand Master and other Lodges in his Dis- 
trict? How can we in fact, expect the members of the Lodge to attend 
these meetings if the officers of the Lodge do not attend? Based on 
these facts, I conclude that the Craft would be much better served 
if our Grand Master was an executive Grand Master, working through 
his Deputies in each District, supervising their operation, receiving 
and acting on their reports, giving them guidance when possible, 
and support where necessary and working at all times with the bene- 
fit of counsel and assistance from the elective officers. In an admini- 
stration of this kind, the Grand Master could allocate time to work 
with each Grand Lodge committee in its efforts to develop and pro- 
mote its respective program. In the infrequent opportunities that I 
had to meet and work with these committees this year, I have found 
that meetings of this kind are far more productive to the Craft than 
my indulging in the luxury of traveling to all areas of our state and 
meeting with a relatively few of the faithful Brothers who consider 
it a pleasure and a privilege to attend Masonic meetings, either in 
their own Lodge or at a Grand Master’s District meeting. Individual 
Lodge meetings where the Grand Master’s presence makes a signifi- 
cant contribution, and where the Lodge genuinely desires his attend- 
ance should, I believe, be given priority on the Grand Master's 
calendar." 


Grand Master Holmes stressed support of youth organizations 
during the year, particularly DeMolay, Rainbow or Bethel as Mason- 
ically oriented, but also Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, 4-H Clubs, ete. He 
reported the Rainbow or Bethel as strong in Oregon but that DeMolay, 
due to lack of interest on the part of sponsoring Blue Lodges, was 
struggling for survival in many parts of the State. 


The Grand Lodge was called 5 times for Occasional Communica- 
tions, one was to conduct the Masonic Funeral service M.'.W.'.Shalor 
C. Eldridge, two were to lay corner stones of public buildings and 
two were to install Grand Lodge Officers—the Grand Lecturer and 
the Grand Pursuivant. 


Apathy and poor attendance was reported to have caused Lodge 
problems. Efforts are being made by different means to generate 
interest again in lodge affairs. One lodge voted to merge with another. 


226 PROCEEDINGS OF THE 


Grand Master Holmes issued 40 Dispensations, of which one was 
to waive physical qualifications of a petitioner, one for waiving resi- 
dential qualifications, seventeen for waiving statutory time and 21 
were for other reasons, particularly relating to special and annual 
meetings of constituent lodges. 


R.'.W.'.Warren A. McMinimee was elected and installed M.’.W.". 
Grand Master after which the Grand Lodge was closed in Ample 
Form at 3:00 p.m. o'clock on June 14. 


The 119th Annual Communication will be holden in Portland on 
June 11, 12 and 18, 1969. 


SOUTH CAROLINA—1968 


Two Hundred Thirty-First Annual Communication held in Green- 
ville, S. C. on April 25 and 26, 1968. Grand Master R. Lewis Smith, 
presiding. 

All Grand Lodge officers and 10 Past Grand Masters were 
present. Sixteen Grand Lodges were represented by Officers, Past 
or Present—North Carolina by R..W..Maurice E. Walsh, Junior 
Grand Warden. 


Chartered Lodges, 315. Lodges Under Dispensation, 1. Members 
at December 31, 1967, 63,551. Net Gain, 1,163. 


Eight Special Communications—five of which were for the pur- 
pose of placing the cornerstones and dedicating new Masonic Temples, 
two for the purpose of dedicating new Masonic Temples, and one for 
the purpose of consecrating, dedicating and constituting Pawleys 
Island Lodge No. 409 and installing its officers. 


The religious service in the opening ceremonies had as its theme 
“Masonry’s Antidote for Troubled Hearts", a part of which convinc- 
ingly said: 

“There are millions of noble men scattered throughout the world 
today who, despite perils and troubles, believe in God. Belief in God 
does not cause one to close his eyes to these perils nor to minimize 
them, but it gives one a fortitude of soul which makes one equal to 
whatever may happen. It is these faithful millions who have not bowed 
the knee to any pagan god of modern life, the millions who devoutly 
love God, whose sole purpose in life is to know God's mind and to 
do God's will; it is in these that the future of mankind resides. ‘Let 
not your heart be troubled’ about the future of the world—‘Believe 
God.’ 

“I am sure some of you are wondering how I am going to apply 
the theme of this sermon: ‘Masonry’s Antidote for Troubled Hearts.’ 
Surely you have seen that already. You cannot become a Mason 
without belief in God. Every Lodge is opened and closed in the name 
of God. When a Masonic Temple or Hall is dedicated The Most 
Worshipful Grand Master says three times: ‘In the name of the 
Supreme and eternal God, the Grand Architect of heaven and earth, 
to whom be all honor and glory, I dedicate this Hall.’ Because belief 
in God is an antidote for troubled hearts, consider what a tremendous 
contribution over sixty-three thousand Masons in South Carolina 
can make to this troubled world. Faith in God guides, leads, sustains 
and heartens us. With such a faith, God can use us to comfort and 
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sustain others who are troubled. The world needs men of faith. Faith 
in God binds men, communities and nations together. It can bind the 
world together in a Brotherhood of trust and goodwill.” 


“It would be an inspiring sight if we could see the faces of the 
men who are buried in the structure of Masonry. They have lived, 
labored and died to make Masonry what it is today. ‘They climbed 
the steep ascent to heaven Through peril, toi] and pain. ʻO God to us 
may grace be given, To follow in their train. We thank God for them 
and the contribution they made to a troubled world. It is now up to 
us to carry on. May each of us be a living stone in the Temple of 
Masonry, and add our share to this growing faith.” 


Dispensations granted by Grand Master Smith were reported to be 
of routine nature and were not listed in his report; six Rulings and 
Opinions were issued by the Grand Master. All Dispensations granted 
and Rulings and Opinions issued were approved. 

The 232nd Annual Communication will be held in Charleston, 
S. C. on April 24 and 25, 1969. 

William H. Grimball, Charleston, was elected and installed Grand 
Master and M.'.W..H. Dwight McAlister, Past Grand Master was 
elected and installed Grand Secretary, succeeding M.'.W.'.Henry F. 
Collins, P.G.M., who for 18 years served faithfully and well in that 
office. 


SOUTH DAKOTA—1968 


Chartered Lodges, 162. Members at 12-31-67, 18,136. Net Loss in 
1967, 401. 


The Grand Lodge of A. F. & A. M. of South Dakota was called 
to order in its Ninety-Fourth Annual Communication at 10:00 a.m. 
on June 11, 1968, at Aberdeen, South Dakota, by M.'.W.'.Charles A. 
Howard, Jr., Grand Master. All officers were present for roll call. 
Seventeen Past Grand Masters were also present; six were absent. 
Eight Grand Lodges were representd by Grand Lodge officers, past or 
present. 


M..W..Kenneth Miller, Grand Master of Masons in Iowa, re- 
sponded to the welcoming words of Grand Master Howard. 

Grand Master Howard's program of emphasis was that: 

« .it was time for us to fret less about the superficial aspects of 
our work and to concentrate on those elements in our teachings which 
have made and will always make our craft great. If we can truly 
make the golden tenets of our profession—Brotherly Love, Relief and 
Truth—live in our lodges and dominate our lives, we need have no 
concern about the growth and effectiveness of our fraternity. We must 
bear constant witness to these tenets not only within our lodges but 
in the world as well and especially in support of the Order of Jobs 
Daughters, of the Order of DeMolay, of the youngsters who are 
growing up in an infinitely more difficult environment than that 
which we experienced. That we might better understand our mission, 
I asked that every lodge exemplify every degree during the year, 
even though it might be necessary to use dummy candidates, and 
announced the formation of the Commission on Masonic Education. 
During the year, I emphasized again and again the vital part our 
brethren must play in a day in which our cherished beliefs are under 
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eonstant and insidious attack and their defenders are for the most 
part overcome by apathy and indifference. If we go about the business 
to which we are called with energy, imagination and devotion, we 
need not fear what the future will bring." 


Recognizing one problem which confronts the Craft generally, 
Grand Master Howard in his address cited continued declines in 
membership in this manner: 


*Unhappily, we have sustained another loss in membership during 
1967, In past years, we have sought to excuse such losses on the ground 
of the losses through death. But our losses through suspensions for 
non-payment of dues have been heavy and the number raised has 
steadily declined. We raised 399 in 1962, 397 in 1963, 359 in 1964, 
326 in 1965, 306 in 1966, and 277 in 1967. 


“During the year, however, I have noted a change for the better 
as I have traveled through the state and have sensed an increased 
concern and increased activity among our brethren. First, as to 
suspensions, the Grand Treasurer-Secretary has had phenomenal 
success in ‘Operation Roundup.’ Many lodge secretaries have forward- 
ed to him the names of their members who would be up for suspen- 
sion. Of the 248 reported to him last year, his letters to them have 
resulted in 163 being restored to good standing. Full use should be 
made of so effective a mechanism. 


“Next, with regard to candidates for the degrees, in the first 
five months of 1968 our lodges have received 218 petitions and have 
raised 159 Master Masons. More significantly, we have had heartening 
reports from lodges which have done little in recent years. 


“To take full advantage of the opportunity that is ours will 
require the utmost devotion, dedication and understanding. The work 
of the Commission on Masonic Education can play a vital part here. 
Legislation will be offered making the Commission a permanent part 
of the Grand Lodge structure and I sincerely hope will receive your 
overwhelming support.” 


He said further: 


“May I reiterate that you and I are living in a sorely troubled 
and distressed world. Vicious forces are at work to undermine and 
destory all that we hold most dear. Bewilderment, apathy, indifference 
and the pursuit of what passes for pleasure have afflicted the people 
of our land. The beliefs of our fraternity are openly derided. What 
then of the future of our craft? Has it not always developed most 
when the path was roughest? Does its message not ring more clearly 
when fewer such voices are raised? To be sure we have work to do, 
hard work. Perhaps we are the most fortunate of men to be matched 
with this hour.” 


Grand Master Howard recommended that the per capita be 
increased to $3.00 and that study be given to altering the Grand 
Lodge voting procedure by abolishing proxies and allowing each 
member to cast only one ballot on each question. The Jurisprudence 
Committee approved both recommendations. Both were approved. 

A Board of Gemeral Activities and a Commission of Masonic 
Education were created permanently, their members to have Grand 
Lodge membership. 
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Requests for recognition were received from the Grand Lodge 
of Southern Africa and from the Grande Loja de Pernambuco. Both 
requests were held for further consideration. 

The report of the Committee on Grand Officers Addresses and 
Reports commended Grand Master Howard heartily for the outstand- 
ing work he did for Masonry during his busy year as Grand Master 
and said in part: 

*M.'.W.'.Howard points out some of our difficulties in his sec- 
tion on the State of The Craft, but also offers some ways to alleviate 
certain of them and does indicate steps already being taken to relieve 
others. He clearly indieates the challenge of our times and suggests 
an old fashioned, but proven, method to meet the challenges, ‘work’.” 

The Ninety-Fifth Annual Communication will be held in Sioux 
Falls on June 10 and 11, 1969. 

Grand Master-Elect John N. Thompson and his officers were 
installed in publie ceremony after the Grand Lodge was closed. 


TASMANIA—1968 


Lodges, 75. Members on Roll, 8,684. 

The 77th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, 
Free and Accepted Masons of Tasmania was held at the Masonic 
Temple, Hobart, on Saturday, February 24, 1968. Grand Lodge was 
opened in Ample Form at 1:30 p.m. by the Grand Master, M.W.. 
Thomas E. Doe, in the presence of a widely representative gathering 
of members. V.'.W.'.M. R. Stanton offered up solemn prayer. 


All lodges were represented except one. 
Sixteen Dispensations were granted. 


Presentations of Fifty Years Long Service Jewels to three vener- 
able brethren were authorized: 


W.'.Bro. E. L. Reed, Tamar Valley Lodge 

W.'.Bro. A. J. MeCulloch, Leven Lodge 

Late W.'.Bro. A. T. Cutts, Concord Lodge 

The Grand Inspectors of Lodges of the 4 Districts reported 
having visited all constituent lodges in the Jurisdiction during the 
year and having found only minor things to be disturbing. Degree 
work and enthusiasm were reported to be good. 

M.’.W.’.Brother and Doctor Howard Hill was elected and install- 
ed. His installation address included: 


“In every way what a vastly different world it is from that of 
the times when our ritual with its high idealism was first written. 
Yet we use the same ritual, we hold the same ideals, we teach the 
same principles as then. Our order has of course undergone changes in 
the intervening years. No institution remains static. The Rev. Dean 
Inge, a great theologian, once wrote, ‘There is no gréater disloyalty 
to the pioneers of human progress than to refuse to budge an inch 
from where they stood.’ Yes, we have had changes, and by the very 
nature of things Masonry will continue to change, yet the fundamental 
principles of our order have remained constant. Let us face facts 
and honestly re-examine those principles in the light of present day 
knowledge. Let us make sure that what we teach and bequeath to 
others is what we ourselves really believe. Is, for instance, belief 
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in God essential today? Is brotherly love really the answer to the 
world’s problem of war, hunger and racial discrimination? Are truth, 
honour and virtue necessary, or even possible in this materialistic 
age? These are searching questions which must be considered and 
answered by every thinking Mason. 


“My only answer to these questions is a definite ‘Yes’. I would 
go further, for I believe that the qualities of life that we as Masons 
proclaim are not only true but are essential if civilization itself is to 
survive. I have accepted the office as Grand Master simply and solely 
because I have a firm belief in Freemasonry and what it teaches. 
I am persuaded that the teachings of Freemasonry are not confined 
to one particular age. They are eternal truths which guide men's 
actions all through life, and are just as necessary today as they were 
yesterday and will be tomorrow." 


TENNESSEE-—1968 


Chartered Lodges, 389. Members 12-31-67, 93,998. Net Gain, 584. 


In Compliance with the Constitution, the One Hundred and 
Fifty-Fourth Annual Communication of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of the Ancient and Honorable Fraternity of Free and Accepted 
Masons of the State of Tennessee was held in the Grand Lodge 
Building, Nashville, beginning at 10:00 a.m. on March 27, 1968 (A. L. 
5968). 

M.’.W.’.D. Porter Henegar, Grand Master, presided. All Grand 
Officers were present and answered roll call. Sixteen Past Grand 
Masters attended the opening ceremonies. 

Thirteen Grand Lodges were represented by Grand Officers, past 
or present. R.'.W.'.Robert N. Bass, Jr., Deputy Grand Master, repre- 
sented the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 

Grand Master Henegar, in the opening remarks of his report to 
the Grand Lodge, thoughtfully and eloquently said: 


"Today you as members and as representatives of the Subordinate 
Lodges of Tennessee are attending the One Hundred and Fifty- 
Fourth Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, 
for the purpose of conducting its business in a manner and spirit 
befitting such a group who have worn the *Purple of the Fraternity' 
and upon whom rests responsibilities worthy of our time and efforts." 

“Tt is from a grateful heart and not merely to follow established 
custom that we express appreciation for your presence here today." 

“To our distinguished visitors from other Grand Jurisdictions 
we extend our greetings, our hand in true fellowship and voice to 
each of you a genuine welcome." 

“Your presence adds dignity and interest to our Annual Com- 
munication and tends to remind us of the universality of this Ancient 
and Honorable Order. 

“Throughout the year now ending it has not been our effort to 
merely ‘sell?’ Masonry or delve into its antiquity. It has been our 
effort to simply and earnestly arouse a renewed dedication among 
our brethren to the principles inculated by our fraternity. It is now 
and it is urgent that we, as accountable beings, must contribute our 
efforts to the maintenance of a society grounded in religion, organized 
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in morality, mellowed in friendship and brotherhood, humanized in 
Charity and dedicated to honest purposes. To do less, we shirk respon- 
sible citizenship. 

“However inadequate my efforts may have been, the purpose was 
to remind each of us that we are confronted daily with moments of 
decision. At each of these daily crossroads we must determine what 
is right, which road to travel, without regard to political expediency 
or personal gain." 

"In the Great Light of Masonry we read, 'For if the trumpet 


give an uncertain sound, who shall prepare himself to the battle'." 


*Who among us would deny that today, indeed in recent years, 
we hear ‘an uncertain sound, all too often. We hear that prayer 
should not be permitted in our publie schools, that the word 'God' 
should be deleted from our National Anthem, and Chaplains from 
our armed forces, that only certain laws should be obeyed, others 
violated, another so repulsive that we hesitate to even mention is that 
God is dead. These are but few of the uncertain sounds promoted by 
our generation and inflicted upon society as a whole with particular 
direction toward our youth." 

“The God that created heaven and earth, the God that knows 
when the sparrow falls, the God of Abraham and of men of intelli- 
gence and stature, from Creation until now, is alive, alert and 
vibrant." 

“These uncertain sounds did not guide the establishment of the 
Brotherhood of man or in the establishment of this Nation with 
Liberty and Justice for all.” 

“Regardless of our vocation or avocation the time is now when 
we should determine to bring decency back in style. To retard every 
uncertain, unwholesome sound. If we do this in our individual life 
and our respective communities it will spread over the State and 
Nation. Our Nation is but the total of our individual Communities.” 

“Today we are writing our own little page in history. It may 
sparkle magnificently in material accomplishments, but if it records 
moral decadence it will reflect our apathy. Think on these things.” 

«It is our fervent hope that the 94,000 Masons in Tennessee will 
meet this challenge.” 

Grand Master Henegar granted 31 Dispensations, principally 
for the election and/or installation of officers, change meeting places, 
and to hold special meetings. All were approved. 

The Grand Master made 13 recommendations, of which 1 was 
withdrawn, 2 were not approved and 7 received Grand Lodge approval. 
One of these increased the minimum fee for the Degrees charged by 
subordinate lodges from thirty-five dollars to forty-five. Another 
changed the code to read: 


“A Lodge may not initiate, pass or raise more than one cand- 
idate at the same time, however more than one candidate may be 
initiated, passed or raised at one Meeting.” 


Another concerned amendment to the Code and the discontinuance of 
the reading of Grand Lodge Edicts in subordinate lodges; another 
related to the investment of Grand Lodge funds in other than time 
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deposits and the transfer of funds to the Endowment Fund Commis- 
sion for investment on behalf of the Widows and Orphans Benevolent 
Program. 


Action on a request for recognition from the Grand Lodge of 
Southern Africa was deferred until more information is available. 


Grand Master-elect, James Philip Quisenberry, and his officers 
were installed and the Grand Lodge closed in Ample Form. 


UTAH—1968 


Chartered Lodges, 31. All were represented. Members, 6,582 Net 
Loss, 136. 


Ninety-Sixth Annual Communication held in the Masonic Temple, 
Salt Lake City, at 10:00 o’clock a. m. on January 20, 1968. Grand 
Master M.'.W.'.Francis W. Douglas, presiding. 


All Grand Lodge Officers were present for roll call except W.'. 
Jaek M. Clifford, Grand Standard Bearer, who passed away during 
the year. 


Sixteen Past Grand Masters were also present as were the Grand 
Masters of Colorado and Idaho and Past Grand Masters Brower, 
Baker and Collard of Wyoming, Nevada, and Texas, respectively. 

Two Occasional Communications were held, one on May 26, 1967, 
for the purpose of laying the cornerstone of the New Metropolitan 
Hall of Justice in Salt Lake City and the other on September 13, 1967, 
for the purpose of laying the cornerstone of the new Masonic Temple 
in Ogden. 

Deaths during the year were 182, including those of W.'.Jack M. 
Clifford and M.'.W.'.John Elliott Clark, Past Grand Master (1952). 
The 182 deaths were 5896 of the 313 lost through Demit, Suspension 
and Death. 


Grand Master Douglas granted 16 Dispensations relating prin- 
cipally to changes in meeting places, and the election and installation 
of constituent lodge officers. 


Grand Master Douglas made 7 recommendations, 6 of which 
would amend the Constitution. One ordered to lay over until the 1969 
Annual Communication would make Past Masters of Symbolic Lodges 
located outside Utah eligible for election to the offices of Grand 
Master and Deputy Grand Master of Utah, now prohibited though 
such Past Masters are recognized as such provided they are members 
in good standing in Utah Lodges. 

All actions of the Grand Master, including his recommendations, 
were approved by appropriate Committees after referral and were 
adopted. 


There were no lodges Under Dispensation; no lodges whose 
charters were arrested or their functions suspended, and there were no 
consolidations or mergers of lodges during the year. 


The Committee on Fraternal Relations recommended that no 
action be taken at that time on the request for recognition received 
from the Grand Lodge of Southern Africa with the statement that 
information on that Grand Lodge available to the Committee was 
very meager. The report and recommendation were adopted. 


A budget of $19,830.00 for the year was adopted. 
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A Gem! properly Gleaned: 
4:15 p.m. — The Grand Lodge recessed until 7:30 p.m. 
The Grand Lodge Banquet was held in the Banquet Room of the 
Masonie Temple at 6:30 p.m. There were no speakers. 
Glory be!! Now we can account for Utah's many Masonic suc- 
cesses. 


Grand Master-Elect R.'.W.'.Deputy Grand Master Harvey L. 
Riggle and his officers were installed, the “Emery Signet Ring" was 
transferred from the retiring Grand Master to M.'.W.'.Brother Riggle 
and the.Grand Lodge was closed in Ample Form at 9:20 p.m. o’clock 
on January 30, 1968. 


VIRGINIA—1968 


One Hundred and Ninetieth Annual Communication. Chartered 
Lodges, 344. Members, 71,294. Net Gain, 236. 

The One Hundred and Ninetieth Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of Virginia was begun and held in the 
Masonic Temple, Richmond, on Tuesday, Feburary 13, 1968, at 10:00 
A.M. M.".W.'.H. Bruce Green, Grand Master presiding. 

All officers were present, as were sixteen Past Grand Masters. 
Prayer was offered by Bro. Howard W. Lee, D.D., Grand Chaplain, 
after which the Grand Lodge was opened in Ample Form. 

Sixteen other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by 22 Grand 
Officers, past or present. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina was 
represented by R.'.W.'.Robert N. Bass, Jr., Deputy Grand Master. 

Presentation of Flag followed and all present who were citizens 
of the United States joined in pledging allegiance to it. 

A plaque presented to M.'.W.'.Archer B. Gay, Past Grand Master 
and Grand Secretary, in appreciation of more than 30 years of devoted 
service, by the GrandMaster, bore a replica of the Grand Master's and 
Grand Secretary's jewels of Virginia and the beehive and the plumb 
symbolic and indicative M.'.W.'.Brother Gay's service and his atti- 
tudes of industry and rectitude of life. 

Grand Lodge finances are sound with an operating budget of 
$524,250.00 indicated. 

In his address, Grand Master Green said: 

* ... as I appraise the facts in light of a membership in 
Virginia of over 71,000, I am ashamed of the small numbers that 
ever darken our doors. There seems to be three levels or plateaus 
on which our brethren stand. One, the SHIRKING level and it 
is loaded to capacity. Two, the LURKING level and here we 
have some Craftsmen, who, with proper encouragement could 
demonstrate real Masonic activity. 

*Three, the WORKING level where you find the old faithfuls 
who never quit, be the going smooth or rough. They can always 
be counted on to do their part and no task is too small or too 
hard for this loyal band to undertake. 

*I make this observation not in a jocular vein but because 
I have noted the apathy that is rusting the working tools of this 
time honored institution. Let us arise from our lethargy, My 
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Brethren, and infuse those of our number with the spirit encom- 
passed in the lessons of the order which we strive to inculcate 
in the conferring of our degrees." 


An interesting Committee appointment by the Grand Master— 
Committee to Reduce Losses Due to Suspensions and Demits—sub- 
mitted a revealing report. In summary, it showed for the 10-year 
average (1957/1966) Net Gain 369.3; Raisings 1926.7; Affiliations 
516.4; Restorations 86.1; Withdrawals 478.5; SNPD 358.2; SUMC 
2.8; EUMC 2.1; Deaths 132.3. 

Grand Master Green approved the By-Laws of 39 Lodges; issued 
160 Dispensations and three Executive Orders; denied two requests 
for Dispensations; awarded 245 Fifty-Year and 17 Sixty-Year Vete- 
rans Emblems; made 127 Official In-State Visits and 17 Official 
Out-of-State Visits; issued one Edict and made two Proclamations; 
formed one lodge U.D.; ruled on and handed down opinions in 27 cases, 
most of which did not involve or establish any new points of law. 

The report of the Executive Director of the Masonic Home of 
Virginia revealed an enrollment of 70 adults at December 31, 1967. 
Twenty adults were admitted during the year and death came to 
thirteen. There were sixteen children enrolled, of whom 10 were boys 
and 6 were girls. The Home was operated successfully within its 
budget of $316,156.00. 

Fourteen hundred and seventy-two brethren including M.'.W.'. 
Alexander Merle Showalter, Past Grand Master (1931) journeyed 
to that undiscovered country from whose bourne no traveler returns. 

The Committee on Fraternal Relations recommended and the 
Grand Lodge adopted the following resolution: 


“BE IT RESOLVED by the Grand Lodge of Virginia, A.F. 
& A.M., in annual communication assembled, that membership in 
the Universal League of Freemasonry, or attendance at any of 
its functions is incompatible with regular Freemasonry, as prac- 
ticed in this Grand Lodge, by those Lodges and brethren holden 
under or owing allegiance to it." 


The R..W..Deputy Grand Master, Jesse Albert White was 
elected and installed Grand Master for 1968. 


WASHINGTON—1968 


Number of Lodges, 286. Members, 63,329. Net Loss, 1,207. 

The One Hundred Eleventh Annual Communication of The Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of Washington 
convened in Seattle on Tuesday, the 18th day of June, A.D. 1968, A.L. 
5968, and was called to order by W.'.Alex E. Branstrom, Worshipful 
Master of Monroe Lodge No. 106, F. & A. M., at 10:00 a.m., at 
which time the Grand Lodge Officers entered in procession and 
assumed their respective stations and places. All Grand Lodge officers 
were present. M.'.W.'.Audley F. Mahaffey, Grand Master, presided. 
Fifteen Past Grand Masters were present. 

W.J. D. Braman, Mayor of the City of Seattle, was presented 
and gave the address of Welcome; the response by Wayne J. Deming, 
Junior Grand Warden. 
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W.'.Brother Braman's address included: 


"Its a real pleasure to once again join in this meeting and 
greet you on behalf of the City of Seattle. I am sure that your 
gathering here today will be beneficial not only to you and the 
Lodges that you represent, but to our City which is privileged 
to have you with us. These are somewhat troubled times that we 
are living in and the meetings of organizations, such as our 
great Masonic Lodge, are doubly important as we contemplate 
the problems that beset us and try to find the solution to these 
problems. This is the time, I think, when the influence of Masonry 
as exemplified by the men who constitute it, is more needed than 
perhaps ever before in the world outside of the sanctuary of the 
Lodge itself. There are people among us these days who seem to 
be trying to in some manner separate law and order and respect 
for the law from justice, and they are crying out that we should 
not be so concerned about law and order as we should be concerned 
about justice. The fallacy of this kind of argument, of course, is 
that the two are completely inseparable. You cannot separate law 
and order from justice because law and order is the handmaiden 
of justice. Without law and order there can be no justice. There 
can be no justice for the individual who may be accused, nor can 
there be any justice for society as a whole that needs the pro- 
tection of law and order that they may have a peaceful and a 
safe life. So as you meet here, today, I hope that in addition to 
the consideration of the many difficult problems that face you 
in the conducting of your Lodges we all, of course, aspire to the 
growth of our institution. We want it to become stronger as time 
goes on but we also must consider our duty to the land in which 
we live as individual citizens and I am sure that each and every- 
one here will understand that, and will have that as one of their 
goals." 


Grand Master Mahaffey granted three Special Permissions: 


1. July 10, 1967: To Masonic Service Bureau of Pierce County, 
to conduct Masonic Funerals without first opening Lodge. This 
was in accordance with the privilege having been granted in 
the past and pursuant to Chapter 14.06 of the Washington Ma- 
sonie Code. Privilege to extend until the next Grand Lodge. Not 
approved. 


2. December 20, 1967: To the Board of Trustees of the Masonic 
Manor of Washington to use the name “Masonic” in the in- 
corporation. Approved. 

3. March 30, 1968: Permission granted for the return of Mari- 
time Lodge No. 239, the Masonic Home contribution of Mr. 
Carl E. Large, who died before receiving the Degrees. Approved. 
and refused a request of a subordinate lodge to move its perma- 
nent meeting place beyond the limits defined in its charter. 

He also healed 27 procedural irregularities (all approved); and 
issued 6 Ruling and Decisions, of which one was disapproved. 


A resolution to amend the By-Laws of the Grand Lodge to make 
it a Masonic offense to solicit the petition of a Master Mason for 
membership in any other organization requiring Masonic member- 
ship as a prerequisite prior to the time the person so solicited shall 
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have completed the rituaistic work in the Third Degrees of Masonry, 
and passed his examination upon his proficiency in the Lecture of 
the Third Degree, and shall also have been a member in good stand- 
ing of a regular symbolie Lodge more than one year prior to the date 
of such solicitation was rejected, and a resolution to amend the Con- 
stitution of the Grand Lodge to make the optional Flag Ceremony 
a part of the Standard Floor Work was also rejected. 


By amendment to The Code, lodges not represented in Grand 
Lodge for two consecutive years, without permission of the Grand 
Master, shall have their charters suspended. Restoration, by vote of 
the Grand Lodge carries a penalty of one hundred doolars. 


Chapter 3.04 was amended to read: 


“The following Grand Lodge Officers shall be elected by ballot 
at the annual communications of this Grand Lodge: a Grand 
Master, a Deputy Grand Master, a Senior Grand Warden, a 
Junior Grand Warden, and a Grand Secretary. A majority of all 
votes cast shall be necessary to a choice. All other Grand Officers 
shall be appointed by the Grand Master-elect before his installa- 
tion. Balloting on Grand Lodge Officers shall be the first order of 
business on the afternoon of the second day. It will take prece- 
dence over all other matters that afternoon, and the election must 
be concluded before the Grand Lodge can be recessed." 


Thus it appears that the office of Grand Treasurer is an appointive 
office. 


We mourn with our Brethren of Washington the loss through 
death of 1,678 of their members, among whom were M.'.W.'.Stewart 
E. Perry, Grand Master 1947-1948 and M.'.W.'.Gustav Henry Schultz, 
Grand ‘Master 1946-1947. 


While this Reviewer does not fully agree with the implied atti- 
tude of M.'.W..Fred Winkels, P.G.M., Fraternal Correspondent and 
Grand Reviewer, concerning members and the also implied continued 
loss of members, in his foreword to his Report of Reviews, this 
learned and erudite Mason did set forth some provocative and bene- 
ficial ideas on the state of the Craft. 


Space does not permit quotation of this eminent Brother's mes- 
sage in its entirety but taken from context he offered this—which 
one will find difficult to fault: 


"I prefer to seek and heed the opinions of those Brethren who 
do not blame others, or their environment, for any problems that 
may beset them or their Lodge, but recognize and face each 
problem and accept their individual responsibility to solve and 
overcome it. I, for one, think it high time that we devote our time 
and give our attention to the opinions of those devoted and dedi- 
cated Brethren who have faithfully served Masonry year after 
year, who have put their shoulders to the wheel to carry their 
Lodge through some trying and difficult period, who constantly 
strive to make their Lodge—not the biggest—but the best, who 
always look for the best in others and give the best in themselves, 
and who improve Masonry by a constant endeavor to improve 
themselves by adhering to its principles and practicing its teach- 
ings. 
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“Let us save our praises for the many officers who carefully 
plan, program and schedule their Lodge meetings so that every 
meeting will be short, snappy and of the greatest value and in- 
terest to all. Let us encourage and assist those officers who seri- 
ously assume the duties and responsibilities of their office, and 
by a careful and constant study of the history, customs, purposes, 
ideals and ritual of our Craft become fully prepared to impart, 
and DO IMPART, Light, More Light and FURTHER LIGHT 
to candidates and members alike that their potential for excel- 
lence and achievement be thereby best encouraged and best 
attained.” 


Grand Master-elect, Robert L. Gilmore, and his officers were in- 
stalled and the Grand Lodge closed in Ample Form. 


WEST VIRGINIA—1968 


Chartered Lodges, 162. Members, 47,369. Net Loss, 208. 


The 104th Annual Communication of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of West Virginia was opened in Ample Form 
by M..W.'.G. Glenwood Brown, Grand Master, at Clarksburg on 
Wednesday, October 16, 1968, at 7:00 o'clock in the evening. All 
Grand Lodge Officers were present; ten Past Grand Masters answered 
roll call. 

Twelve Grand Lodge officers, past and/or present, represented 
ten other Grand Jurisdictions at this Annual Communication. 

Three Special Communieations were convened—one for the pur- 
pose of conducting the Masonic Funeral service of M.'.W.'.William 
G. Roberts, Past Grand Master (1958), and two for the purpose of 
laying corner stones of a new Masonic Temple of Rock Cove Lodge 
No. 81 and of the New Braxton County High School. 


Grand Master Brown issued three Edicts, granted fifteen Dis- 
pensations, and made eight formal Rulings. The Committee on Ma- 
sonic Jurisprudence was highly complimentary of Grand Master 
Brown in approving all of his official acts. The report of the Com- 
mittee was adopted. 

A permanent endowment fund with a minimum initial capital 
of $1,500,000 to provide scholarships and other educational aids to 
worthy West Virginia students who wish to attend West Virginia 
University and Marshall University was established. The fund shall 
be known as *The Masonic Scholarship Endowment Trust of West 
Virginia." 

Grand Master-elect, George W. Boyd, and his officers were in- 
stalled and the Grand Lodge closed in Ample Form on Thursday, 
October 17, 1968.

The 124th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge Free and 
Accepted Masons of the State of Wisconsin was opened by Deputy 
Grand Master, Brother Perry A. Risberg, in the Scottish Rite Cathe- 
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dral, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, on Tuesday morning, June 11, 1968, at 
9:00 o'clock with the assistance of the other line officers of their 
proper stations and places, 


Grand Master Robert V. Osborne was received with appropriate 
honors, assumed his position, and presided over his Grand Lodge. 
All officers were present, as were 16 Past Grand Masters who were 
escorted to the East and accorded Grand Honors. 


Nine other Grand Jurisdictions were represented by thirteen 
Grand Officers, past and/or present. 


Death seperated 1,484 members during the year, including M.'. 
W.’.Orrin H. Larrabee, Past Grand Master—1959. We express our 
smypathy. 

There were 4 Emergent Communications—3 for Dedication and 
corner stone laying in new Masonic Temples, and 1 for the purpose 
of conducting Masonic Funeral Rites for Past Grand Master Larrabee. 

Grand Master Osborne granted 41 Dispensations and issued 4 
Decisions. In its report the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence said 
the Decisions in the aggregate related to various matters concerning 
which the Grand Master is authorized to issue Dispensations, a 
majority of them relating to Waivers of Code-required periods of 
residence and before and between the presentation of degrees. They 
all merit and are given approval. Concerning the Decisions the Com- 
mittee said all merit the complete and unqualified approval of this 
Committee. The Committee's report was adopted. 


A resolution (adopted) to amend the Code makes it illegal for 
any “Master Mason to sign a petition for any other Masonic body 
until he shall have first passed his Master Mason examination in 
open lodge in accordance with this Masonic Code. This Provision shall 
be read to every Master Mason at the same time that the charge is 
read to him." 

The Code was amended to cause every constituent lodge purchase 
and keep in force publie liability co-insurance of not less than $100, 
000-$300,000. 


Officers were installed, M.'.W.'.Perry A. Risberg, Grand Mas- 


ter, in publie ceremony and the Grand Lodge closed in Ample Form 
on June 12, 1968.

Ninety-Fourth Annual Communication was held at Cheyenne, 
beginning at 9:00 o'clock a.m. on Monday, August 26, 1968, with M.'. 
W.'.Raymond L. Dennis, Grand Master, presiding. All Grand Lodge 
Officers were present. 

Fourteen Past Grand Grand Masters answered roll call who were 
welcomed, escorted to the East, given Grand Honors and were seated. 

The Grand Masters of Minnesota, Nebraska, Utah, South Dakota, 
Washington, North Dakota, Idaho and Colorado were welcomed, es- 
corted, honored and seated. Nine other Grand Officers, past or present 
of other Grand Jurisdictions were received, honored and seated. 

The Colors of the United States and Wyoming were escorted to 
the East and the pledge of allegiance given. Miniature lapel flags 
were then distributed to all those present. 
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There were six Special Communications, one for the purpose of 
Dedicating a new Masonic Temple at Sheridan and five were for the 
purpose of laying the corner stones of public buildings. 

Grand Master Dennis issued two proclamations, one for the 
observance of George Washington's Birthday Anniversary and the 
other to make special recognition of the Order of DeMolay during 
DeMolay Week, March 17-24, 1968. 


Eighty-One venerable brethren received their 50-year pins. 


Twenty-two Special Dispensations were issued, principally to elect 
and/or install officers, to attend Church services, to confer degrees, 
etc., and seven Decisions were handed down. All Special Dispensa- 
tions and fees therefor were approved by the Committee on Juris- 
prudence and Finance, except the fee of $5.00 for one of the unused 
Dispensations, which was refunded. The Finance Committee held that 
the fee was for the issuance of the Dispensation and not for the use 
thereof. Therefore, the fee should not have been refunded. 

The Decisions 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6 were approved; there was neither 
approval or disapproval of No. 5, as none was required. Number 7 
was referred back to the floor of Grand Lodge for discussion (it had 
to do with withdrawing funds from the General Fund of a sub- 
ordinate lodge for donation toward the restoration of another lodge’s 
building). After discussion and on motion the Grand Lodge went on 
record approving the solicitation of individual members of the state 
for funds for this educational project and that the Grand Lodge 
approve, in principle, the project but did not approve any funds from 
the Grand Lodge or subordinate lodges for the project. 

The Grand Lodge of Southern Africa and the Grand Lodge of 
Para, Brazil were given fraternal recognition. 

There were 278 deaths during the year among members of the 
constituent lodges. 

A budget of $74,812.80 for 1968-1969 was recommended by the 
Finance Committee and approved. 

The R..W..Deputy Grand Master Otto Kosbau was elected 
Grand Master and he and his officers were installed with M.’.W.’. 
Floyd Holland, Past Grand Master, as installing officer. 

The 1969 Annual Communication will be held in Lander with 
Wyoming Lodge No. 2 as host.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein. (28-01; 
28-03; 102-22).
